It is conceded that the McLean men 
had an understand): with Mr. Chap- 
man and his managers before the con- 
vention met, and the vote of the strong 
McLean counties for Chapman bears out 
the report. In addiiion to the state 
ticket nominated there is an implied ar- 
rangement for John R. McLean for sen- 
ator, with the state candidates as well 
as the party organization for him. Still 
it is reported that ex-Congressman Paul 
J. Sorg will also be in the field for sen- 
ator. 

Following is the ticket: Governor, 
Horace L. Chapman; Heutenant gov- 
ernor, Melville D. Shaw; supreme judge, 
J. P. Spriggs; attorney general, W. H. 
Dore; state treasurer, James F. Wilson; 
for board of public works, Peter H. 
Degnal; school commissioner, Byron H. 
Hard. 

Mr. Chapman is a large owner and 
operator of coal mines in Jackson and 
other counties. He has also partici- 
pated in Democratic campaigns, but 
has never heid any office, and has never 
beore been a candidate. He has never 
had a strike in his mills and is popular 
with the miners. 

The silver Republicans held a confer- 
ence and expressed great indignation. 
They said it was true that they had an- 
nounced.they did not wanta place on the 
etate ticket, but the announcement was 
not made until after they were told they 
could not have it. They appointed a 
state committee to call a convention to 
nominate a separate ticket. The Popu- 
lists also announced that they would 
hold a state convention and have a sep- 
arate ticket. The Prohibitionists will 
have two separate tickets, so that there 
will be at least six state tickets in the 
field.

In- 
dians come from Lemhi, Umatilla, Fort 
Hall and Duck Valley reservations. 
They must disperse or trouble will soon 
follow.” This was soon communicated 
to the interior department, and Secre- 
tary Bliss immediately wired Agent Ir- 
win at Fort Hall to expedite his tele- 
graphic report of the situation and call 
upon the agents at Lemhi, Umatilla and 
the western Shoshone (Duck Valley) 
agencies for reports.

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BOVINE TUBERCULOSIS. 


Transmission of Diseasé to Be Watched In a 
ter!) of Thoroughbred Cattle. 
Concord, N. H., July 1—Freeman B. 
Shedd, a summer resident of Tilton, but 
who resides in Lowell, Mass., has do- 
nated to the state board of cattle com- 
missioners 10 thoroughbred Holstein cat- 
tle, which have reacted to the tuber- 
sulin test, but which show no outward 

symptoms of tuberculosis. 

These cattle will be kept under good 
sanitary conditions and the milk will 
Ye fed to pigs. These pigs will be 
tlaughtered and the carcasses carefully 
inspected to note if any transmission 
of tuberculosis has taken place. Six 
of the cattle have been bred and their 
calves will be reared from their milk. 

The entire herd will be given careful 
physical examination at frequent in- 
tervals and any animal in which tuber- 
culosis is sufficiently advanced to be 
detected by this process will be im- 
mediately slaughtered and examined. 
The tuberculin tests will be made once 
in four months. Every animal in the 
herd is to be slaughtered and examined 
when no longer needed for experimental 
purposes. The experiment is not under- 
tuken for the purpose of substantiating 
any particular theory, but simply for 
the purpose of gaining information in 
the interest of scientific investigation 
of bovine tbuerculosis. ecretary Bach- 
elder will supervise the experiment. 


Validity of a Dakota Divorce. 

Boston, Juy 1—lae validity of a de- 
cree of a South Dakota court, entered in 
a divorce case, is involved in @ case heard 
by Judge Putnam in the United States 
‘circuit court yesterday, in which Chris- 
tine Hek! z is seeking to secure an or- 
@er of court which will compel her for- 
mer husband, Henry Pfaff, Jr., to pay 
her $25,000, as ordered by the western 
court. The case is the first one of the 
kind ever brought into the courts here, 
and the decision Is likely to make a pre- 
cedent which will be of interest to par- 
ties to South Dakota divorces. A di- 
vorce was granted in 1892 at Sioux Falls. 
There was no provision for ailmony, but 
later, after Mr. Pfaff inherited a large 
property by the death of his father, the 
Wealthy brewer, the case was reopened 
and the co aaart ordered alimony to the 
amount of $25,000. As Mr. Praff was not 
in South Dakota, Miss Hekking entered 
suit in the United States court In Bos- 
ton. She seeks to have the order of the 
South Dakota court enforced. 


Life Depends on Pardon, 

Salem, Mass., July 1.—Jeremiah T. 
O'Sullivan, who is now imprisoned in 
Salem jail, is a very sick man. He has 
had a hemorrhage of the lungs and the 
doctors state that Mr. O'Sullivan is 
suffering from a severe and acute at- 
tack of catarrhal pneumonia, which in 
itself is a very dangerous disease, and 
may lead to fatal complicatfons. The 
medical examiners say: “It is our opinion 
that Mr. O’Sullivan’s life depends upon 
his being pardoned, so that he can seek 
a congenial climate, the best of treat- 
ment and be free from worry.” . The case 
has been reported to the proper author- 
ities. There {s no truth in the story 
that Mr. O.wullivan has been obliged to 
work 14 hours a day since he has been 
confined in the jail. He has been a 
model prisoner, cheerful and never com- 
plaining, and was given one of the best 
berths in the institution, being employed 
in the cook room, where his actual du- 
ties do not occupy over three hours a day. 


The Fight For King’s Money. 
Providence, July 1.—There was a hear- 
ing yesterday before Chief Justice Mat- 
teson on a motion made by the heirs of 
Millionaire William H. King of New- 
port that Mrs. Eugenia Webster Ross 
of New York be ordered to appear be- 
fore some tribunal or notary and sub- 
mit details as to her claim that the de- 
ceased, who died in Butler asylum, is 
her uncle. They argue that she should 
be compelled, if she desires to maintain 
her claim in the Rhode Island courts, to 
make statements as to the history and 
parentage of her uncle and herself. This 
motion was opposed by Mrs. Ross’ coun- 
sel, who say that she prefers not to dis- 

close her case until it comes to trial. 


Fifty Years a Teacher, 

Lowell, Mass., July 1—The pupils of 
Miss Martha Neal, who completed on 
Wednesday, June 23, her 50 years of con- 
tinuous service as a teacher in the public 
schools of Lowell, and who tendered her 
resignation on that day, gave her a rous- 
ing reception in high school hall last 
night.

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Cornell Freshmen Won, Columbia 
Second, Pennsylvania Third, 
+. 
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Boats Lapped Each Other 
During Half the Race. 


All Three Crews Used Purely American Meth- 
ods---Columbia’s Great Spirit. 


Poughkeepsie, N. Y., July 1—The Cor- 
nell freshmen, who a week ago finished 
third in their race with Yale and Har, 
vard, last evening won the triangular 
race with the freshmen of Columbia and 
Pennsylvania. Cornell led at the finish 
by less than a boat length over Columbia, 
and three-quarters of a length behind 
the New Yorkers came the Pennsylvan- 
ians. 

The race was the closest ever rowed 
between freshmen eights in American 
waters. The three boats were lapped 
from start to finish. Cornell rowed the 
same slow stroke that won her the 'var- 
sity race on Wriday. 

It was anybody’s race, and the fact 
that but twa, seconds divided the first 
and last crews, and that the boats 
lapped over each other very nearly a 
half, is evidence of the character of the 
struggle. That sucha struggle was only 
watched by a small sized crowd is a 
misfortune for those who missed seeing 
it. The time is not record breaking, be- 
cause Yale made the same course in 
9m. 1914s. last Wednesday, but both Co- 
lumbia, finishing second, and Pennsyl- 
vania, finishing third, made better time 
than did Harvard and Cornell, finish- 
ing in the same places last Tuesday. 

The feature of the race was the won- 
derful spurt made by the Columbia 
youngsters in the last half mile, when 
they closed up a gap between themselves 
and Cornell so fast that had there been 
another eighth of a mile to row they 
would probably have been in first place. 
A second feature was the remarkable 
rowing of the Pennsylvania crew, which 
had been said by its trainer to be in very 
bad shape. This crew is a very much 
inferior crew to the Pennsylvania ’var- 
sity crew, and the critics are wondering 
whether Ellis Ward has not got some- 
thing “up his sleeve’ for Friday’s race. 

The race is looked upon as one of the 
most creditable exhibitions ever given. 
The only criticism made is that Dr. Wal- 
ter Peet, the referee, kept the crews 
waiting so long at their stake boats with 
their oars dipped that the nervous strain 
took off at least two seconds from the 
time. 

After Referee Peet, in his clumsy boat, 
which seemed to want the whole river to 
turn in, had kept the crews waiting at 
their stake bDuoats for sume five or six 
minutes, the youngsters showing the 
strain they were under, the pistol start 
was given and the crews were off. 

Pennsylvania Gets Away First. 

Pennsylvania caught the water first 
with a swift, strong stroke that showed 
the nose of her boat clearly ahead of the 
others. Cornell and Columbia started a 
trifle more easily, and Cornell fell 
slightly to the rear of the New Yorkers. 
All started at a 36 stroke, but Cornell, 
true to the Courtney training, dropped 
down to 33, while Columbia kept it up 
at 35, and Pennsylvania was hitting 
away at 33. At the elghth of a mile, 
Pennsylvania was leading the Columbia 
boat by an eighth of alength, while Cor- 
nell was a quarter of a length behind the 
Columbia boat. Cornell was rowing 
easily, while the other two were fight- 
ing it out for first place. But the Cor- 
nell stroke had its effect, and at the quar- 
ter of a mile Cornell had drawn up even 
with Columbia, while Pennsylvania still 
had her quarter length lead. 

Down to the half this continued, when 
Cornell dre + up on Pennsylvania and 
away from Columbia. Viciously Penn- 
sylvania hit the water, and the boat 
seemed to fly in the effort to hold that 
lead, but slowly and surely the Cornell 
boat went cn inch by inch, shoving out 
beyond the Pennsylvania's. Columbia, 
too, was coming along, and the Pennsyl- 
vania lead of a quarter of a length was 
reduced in the next quarter to a bare 
eighth. Then the Quakers did fight for 
life, and down to the end of the first mile 
there was a terrific race for a place, 

80 this continued for another half mile 
down to the mile andahalf point. First 
the nose of ihe Pennsylvania boat would 
begin to draw away from the Columbia, 
and then Columbia would draw up on 
Pennsylvania. 

Entering the last it was clearly seen 
by the conGition of the men in the three 
boats that there would bea struggle that 
would be memorable. At this point, 
Cornell had a lead of a quarter of a 
length over Pennsylvania and Columbia 
was an eighth of a length behind Penn- 
sylvania. Columbia's stroke oar caught 
a crab at this juncture and lost about 
four strokes, but quickly fell in. 

Whether this had any disastrous ef- 
fect upon the boat or not was not ap- 
parent from the train, but just follow- 
ing it Columbia hit up the stroke from 
the first 35 they had been rowing uni- 
formly during the race to a faster 36. 
Cornell had made the lead three-quarters 
of a length, and was still going when 
that spurt started, and when it was 
fairly under way had a length advan- 
lage. Then the boat of Columbia seemed 
to lift itself out of the water, Pennsyl- 
vania responded with a.35 stroke, but the 
long shell of the New Yorkers fairly 
lifted itself along and went by the 
Pennsylvania boat and after the Cornell 
shell like a thing bewitched. On it 
went, the bow lapping the rudder post 
of the Cornell boat and creeping up 
toward the stroke oar. Frantically did 
the little 16-year-old coxswain call to 
the crew, and well did they respond, but 
just as the nose of the boat lined even

of the inhabitants of this city than at first 
appears at a superficial glance. Houghs 
Neck, is, as of course everybody knows 
who is acquainted with the topography of 


Quincy, a peninsula jutting into Boston 
bay, baving the waters of the beautiful 
Quincy bay upon one side, and Weymouth, 
Fore river and Hingham bay upon the 
other, From the summit of Great Hill 
may be obtained one of the most pictur- 
esque views on the coast. 

For generations our fathers and grand- 
fathers and, it might be said with truth, 
their ancestors have visited this lovely 
spot. But, to reach the beach, it has been 
necessary to brave the terrors of a road, 
which if it were not for the beautiful view 
of the sea, would have degenerated into a 
cart path years ago. Asitis, this road is 
narrow, ill kept, either stiflingly dusty or 
wollowing in mud. This is Quincy’s only 
seashore drive. 

The location for a sea bound boulevard 
for the people of this city could hardly be 
improved upon. For four miles it passes 
through a gently undulating country, 
skirted by one of the most beautiful of 
cemeteries and also one of the finest kept 
farms ip the state as well as a long 
stretch of water front. 

But Quincy, unlike Milton, Brookline, 
and the Newtons, although a city of 
magnificent views and charming locations 
for drives, has persistently failed to 
improve the gifts which nature has 
bestowed upon her with a lavish hand. 
Milton, and the other communities named, 
have, with statesmanship forethought, 
seen that their prosperity depended almost 
wholly upon good roads. How they have 
carried these projects through and become, 
in proportion to the number of inhabitants, 
the richest communities in the state, is 
current history. Quircy, upon the other 
hand, has pursued a diametrically oppposite 
policy. The difference in the two policies 
is so marked that comment and comparison 
are unnecessary. 

Sea street, to Houghs Neck, is travelled 
by hundreds of people daily during the 
season, At its terminus is the second 
argest yacht club on the Massachusetts 


coast, The inhabitants of the place pay 
into the city treasury annually a large tax; 
then ask for no schools and the expense to 
the city so far as maintenance goes is 
practically nothing, In other words the 
thousands of dollars which they have paid 
in taxes to the city has been what might 
be called from a business pofnt of view, 
** clear profit,” 

The expense of this proposed improve- 
ment would not be prohibitory. If it is 
found inexpedient to reconstruct all of this 
road in one year, that section between the 
Mount Wollaston cemetery and Mosquito 
bridge, which is the worst part of the 
drive, could receive the first attention, 

The city government, through some 
unexplainable cause, has always treated 
this section of Quincy in a peculiar manner, 
Although its summer population amounts 
to hundreds of people not even a single 
kerosene street light illuminates its 
principal street. It shows a short sighted- 
ness which it is fortunate for this common- 
wealth that all of its cities do not attempt 
to imitate. 

The residents of Houghs Neck do not 
demand anything from the city, but they 
do ask that the council, as a matter of 
justice, grant them at least one improve- 
ment, one which not only themselves, but 
tke entire city is interested. One which 
benefits equally the rich man with his 
carriage and the man with his wheel, in 
other words make Sea street the peoples’ 
boulevard.

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COTHAM’'S MYSTERY. 
Detectives Trying to Find Murderer of Man 
Whose Body Was Sawed Up. 

New York, July 1—Captain Stephen 
O'Brieu of the detective bureau has given 
out a long statement regarding the mys- 
terlous, headless body case. It con- 
tains the story of the identification ot 
the body as that of Guldensuppe by his 
associates at the Murray Hill baths, 
Mrs. Pauline Riger’s version of the sale 
of the oil cloth to a woman at Astoria, 
L. I., last week, and Mrs. Augusta 
Mack's confession of relationship with 
Guldensuppe since she parted from her 
husband. Mrs. Riger is not positive 
that the Nack woman was the purchaser 
of the oilcloth, and the prisoner avers 
that she saw Guldensuppe last Satur- 
Gay morning about 7 o'clock. 

The two legs missing from the corpsé 
of Guldensuppe were found near the 
receiving ship Vermont at the Cob dock 
at the Brooklyn navy yard yesterday. 
The legs were wrapped in white oil cloth. 
The legs were brought to this city and 
they were found to fit the body of the 
hody of the murdered man. 

Captain O’Brien sent detectives to 
search the rooms in which Mrs. Nack 
lived. They found the furniture and 
personal effects all packed, agif ready for 
removal The only suspicious articles 
which they found and carried away, were 
a revolver, a small hand saw, a butcher 
knife and a steel. A magnifying glass 
showed there were stains on the saw, 
which the detectives were inclined to 
think were blood stains, and some ma- 
terial seemed to still stick to the teeth 
of the saw. The butcher knife was an 
instrument old and dull, and was covered 
with stains which seemed to be those of 
rust. There was nothing on the steel 
to indicate that it had been used for any 
criminal purpuse. 

Captain O'Brien, when questioned as 
to whether he thought the woman was 
guilty of the alleged murder, replied that 
he did not wish to make any direct 
answer to the question without further 
investigation, but that if the body was 
that of Guldensuppe he believed that 
this woman knew something of the 
crime. He described her as being a 
woman of large physique and a quick 
temper. He added that is her story 
that she had seen Guldensuppe between 
3 and 4 o'clock Saturday afternoon, and 
that she had received notes from him 
en Monday and Tuesday was correct, 
of course the identification of the body 
was wrong and she would be guiltless. 


Iron Mills Shut Down, 

Youngstown, O., July 1.—Every millin 
the United States whose wage scales are 
under the jurisdiction of the Amalaga- 
mated Association of Iron, Steel and Tin 
Workers shut down last night.

They will be 
transferred from Washington to the 
famous Perry Payne building in Cleve- 
land, where Hanna conducted the na- 
tional Republican campaign, The Wash- 
ington headquarters will be kept open, 
but will be in charge of an attache of the 
national committee. Chairman Hafha 
and Secretary Dick expect to be at the 
Cleveland headquarters all summer. 


Murder on the Indiana. 

New York, July 1—Thomas J. Kenny, 
master-at-arms of the battleship Indi- 
ana, was murdered last night on board 
the ship anchored at the Brooklyn navy 
yard, Philip F. Carter, who enlisted from 
Hoston in the fall of 1895, plunging a 
bayonet into the body of the unfortunate 
officer. Carter had been drinking, and 
Kenny ordered the men not to serve him 
any more beer. 


Czar Writes Sultan Again. 

London, July 1.—The Vienna corre- 
epondent of The Daily Chronicle says: 
Emperor Nicholas has again written the 
sultan urging him to accelerate the peace 
negotiations by renouncing demands 
with which it is impossible for Greece to 
comply. As a result of this letter the 
sultan has virtually accepted the terms 
of the powers, leaving only details to be 
settled. 


Complaint Thrown Ont. 

Brooklyn, July 1.—United States Com- 
missioner Morle has dismissed the com- 
plaint in the action of the government 
against Thomas C. Smith. Mr. Smith 
is the father-in-law of ex-Paymaster 
Corwine, U. S. N., and was accused by 
the government of receiving United 
States funds from his son-in-law in 
payment of a personal debt.

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I, 
SEWER WORK. 


Progressing Favorab'y at Several 
Points—W hat is Being Done. 


Work on the brick sewer has begun in 
earnest and from now on work will be 
rapidly pushed forward unti], at least 
section one has been completed. At 
present the contractors are at work int! re 
different places. 

At Merry Mount park work was com- 
menced at the road, or south entrance, to 
the park and is being worked backward 
toward the pumping station. Something 
like twenty-four men are at work at this 
point and the foreman in charge claims 
that they are now building about thirty-two 
feet per day of the 30 by 45 inch sewer. The 
digging here is quite easy, as it is soft 
marshy land, although the pumps are at 
work most of the time keeping the trench 
clear of water. When the trench has 
reached the proper depth, which at this 
point is thirteen feet below th? surface, a 
draip is laid to carry off the water. Oa 
this a foundation of cement and gravel 
is made and then the brick sewer which is 
egg shaped. 

Besides work at this point, the contrac- 
tors bave commenced work tunnelling 
under Greenleaf street, and on Newcomb 
street extension a trench some fifty feet in 
length has been started and has reached 
quite a depth. Here also it is necessary to 
keep the pumps in operation to keep the 
trench clear. No brick bas been laid at 
this point as yet. 

At the pumping station work is also in 
progress. The location of this station is in 
a marsh, and digging for the foundation is 
therefore slow work. The foundation 
must be placed very deep to prevent it 
sinking. Here also asteam pump it kept 
working night and day. 

Much of the force main, which is being 
laid by day labor, is already under ground, 
and the men are now at work laying the 
pipe on Hancock street, between Beach 
street and Wollaston avenue.

Haverhill, Mass., July 2.—Miss Dora 
Dow, a 15-year-old girl, had an exciting 
encounter with two wurglars at the resi- 
dence of Charles Db.

The younger man stated that he had 
come to remove the furniture, and both 
then started to do so Miss Dow, thor- 
oughly frightened, bade them to stop. 
This they did, and mustering her cour- 
age Miss Dow toid them that they would 
have to get a note from Mr. Horne be 
fore they took any of the goods. Some 
words followed, and the two burglars 
held a whispered Miss 
Dow says she heard the elder man say: 
“Well, go out and get a rope and we 
will tle hes Then We can go through 
the house.” 

The younger man started for the door 
and the eldest followed Miss Dow, 
grabbing a bread knife which wasona 
table near by, rushed after the elder 
man. As he attempted to get through 
the door she made a lunge at him. She 
Bays the knife struck him in the back. 
The younger man had then got into the 
carriage, and hi: who ut 
tered a shriek when he was stabbed, 
jumped in after him. Miss Dow did not 
follow, but she says the men whipped 
up their horse and drove rapidly away.

Neck Broken by Uppercut, 

Boston, July 2.—Thomas J. Haney, $1 
years old, of 111 Everett street, East 
Boston, is under arrest upon a charge of 
murder, and his victim, supposed to be 
James Cahill, aged 30, longshoreman, 
who resided at the North End, Is at the 
morgue.

NO ANTITRUST CLAUSE 


Republican Caucus Decides It to Be 
Inexpedient at this Time. 


Last Meeting on the Tariff 
Was Spirited. 


Bond and Stock Transactions to Be Taxed. 
Beer Rate Increased. 


Washington, July 2.—Last night the 
tepublican senators held what was 
probably their last caucus on the tariff. 
‘The meeting was more spigited than any 
held during the session. The chief topic 
Was trusts, and after three hours of de- 
bate, it was decided not to insert an antl- 
trust porvision in the pending bill. De- 
cisions reached by the caucus were as 
follows: 

To report no anti-trust amendment; 
to withdraw the original finance com- 
mittee provisions for a duty on tea and 
an increase of 44 cents per barrel in the 
tax on beer, and to provide for a tax on 
bond and stock transactions. 

The greater part of the time was given 
to the proposition for a provision against 
trusts. 

The discussion on this question was 
opened upon the basis of a report by the 
judiciary committee in opposition to any 
effort to attach a trust provision to the 
tariff bill. 

The had held a meeting 
during the afternoon, at which the whole 
question wos gone over at length with 
other Republican senators, including 
Messrs. Hanna and Chandler. It was 
then decided that it would be extremely 
difficult to secure legislation that would 
be effective, and that upon the whole 
it was impolitic and unwise to under- 
take it. A report was made accordingly 
to the caucus and a resolution adopted 
authorizing the presentation of an 
amendment providing in express terms 
for the continuance in effect of the terms 
of the Wilson law, which makes it un’ 
lawful to form a trust in Imported 
articles. 

This report called out some vigorous 
protests, especially on the part of the 
Western senators, but they were re- 
plied to with spirit. It was asserted 
among other things that the presenta- 
tion of a new anti-trust provision would 
lead to long debate, which could not be 
afforded at the present time 

The success of the proposition to re- 
cede from the increased tax on beer and 
the temporary duty on tea led to quite a 
prolonged discussion of the amount of 
revenue the bill would yield. Many 
senators expressed the opinion that the 
“yolume would not be equal to the de- 
mands of the government. It was In 
response to this view that a determina- 
tion was reached to provide for a tax on 
stock and bond transactions. The de- 
tails of this scheme were not agreed 
upon, but were left to the finance com- 
mittee to perfect There was decided 
cpposition to a tax on either ordinary 
bank checks or mortgages 

It appeared during the discussion of 
this branch of the subject that the com- 
mittee had been supplied with estimates 
of the revenue the bill would produce, 
made by Worthington C. Ford, who has 
given the opinion that with an equal 
volume of imports the bill would pro- 
duce during the first year of Its opera- 
tlon more than $100,000,000 In excess of 
the returns under the Wilson law for 
the first year it was In existence. Sena- 
tor Allison said, however, that these 
figures were misleading, as the imports 
would not be expected to be so large, and 
advised his fellow senators on this dc- 
count not to accept them as any Indica- 
tlon of the possibilities of the bill

HE WAS &A ViCOROUS WRITER.

Paris, July 2.—M. Leon Lecestre, cura- 
tor of the French Archives, will soon 
issue the first volume of 300 letters which 
were suppressed by the editors of the 
correspondence of Napoleon I, issued in 
1869, as not calculated to Increase the 
glory of the great French emperor. 

The volume includes some heated 
family letters and some vigorously word- 
ed epistles to Fouche and Dubols, the 
ministers of police,and war. A letter 
to Marshal Soult in 1804 shows that Na- 
poleon did not hesitate to adopt any 
means of obtaining confessions. He 
orders Soult to arrest a fisherman, sus- 
pected of communicating with the Brit- 
ish, adding: “If he refuses to speak, 
you must squeeze his thumbs in a mus- 
ket-lock.” 

Napoleon's list of persons to be ar- 
rested was endless, and his abuse of 
Madame De Stael was unceasing. 

Learning in 1807, through Marshal Vic- 
tor, that Prince Augustus of Prussla 
Was intriguing against him in Berlin, 
Napoleon writes: 

“I am not astonished, because he has 
a dull mind and has spent his time court- 
ing Madame De Stael at Coppet, Swit- 
zerland, and, of course, could only pick 
up bad habits with her. Send word to 
him that at the first mischievous re- 
mark he utters you will lock him up in 
his castle and send Madame De Stael to 
censole him. There are no men so 
cringing as these princes of Prussia.” 

Writing to Talleyrand. in 1808, that 
princes of the former reigning family 
of Spain were about to arrive at Val- 
encay, Napoleon added: 

“You may send for Madame Tallyrand 
and four or five persons. If the Prince 
of Asturias should form an attachment 
for a pretty person, it will be no draw- 
back, as it would supply another means 
of watching him.” 

Another letter from Napoleon to Tally- 
rand reads: 

“Your mission is honorable enough— 
to receive three illustrious personages 
and amuse them—and Is quite in keeping 
with your character.” 

When Napoleon received the news, 
June 11, 1800, that the pope had excom- 
munieated him, he wrote: 

“I spare the pope no longer. He !s 
a raving madman and must be locked 
up.” 

Some scolding letters to his brother, 
Prince Jerome, are interesting. When 
Jerome was outwitted by the Austrian 
General Kienmayer, he still boasted of 
his stragetic plans in an inflated order 
of the day. This caused Napoleon to 
write as follows: 

“T have seen your order of the day, 
which makes you the laughing stock of 
Austria, Germany and France. Have'’nt 
you a friend about to tell you a few 
plain truths? You a king and brother 
of the emperor! Those are ridiculous 
titles, In time of war you must be a 
suldier, and nothing but a soldier. You 
must have no minister, no diplomatic 
corps and no state. You must camp 
With the vanguard, be day and night on 
horseback and march in the van to pick 
up news, or remain in one’s harem, You 
make war like a satrap (petty autocrat). 
Is it from me, good God, that you learn 
that? I, who with an army of 200,000 
men, keep at the head of my skirmishers. 

“The people are provoked with you. 
Kienmayer, with 12,000 men, has laughed 
at you and your ridiculous pretensions, 
and has away from you and 
fellen upon Junot. You have a lot of 
pretensions, some little mind and a few 
good qualities, but these are marred by 
your fatuity and your extreme pre- 
sumption You have no knowledge of 
the fitness of things. Leave off being 
ridiculous, send your diplomatic corps 
back to Cassel, have no baggage, and 
Wage war like a young soldier wishing 
to earn glory and reputation. Try to 
deserve the rank you have reached and 
the esteem of France and Europe, who 
ar Watching you, and by God, do right 
aud speak in seemly manner if youcan,”

The Charlestown (Mass.) navy yard 
presented a scene of more than usual 
activity yesterday. The first day of July 
saw the whole of the force of the equip- 
ment department at work. 

The biennial session of the Pennsyl- 
vania legislature, which began Jan, 8, 
has adjourned. The session was one of 
the longest in the history of the state, 

J. Edward Addicks, who is in Boston, 
states that there is no foundation for the 
rumor that a receiver is to be appointed 
for the Bay State Gas company of Dela- 
ware, 

The British steamer Alecto from Hull, 
seven days overdue, about which there 
Was considerable anxiety, arrived at 
Boston yesterday after a long but en- 
tirely uneventful voyage. 

George B. Tincler of England and 
“Pat” Carroll of Waltham, Mass., have 
been matched for a three-mile running 
race on July 17 for $250 a side. The race 
will be run either at Springfield or 
Waltham. 

W. N. Craigin, superintendent of the 
Laconia (N. H.) public schools, has ac- 
cepted a similar position fn Rochester 
and Somersworth, and will act in the 
dual capacity in both cities, making his 
residence in Rochester. 

A Londou correspondent cables: “I 
understand that large orders for steel 
rails have been placed in the United 
States by two of the Indian railways at 
prices said to be £1 per ton below the 
figures at which the contract could be 
fille’/in England.” 

A dispatch from Braila, the principal 
port of Roumania, says that 20,000 n- 
habitants of Galatz, in Moldavia, on the 
left bank of the Danube, between the 
confluences of the Sereth and the Pruth 
with that river, are homeless and desti- 
tute as a result of the recent floods. It 
is estimated that 100 persons have been 
drowned. 

About 10, men of the Kentucky state 
guard are on active duty protecting two 
negroes from anticipated mob violence. 
They are Green Dinning, charged with 
murder at Franklin, Simpson county, 
and Tol Stone, charged with attempted 
assault at Glasgow. Stone was taken

Washineton, July 2.—The senate com- 
mittee on commerce yesterday Hstened 
in the protest of Senator Wellington of

He also 
asserted that Mr. Warner Was not quall- 
fied to properly discharge the duties of 
the office and claiming that under the 
circumstances the nomination should 
be rejected by the senate as a matter 
of senatorial courtesy 


Durrant's Case Reaches Supreme Court. 

Washington, July 2.—The papers In the 
appeal of W. H. T. Rurrant, under sen- 
tence of death in San Francisco for the 
murder of Blanche Lamont, were re- 
ceived by the clerk of the supreme court 
of the United States yesterday. The 
appeal is from the decision of the cir- 
cuit court of the United States for the 
Ninth circuit in refusing to grant Dur- 
rant’s motion fora writ of habeas corpus. 
In his petition, Durrant alleges trregu 
larity and Iillegality of the proceedings 
against him in the California state 
courts, in that the trial was “conducted 
upon information notin accordance with 
the equal protection of the laws and not 
by due process of law.” 


Shipping Statistics. 

Washington, July 2.—During the fiscal 
year, ended June 30, there were built in 
the United States and officially num- 
bered 729 vessels of 177,643 gross tons, 
compared with 709 vessels of 203,977 tons 
for the previous year. The decrease is 
ulmost Wholly in wooden tonnage, which 
for 1897 amounted to 64,940 tons, com- 
pared with 94,715 tons for 1896. Of the 
total construction 347 vessels of 113,065 
tons Were steam vessels, compared with 
822 of 134,947 tons for the previous year. 
Steel steamers built on the Great lakes 
numbered 15 of 55,866 tons, compared 
with 24 of 66,020 tons for the previous 
year 

M. recy For Corwine. 

Washington, July 2.—Secretary Long 
has added is recommendation to that 
ot Judge Advocate eGneral Lemly that 
the president commute the sentence im- 
posed by court martial upon Paymaster 
Corwine of the navy so as to remit the 
confinement for two years, leaving it 
stand at dismissal from the service. 
The secretary's action in this case must 
receive the approval of the president 
before it becomes effective. 


Panic Stricken Passengers, 

New York, July 2.—Fire was discovered 
on the Bath beach and Benson Hurst 
steamer Tourist last night shortly after 
the boat left her pier at the Battery. 
There were 160 passengers on board, 
men, women and children, returning to 
their homes, and a panic ensued. The 
captain and crew, aided by some of the 
passengers, attempted to fight the 
flames, but there was so much excite- 
ment that it was found necessary to 
beach the boat. All the passengers 
Were then landed in safety. 


Mouetary Commission Satisfied. 

Paris, July 2—The United States 
monetary commission, headed by Sena- 
tor O. Wolcott of Colorado, will start 
for London today or tomorrow. The 
commissioners express themselves as be- 
ing well satisfied with the results of 
their negotiations here and with the gen- 
eral outlook. There is a strong belief 
that the commissioners have accom- 
plished something tangible in France.

Cotton Ties and Bagging Put 
on Free List. 


Tariff Bill Is Now Practically Completed---Vote 
May Be Delayed. 


Washington, July 2.—While the tariff 
bill seems so nearly completed that it 
might apparently have been passed yes- 
terday afternoon, there are enough un- 
settled questions pending, Senator Alll- 
son admitted yesterday, to carry it over 
ungjl next week, and the hope of passing 
it = have grown dim. 

The experts confirm the bellef that 
the bill, as it stands, will not provide 
sufficient revenue for the next fiscal 
year, but the Republican managers seem 
indisposed to regard that, and rather 
prefer to use the money in the treasury 
to meet the expected deficit of $20,000,000 
or $30,000,000, while they promise to re- 
duce expenditures. 

The heat and the desire to get away, 
with the certainty that nothing but the 
tariff is kteping them here, may hasten 
the action of the senators and repre- 
sentatives, but, unless the unexpected 
happens, the bill will not pass before 
next week. There is no question, how- 
ever, that by the end of the week ft will 
be in conference, and it may go there 
early in the week. 

The finance committee suffered several 
unexpected reverses during the progress 
of the tariff bill yesterday, being de- 
feated on three important votes. Cot- 
ton bagging, by a vote of 30 to 25, and 
cotton tiles, by a vote of 29 to 23, were 
placed on the free list. 

The duty on white pine lumber was re- 
@uced from $2 to $1 per thousand by a 
vote of 32to31. The amendment on pine 
occasioned the greatest surprise and led 
to a general breaking up of party lines 
on both sides of the chamber. During 
the early stages of the debate the duty 
on lumber, including pine, was placed at 
$2 after a protracted contest. 

Mr. Teller returned tu the contest and 
moved to place white pine lumber on the 
free list. The amendment was defeated 
by the close vote of 32 to 33, four Repub- 
licans, Baker, Carter, Hansbrough and 
Quay, joining with the Democrats, Popu- 
lists and Silver Republicans in the af- 
firmative, while three Democrats, Bacon, 
MecEnery and Martin voted with the Re- 
publicans in the negative. 


Following up this close vote, Mr. Man- | 
tle, Silver Republican, moved to reduce | 
the rate on white pine from $2 to $1, and | 


it carried by a majority of l. Two Re- 
publicans, Baker and Carter, voted with 
the Democrats in the affirmative, and 
three Democrats, Bacon, McEnery and 
Martin with the Republicans in the nega- 
tive. 

The bill is now completed, with the ex- 
ception of the reciprocity section and 
some comparatively minor paragraphs. 

Much progress was made in clearing 
up detached paragraphs heretofore 
passed over. Only three of these, coal 
tar, potash and tea, remain, so that 
these items, the reciprocity section, and 
the brief internal revenue and admin- 
istrative provisions are all that remain 
of the bill to be disposed of before the 
final vote is taken 

Mr. Spooner of Wisconsin gave notice 
of a comprehensive amendment provid- 
ing for the assignment of three general 
appraisers to make an investigation of 
all questions relating to the tariff; the 
condition of industries which are affected 
by the tariff; the condition of industries 
abroad which compete with American 
industries; the differences in labor cost 
here and abroad; also to make an analy- 
sis of the schedules of this tariff bill with 
a@ view to correcting any inequalities that 
may exist. The result of the inquiry 
is to be reported to the secretary of the 
treasury and to congress 

The house paragraph placing on the 
free list hides and skins not specifically 
provided for was restored. 

The paragraph relating to the personal 
effects of persons arriving in the United 
States was modified so that the effects 
taken abroad may be brought back 
without limit, while effects acquired 
abroad and admisible free are to be 
limited to $100, 

Mr. Vest criticised the paragraph, say- 
ing it was in the interest of American 
tallors, who wanted to charge exorbitant 
prices. He declared that the talk of 
millionaires going to Europe and spend- 
ing $75,000,000 annually was “all rot.” 

He hoped the time would never come 
when our people would shut themselves 
up and refuse to travel and to mingle 
freely w&h the people of the world. 

Mr. Sewail of New Jersey also criti- 
eised the $100 lim{tation, saying it would 
establish a system of espionage on every 
man and woman going to Europe. It 
Was too small a business for the Amert- 
can congress to be engaged in, de- 
clared Mr. Sewaill. 

Mr. Gallinger of New Hampshire sup- 
ported the amendment, saying there was 
no reason why a Vanderbilt or Gould 
should be allowed to bring from abroad 
personal effects worth thousands of 
dollars, while the humble citizen had to 
buy these goods with the duty added. 

After extended debate the modified 
provision was agreed to. 

A new paragraph was Inserted in the 
free list covering works of art, the pro- 
duction of American artists temporarily 
living abroad, and other works of artim- 
ported for presentation purposes, 


Rockefeller Held to His Offer. 

New York, July 2—It Ig officially 
stated that John D. Rockefeller will be 
held to his offer of $250,000 to the Ameri- 
can Baptist Home Mission society and 
the American Baptist Missionary union. 
His gift was contingent upon the rajs- 
ing of $236,000 by the two societies by 
July 1, and this has been secured.

The Wool Market. 

Boston, July 3.—The Boston Com- 
mercial Bulletin says of the wool mar- 
ket: The bottom of the wool market 
was reached in August, 1893, just before 
the Vermont election. At that time fine 
staple Wyoming wool was sold in the 
Boston market at 35 cents the scoured 
pound. This week fine Idaho staple has 
been sold in Boston on a basis of 43 
cents the scoured pound, an advance of 

8cents the scoured pound. This price 
and other prices that have risen to cor- 
respond, mark the highest level reached 
since July, 1893. There has been a good 
attendance and more speculation, es- 
pecially in French scoured wool, which 
has been moved freely between dealers. 
Supplies of this are much reduced. Aus- 
tralian wool has also advanced 3 or 4 
cents the scoured pound, and recent 
speculativ e purchases in this market al- 
ready show a profit. Growers in Mon- 
tana are getting 12 cents a pound for 
wool. A year ago they were shipping 
wool on consignment with no advance, 
but of cost of freight.

WOLLASTON DEATH TRAP. 


Railroad Commissioners and Officials 
Visit Wollaston and Give Hearing. 


Tove Railroad Commissioners visited 
Wollaston at the request of Mr. Charles R. 
Sherman on Friday forenoon, coming out 
oo the 930 train from Boston. Genera} 
Superiotendent Allen, who was to have 
come with them on that train, missed it 
and came out on an extra. Superintendent 
French was also in the party. The visit of 
the commissioners, who were headed by 
the chairman, the Hon. John E. Sanford, 
practically took the form of a hearing for 
the purpose of gaining information rela- 
tive to the better protection of the public 
from trains rushing from beneath the 
Beale street bridge. Owing to its proxim- 
ity to the Wollaston station this structure, 
or rather the miniature tunnel which it 
forms, has been for years a menace to the 
people who cross the tracks, 

The only deduction which could be 
formed from the testimony offered* was 
that the tracks at this point were used to 
such an extent by people other than those 
who do so for the purpose of boarding a 
train that the place was practically a grade 
crossing. 

The problem presented was ‘* How shall 
the danger be eliminated ?"’ 

It was proposed by some that a fence be 
built between the two tracks, thus com- 
pelling everybody to go over the Beale 
street bridge. This was deemed impracti- 
cable as it would be a grevious injustice to 
compel the residents of the Plains to 
climb up the hill and over the bridge every 
time they wished to take an inward train. 
it was suggested, however, tbat this 
difficulty could be overcome by extending 
Brook street beneath the tracks to Wood- 
bine street. 

Another plan proposed was that the 
railroad build a tunnel beneath the tracks, 
similar to the ones at Montello and Brock- 
ton. Those are made of white glazed brick 
and cost about $9,000 each. 

The most feasible change suggested was a 
very pertinentone. It was that the railroad 
instead of employing young boys hardly 
over sixteen years old as assistants to the 
station agent, put on an intelligent, able 
bodied man and let him devote the larger 
part of his time warning people who at- 
tempted to cross in front of moving trains, 

Among those who took ‘part in the dis- 
cussion besides Mr. Sherman were Com- 
missioner Knowlton, Mr. George F, Pink- 
ham, Mr. H. T. Whitman and Mr. W. H. 
Brasee. 


SECRETARY COLTON. 


His Resignation Accepted by tbe Y- 
M. CG. A. Directors. 


At a special meeting of the Board of 
Directors of the Young Men's Christian 
association held Tuesday evening, the 
resignation of O. C. Colton, the general 
secretary, was accepted. Secretary Colton 
sent in his resignation in May, stating that 
on account of poor health, which made it 
impossible for him to attend to the numer- 
ous duties of his office, he felt it was for 
the best interests of the association that he 
resign. The directors asked him to recon- 
sider and take a vacation until October 1, 
at half salary. Tuesday evening Mr. 
Colton stated that his resignation must 
stand, and acommittee was appointed to 
secure a successor.

Reciprocity and Retaliatory Clauses 
to Tariff Bill Passed by Senate, 


Mr. Teller Objects to Naming 
Time For Final Vote. 


Possibility That Final Action May Be Taken on 
the Measure Today. 


Washington, July 3.—The senate was 
occupied yesterday in a discussion of 
reciprocity and retaliation in connec- 
tion with the tariff bill. The debate 
was protracted and spirited. The two 
provisions were finally adopted. 

Mr. Allison endeavored to secure an 
agreement fixing a time for a final vote, 
but Mr. Teller of QGolorado objected, 
saying he would not consent to fixing a 
time for final action until all amend- 
ments to the bill had been presented to 
the senate. 

As Mr. Allison was not prepared to 
submit these amendments, he withdrew 
his request, and the time for the final 
vote was left open, although there is 
still hope that it will be reached today. 

The retaliatory clause provides that 
whenever eny country bestows an export 
bounty on any article, then upon the 
importation of such article into the 
United States, there shall be levied in 
addition to the duties provided by the

Kentucky opposing it, while Mr. Caffery 
of Louisiana supported it as a legitimate 
measure of self-preservation. Mr. Gray 
dwelt upon the effect of the clause in 
evading our treaty obligations with Ger- 
many and Austria. The clause was 
agreed to, 33-19, the two Democratic 
senators from Louisiana voting with the 
Republicans in the affirmative. 

The reciprocity clause empowers the 
president with the advice and consent 
of the senate to make reciprocity treaties 
giving 20 per cent reduction in duties 
on designated articles, or placing articles 
on the free list. The amendment brought 
out much opposition, Senators Mills, Pet- 
tus, Vest Teller and White arguing that 
it evaded the constitutional right of the 
house of representatives to participate 
in measures affecting revenue, while 
Senators Morgan, Gray and Chandler 
defended its legality and propriety. Late 
in the day the vote was taken and the 
reciprocity clause was agreed to, 30-15, 
two Democrats—Gray and Morgan— 
voting with the Republicans in the 
affirmative. 

Early in the day, Mr. Wellington (Rep.

In fact it was semi-offi- 
cially announced at the White House 
late yesterday afternoon that such a 
nessa would be sent to congress next 
week, but some of his most influential 
advisers on financial questions are Op- 
posed to a message as unpolitic at this 
time, owing to hostility to a commission 
on the part of congress, and the final 
determination, as stated, will not be 
reached yntil Mr. McKinley’s return 
from Canton. 

The executive committee of the In- 
dianapolis sound money convention have 
been actively advocating the commis- 
sion scheme ever since the advent of the 
present administration. It had also the 
sympathy of the president, who com- 
mitted himself to it in his inaugural. 
President McKinley, however, did not 
care to recommend it to congress while 
the tariff bill was pending, lest it might 
complicate and delay action upon that 
measure.

Lodge Draws Bond Tax Amendment. 

Washington, July 3.—Senator Lodge 
has prepared a draft of an amendment 
to the tariff bill providing for a stamp 
tax on stocks and bonds in accordance 
with the action of the Republican sena- 
tcrial caucus of Thursday night, and 
submitted it to the finance committee. 
As prepared, the amendment provides 
for a tax of 5 cents a share of $100, or 
fraction of the face value of capital stock 
or of bonds on their issuance, and of 2 
cents for each $100 or fraction on each 
transfer of stock or bonds. United 
States and state bonds are exempted, as 
are individual bonds to secure~ mort- 
gages, and also the stock and bonds of 
mutual benefit buildings associations. 
The amendment has been submitted to 
the Republican members of the judiciary 
committtee and approved by them as to 
furm.

Another Four-Mile Race Won by That | 
Invincible Thirty-Two Stroke. 


Columbia Second; Pennsylva- 
nia’s Boat Swamped. 


Time Was Slower Than That of Last Week. | 
Final Race a Fizzle. 


Poughkeepsie, N. Y., July 3.—Cornell 
last evening won her third victory in the | 
regatta that ended yesterday with the} 
four-mile eight-oared shell race between 
the Ithacans and Columbia and the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania. Cornell got} 
the lead in the race at the first half-mile 
and gradually increased it to over-nine 
lengths over Columbia at the finish. The | 
race was started against a head wind} 
and in water that was too rough for shell | 
racing. 

Pennsylvania's shell swamped before} 
the two-mile-and-a-quarter point had} 
been reached. The Quakers had led at | 
the start, but had been passed by Co-| 
lumbia just before the mile-and-a-half 
point’ When Pennsylvania's boat | 
swamped she was more than four! 
lengths behind Columbia, | 

Cornell offered to row the race over| 
again with PennsylVania today. This 
courteous proposition was declined on 
the ground that it was asking too much 
of an eight to row two races within 48 
hours. 

There was really no race to describe, 
at least not after the second mile. Dur- 


ing the first three-quarters of a mile 
the contest was rather pretty. Penn- 
sylvania took the first with a 
quick, jerky stroke, ia following 
and Cornell hanging to the rear. At 


the quarter of a mile Pennsylvania had 
a lead of one-half a length over Co- 
lumbia and Columbia one-half a length 
over Cornell. Pennsylvania was, how- 
ever, splashing badly, No. 7in particular 
hitting the water every time on his 
feather. At the half mile Pennsylvania 
was rowing 34 and Columbia 33, while 
Cornell with her 32 stroke was decreas- 
ing the lead. At the three-quarters of 
a mile, Pennsylvania had three-quarters 
of a length still over who had} 
pulled on beyond Columbia for about 
half a length. It was here that the 
trouble seemed to begin in the Penn- 
sylvania boat. 

Just prior to the starting of the race 
the steamer Tremper of the Albany and 
Newburg line came down the river as 
the boats were lined up, and although 
warned by the referee and the police | 
boats would not stop. The swells that 
she made were blown back by the south

It was here that Cornell's clever row- 
ing was in evidence, for while the beauti- 
ful form of that crew kept the oars from 
touching those swells during the feather, 
the Pennsylvania oars hit them with so 
much force as to part of them 
into the boat. By the time the crews 
had reached the mile and a quarter, the 
Pennsylvania boat was lumbering along 
filled almost to the gunwales, but the 
men continued bravely pulling, although 
falling far behind Columbia, who in row- 
ing inshore to avoid the swells, had lost | 
considerable distance to Cornell. From 
a mile and a half down the ludicrous | 
procession began. 

Cornell's boat went along against the 
head wind as if it had wings, while Co- 
lumbia’s crew pulled along violently, 
lesing nearly a length in every quarter 
ofamile. Pennsylvania splashed along 
slowly going to the rear until the two 
mile and a quarter point was reached 
when Coach Ward came around in the 
Ben Franklin and took them aboard. 

From that time on the race practically 
lost its interest to the thousands of peo- 
ple alongtheshore. Cornell's rythmical 
32 swing carried it along at an excellent 
pace, although the shell had taken in 
Some water, while Columbia rowed at | 
33, but with indomitable pluck struggled | 
along to catch her with a precision that 

was exasperating. The Cornellians 
drew away from the Columbia boat until 
ut the bridge there was at least 10 boat 
lengths between them. 

It was here that the Columbia crew 
made a desperate effort to spurt, but 
Cornell perceived it and without evident- 
ly increasing the stroke put a little more 
back and leg work in and catried their 
boat another length and a half ahead 
of the white and blue, crossing the line 
an easy winner.

Three Ex-Presidents Died on 
That Day. 


ANNIVERSARY OF TWO BATTLES. 


Our First Tariff Bill Was Fought That 
Day—The Massacre of Wyoming Valley. 
The Amnesty Proclamation of 1868. 
Treaties Signed.

—kS 4 Fourth of July en- 
ANY titled to the atten- 
tion of patriotic citizens. 

Other events of national importance are 
indissolubly connected with the day, so 
that, partly by intent and partly by pure 
accident, the Fourth of July, aside from 
its prestige as the nation's birthday, has 
become one of the most distinguished 
days in the chronology of our country. 

The first tariff bill that the United 
States ever had was signed by President 
George Washington on the Fourth of 
July, 1789. This measure, which was 
the first important legislation of the con- 
gress of the new nation, was regarded as 
eminently patriotic, and that consideration 
had much to do with the selection of the 
anniversary of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence as the day for its official pro- 
mulgation. 

At that time the national congress was 
sitting in session in New York city, and 
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Virginia, wember of the house of repre- 
sentatives, made the proposition to meet 
the pressing financial necessities of the 
country by a system of impost and ton- 
nage duties. The subject engaged the at- 
tention of the house until late into May, 
when the bill was passed that with slight 
amendments was subsequently concurred 
in by the senate and signed by the presi- 
dent. So our tariff system as well as our 
independence began on the Fourth of July. 

Mr. Madison the father of the measure, 
condensed into 22 lines, with eight or nine 
words each, the essential principles that 
governed impost and tonnage legislation 
for many yearsto come. Specific duties 
the rule, ad valorem duties the exception, 
revenue the object, moderate duties, the 
burden of taxation upon luxuries—these 
were the characteristics of the measure as 
proposed and as finally adopted. The ad 
valorem duties ran from 6 to 15 per cent, 
the latter figure being fixed for pleasure 
carriages. Specific duties were also very 
moderate. The law was limited to expire 
in June, 1796 

The Wyoming Massacres. 

Thomas Campbell has celebrated in 
“Gertrude of Wyoming” one of the most 
tragic and most pitiful events in our coun- 
try’s early history. The poem, as all 
know, is in Campbell's most charming 
style. The poet sings: 

Beneath thy skies 


ath the forest brown 
the dance renew, 
tains half way 


from some romantic 

The Wyoming valley on the Susque- 
hanna river was as beautiful a spot 100 
and more years ago as it is now. Posses- 
sion of the territory was in dispute be- 
tween Connecticut and Pennsylvania, and 
strife between contending claimants was 
frequent. The Tories were turned out, and 
then, under command of Colonel John 
Butler, they allied themselves to the neigh- 
boring Indians and returned with a force 
of 1,100 men, $00 of whom were savages. 
Colonel Zebulon Butler commanded the 
settlers, but he and his little army were 
enticed out of their fort on the plea of a 
parley and, having been led into ambus- 
cade, were slaughtered alinost to @& man. 
The fort was then attacked and forced to 
surrender, and many of its defenders were 
massacred. It is said that Queen Esther, 
a half breed Indian woman, tomahawked 
with her own hand 14 persons to satisfy 
her revenge for the killing of a favorite 
son. And when this dread Fourth of 
July ended it looked upon a devasted val- 
ley, ruined homes and mutilated corpses, 
while a little band of survivors—25 or 80 
men and 200 women—were driven out in- 
to the trackless wilderness to find a way 
as best they might to a friendly settle- 
ment, & long journey that was only ac- 
complished after much suffering. 

The Washington Monument. 

When the cornerstone of the Washing- 
ton monument at Washington was laid, 
July 4, 1848, there was a brilliant assem- 
blage. Among those in attendancé were 
a few men and women who had been con- 
temporaries of the Father of His Country. 
Upon the platform were seated side by 
side the widows of Alexander Hamilton 
and President Madison, both of whom had 
witnessed the birth of the republic. Presi- 
dent Polk and his cabinet were present, 
and Robert C. Winthrop delivered the ora- 
tion. 

The date, July 4, 1851, the seventy-fifth 
anniversary of the nation’s birthday, was 
stlected as the occasion for laying the cor- 
nerstone of the extension of the capitol at 
Washington. The celebration was a dis- 
tinguished affair. There werea gfand 
military and civic procession and impos- 
ing ceremonies. Fillmore was president, 
and Daniel Webster, then secretary of 
state, delivered the oration, which was one 
of his most dignified, eloguent and im- 
pressive public speeches. 

Memorable Battles. 


It was an anxious Fourth of July that 
dawned upon the country in 1861. Civil 
war had become a dread reality. Confed- 
erate troops had been assembling for 
weeks across the Potomac in Virginia. 
Apprehensions for the safety of Washing- 
ton were rife and Federal troops wers 
throwing up fortifications and pushing in- 
to the field. Almost daily reports were 
coming in of skirmishes and light engage- 
ments between the opposing forces. In 
this crisis the Fourth was celebrated with 
renewed fervor. Congress met in special 
session on that day, the only time in the 


history of the country that the day has 
been chosen for such a purpose. There 
was a dramatic force in the arrangement 
that was not without its effect in stimu- 
lating patriotism in the then tense condi- 
tion of the public mind. At once Presi- 
dent Lincoln sent in his message calling 
for 400,000 men and $400,000,000 and urg- 
ing prompt measures for the prosecution 
of the war. 

The month of July, 1863, opened with 
much of hope and anxiety throughout the 
country. All eyes north and south were 
turned toward Gettysburg and Vicksburg, 
and there was little thought anywhere 
save for the opposing armies that faced 
each other. For several weeks the inva- 
sion of Pennsylvania by the Confedarate 
army of the Potomac had been talked of. 
The state militia of Pennsylvania had 
been called, and President Lincoln had 
summoned troops from Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Maryland and West Virginia to re- 
pel the invasion. The Confederates had 
crossed the Potomac and several small en- 
gagements had already occurred. On the 
Ist of July the two great forces—the 
flower of the Confederate and the Union 
armies—met in what was to be one of the 
greatest battles of modern warfare. The 
world knows the sanguinary glory of 
Seminary Ridge, Rock Creek, Cemetery 
Ridge, Little Round Top and Oak Ridge, 
and the great deeds of Meade, Reynolds, 
Hancock, Sickles, Howard, Sedgwick, Lee, 
Longstreet, Hill, Early and others. For 
three days the country stood aghast and 
trembling, but when the Fourth dawned 
Lee was in full retreat back across the Po- 
tomac. 

Nor does Gettysburg stand alone in 
making July 4, 1863, eminent. Vicks- 
burg comes in for a share in the distine- 
tion. For many long weary months 
Grant by land and Porter by water had 
been besieging the strong city on the 
banks of the Mississippi. From the latter 
part of May the investment was complete. 
The doomed city was bombarded without 
intermission day and night, and it is esti- 
mated that 10,000 shells were thrown in- 
to its streets every day. Capitulation 
was only a question of days or at the most 
of weeks, and on the Fourth the wornout 
army of brave defenders surrendered, and 
the triumph of the Union forces was com» 
plete. General Halleck, in speaking of the 
tactics that secured this victory, declared 
that ‘‘no more brilliant exploit can be 
found in military history.'’’ Together, 
Vicksburg and Gettysburg have made the 
Fourth of July one of the most notable 
days in the military annals of this country. 

The Great Portland Fire. 

Portland, Me., has impressive if not 
agreeable reason to remember the Fourth 
of July. It was onthe evening of that 
day in 1866 that the city had a display of 
fireworks unequaled before or since. 
Nearly one-half of the city was destroyed 
by fire. A tract 1}; miles long by one- 
quarter af a mile wide was burned over. 
The city and county buildings, churches, 
banks, wholesale business blocks and pri- 
vate residences were destroyed. Over 50 
buildings were blown up to stop the prog- 
ress of the flames, which, however, were 
not under control until the afternoon of 
the next day. The loss was $10,000,000, 
and the insurance only half that amount. 
A quarter of the population of the city 
was made homeless. This was the most 
notable event ever recorded in the history 
of the state of Maine, and until the Chi- 
cago and Boston fires followed a few years 
later it stood as the most disastrous con- 
flagration ever known in this country. 

A National Convention. 

Only once has a national convention of 
& great political party been called to as- 
semble on the Fourth of July. That sin- 
gle exception was the Democratic conven- 
tion of 1868 at New York. The country 
was ina disturbed condition. The war had 
left its legacy of passion and of depression, 
that always Jollows civil discord. Presi- 
dent Johnson had become separated from 
the Republican party that had elected him 
as Abraham Lincoln's associate, and the 
reconstruction measures, the carpetbag 
governments of the south and the use of 
the United States military in the states 
lately in the rebellion were the burning 
questions of the hour. It was felt that 
the Democratic party bad now a fair 
chance to return to power, and the Fourth 
of July was selected asa fitting day for 
the convention to meet, in order to initiate 
the campaign with eclat. And on the 
same day a soldiers’ and sailors’ conven- 
tion was also held in 
dorsed the Democratic nominees in ad- 
vance. The Democratic convention sat for 
several days and on the twenty-first ballot 
nominated Horatio Seymour for president. 
George H. Pendleton, Andrew Johnson, 
General W. S. Hancock, Sanford E. 
Church and Thomas A. Hendricks were 
prominent candidates, and it is almost 
forgotten political history that Chief Jus- 
tice Salmon P. Chase—although a Repub- 
lican—was seriously considered in connec- 
tion with the nomination. But when elec- 
tion day came Grant defeated Seymour. 

The Amnesty Proclamation. 

July 4, “1868, was even more distin- 
guished by the,famous amnesty proclama- 
tion issued by President Johnson to those 
who had been on the Confederate side dur- 
ing the war. Devoid of its preamble and 
whereases this is the historical document: 
‘*Now, therefore, be it known that I, An- 
drew Johnson, president of the United 
States, do by virtue of the constitution and 
in the name of the people of the United 
States herehy proclaim and declare un- 
conditional and without reserve to all and 
to every person who directly or indirectly 
participated in the late insurrection or re- 
bellion, excepting such person or persons 
asmay be under presentment or indict- 
mentin any court of the United States 
having competent jurisdiction upon a 
charge of treason or other felony, a full 
pardon and amnesty for all offense or 
treason against the United States or of ad- 
hering to their enemies during the late 
ciivl war, with restoration of all rights of 
property except as to slaves and except 
nlso as to any property of which any per- 
son may have been legally divested under 
the laws of the United States.’’ 

Deaths of Ex-Presidents. 


Three ex-presidents of the United 
States have died on the Fourth of July. 
Two were signers of the great document 
that is commemorated on that day and 
both died on its semiannual anniversary. 
Thomas Jefferson, who drafted the Decla- 
ration of Independence, died at Monticello, 
Va., in 1826, at the age of 83. He had 
lived to see the republic firmly established 
among the nations of the world and him- 
self abundantly honored by his country- 
men. On the same day in Quincy, Mass., 
John Adams, who had been Jefferson’s 
associate in the stormy days of the repub- 
lic, passed away at the age of 91. One of 
the last acts of his life was to send from 
his sick bed to the Fourth of July cele- 
bration of the town of Quincy this toast: 
“T give you independence forever.’’ His 
last words were ‘Jefferson still lives,’”’ 
but Jefferson had already by a few hours 
preceded Adams to the land of the here- 
after. 

Five years later, in 1831, James Mon- 
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roe died in New York city on the Fourth 
of July. He was buried in the marble 
cemetery on Second street, east of the 
Bowery, but in 1858 his remains were re- 
moved to his native state, Virginia. 

Chief Justice Marshall, who did more 
perhaps than any other person of his time 
to give permanence and explanation and 
judicial determination to the constitution, 
lay on his deathbed on July 4, 18385. He 
had served as chief justice for 85 years. 
Those about him thought he would expire 
on that day, but he lingered until July 6. 

President Zachary Taylor was smitten 
with mortal disease on July 4, 1850. He 
attended the cornerstone ceremonies of the 
Washington monument and was overcome 
by the heat. Returning to the White 
House, he ate with imprudence and that 
night took to his bed, which he never left. 
A few days later he passed away. 


Famous Treaties Signed. 


Several of the treaties that the United 
States bas inade with foreign nations have 
been in some way associated with the 
Fourth of July. In 1827 the first com- 
mercial treaty with Sweden and Norway 
was concluded and signed on that day. 
So, too, the claims-treaty with France was 
concluded July 4, 1831, but was not pro- 
claimed until July of the next year. Jack- 
son was president then, and William C. 
Rives for minister of France negotiated 
the treaty. France agreed to pay 25,000,- 
000 francs in claims to citizens of this 
country, but to this day, although 64 
years have gone by, the United States has 
not yet paid over to all the claimants the 
money received from France. The treaty 
of peace with Mexico was concluded in 
February, 1848, ratified by the contracting 
powers in May and proclaimed by the 
president July 4. Another treaty with 
Mexicoin relation to claims under the 
treaty of 1848 that our southern neighbor 
had never settled was concluded July 4, 
1868, by William H. Seward, secretary of 
state, and Minister Romero of Mexico. 

Two famous treaties with Great Britain 
come in this category. The first was the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty negotiated by Sec- 
retary of State John M. Clayton and Sir 
Henry Lytton Bulwer. This treaty, relat- 
ing to a canal across Nicaragua and 
recognizing the paramount authority of 
the United States on this continent, was 
ratified at Washington, July 4, 1850, and 
proclaimed on the following day. ‘The 
treaty providing for a tribunal and arbi- 
tration over the Alabama claims was suc- 
cessfully arranged by Hamilton Fish, 
Robert C. Schenck, Samuel Nelson, Eben- 
ezer R. Hoar, George H. Williams, the 
Marquis of Ripon, Stafford W. Northcote, 
Edward Thornton, John A. McDonald and 
Montague Bernard. It was concluded in 
May, 1871, ratified in June and officially 
proclaimed July 4 of the same year. 

A commercial treaty with Honduras 
and a treaty with Peru were also signed 
on the Fourth of July, the one in 1864, 
during Lincoln’s first administration, and 
the other in 1857, in the administration of 
President Buchanan. Several other trea- 
tles have escaped by only a few hours the 
distinction of having been signed on the 
nation’s holiday, most notable of which is 
the Cushing treaty with China, signed 
late in the day of July 38, in 1844, during 
the Tyler administration. Other treaties 
signed on July 3 were those with Great 
Britain in 1815, Austria in 1856, Morocco 
(n 1880 and Zanzibar in 1586. -

actor—the matador—comes forward. His 
skill is expected to kill the bull at one 
thrust of his sword, but he didn’t do it in 
this instance. He must face the bull, 
sword in hand, and await the latter’s at- 
tack, 
wish to attack ; he has had enough of it, 
but he must be. made to, so he is worried 
until he does, 
matador the latter awaited a favorable 
opportunity for his act. He is not allowed 
to strike the bull while at rest nor in apy 
other way but the proper way ; and this is 
as the bull comes on with lowered head 
and closed eyes he receives the sword in 
the shoulders to the hilt so as to pierce his 
heart. In this particular instance it did 
not, but the point protruded five or six 
inches from the animal’s belly. As soon 
as it was possible to do so, after the lapse 
of some minutes, during which the bull 
was running around the ring, the sword 
was grasped from the side and wrenched 
out; and the operation repeated, 

The second attempt was successful and 
the point reached the heart, for it was not 
long before the bull, death sick, walked 
over towards the fence and laid down. 
The stroke of the matador was the signal 
for wild yells of applause, and a shower of 
hats, cigars and canes was thrown into the 
ring, women waved their handkerchiefs 
and the matador bowed his acknowledge- 
ments, The cachetero now came forward 
and with his short dagger slashed the 
finishing stroke between the bull’s horns, 
and the signal sounded for the removal of 
the carcass, The band then played, the 
gates were opened and three gaudily 
decked white mules abreast were driven in, 
arope thrown about the bull’s horns and 
the carcass removed, 

This closed the first act, or the killing of 
the first bull, and as there were six to

We informed our 
readers last week how the forenoon was 
spent, but the afternoon was almost of an 
opposite character. 

There was to be a bull fight—one of the 
greatest attractions in that city for its 
inhabitants—and the most of our party, 
ladies and gentlemen, decided to improve 
the opportunity; the only one that they 
bad bad, or ever expect, of witnessing 
a genuine one; and we went with them. 

The arena is in shape very much like the 
cyclorama buildings in America, only 
much larger, and without aroof. Inside 
isa great amphitheatre seating thousands 
of people, the seats rising higher as they 
go backward. Encircling the arena, which 
is about 200 feet in diameter, is a fence 
about five feet high, with a foot rail about 
eighteen inches from the ground, on the 
inside, on which the performers step and 
leap over the fence when too closely par- 
sued by the bull, landing in an open space 
between the audience and thering. The 
opeving of the performance is very brilliant 
and exciting. The audiences are nearly 
always large, numbering today perhaps 
5000 people, and still the seats are not half 
filled. Women are there as well as chil- 
dren. We are told that the really better 
attend, but there is 
fashion and the mask of femininity if not 
the gentler feelings ascribed to the sex. 
Gay colors abound, and the band is playing 
a lively air. 

The price of admission is from twenty- 
five cents upon the ‘“ bleachers,’’ up 
through successive grades, to $1.50 on the 
shady side, or for $2 a seat in a box. 
There was a grand rush for tickets and 
many boxes were open for the sale of them, 

A president or grand master of cere- 
monies takes a position at the top of the 
rows of seats, and below him near the 
ring are judges who determine if every- 
thing is in accordance with established 
rules, A band enlivens the time in wait- 
ing and during intervals when fresh bulls 
are being brought in. A bugler makes 
known the commands of the president 
that new stages of the perfomance are to 
be entered upon. 

When all is ready a gaily comparisoned 
horseman dashes in, gallops to the presi- 
dent’s box and the key to the door leading 
to the bull pens is thrown tohim. He 
catches it and retires. Another flourish of 
trumpets and amid the shouts of the 
spectators the entire company of perform- 
ers enter the ring, clad in gayest, gaudiest 
costumes, in all colors, with gold embroi- 
deries. They include the matador, who is 
the star actor, the capeadores and ban- 
derillos on foot and the picadors on horse- 
back. They proceed to the president’s 
box, salute him, and the ‘‘ sport ” begins, 
The door to the pens is opened and in 
rushes a bull. The animal as he entered 
looked frightened. After advancing a few 
steps he stood still, and had apparently, no 
desire to attack any body oranything. It 
was only by wicked attacks on the animal 
that he showed any ugliness. 

The bull hardly gets into the ring 
before a steel barb is thrust into his 
shoulders with ribbons attached showing 
the breeder’s colors. The red cloak of the 
capeador is flaunted toward him and the 
bull finally starts for him. The man waits 
until the animal is almost upen him, then 
deftly steps to one side and the bull 
dashes past him, Advantage may always 
be taken of the fact that in charging, a 
bull lowers his head and shuts his eyes, 

The trumpet sounds again and the pic- 
adores,j or men armed with long lances 
enter on horseback. The horses are driven 
to such places as shal! attract the bull’s at- 
tention, and the poor beasts being blind- 
folded go willingly enough to their death. 
The bull charges and gores them at will, 
the rider meantime further exciting the bull 
by prodding him in the neck with’ the 
lance. This is the most horrid and dis- 
gusting part of the whole affair. The horse 
is frequently killed at the first attack, but 
sometimes will withstand a second or even 
a third charge. 

The bulls are fine animals and said to 
cost a large sum, but the horses are poor 
old plugs, fattened and given life for this 
occasion only. If they were young aud 
not blinded they would have a chance to 
avoid the danger ; but unconscious of their 
fate, with blinded eyes they are held in 
position with bridle and spur to receive 
the onslaught of the maddened bull, while 
the rabble howls with delight. Think of 
women looking on these sights and ap- 
plauding,gand holding little children up. 
The poor old horse is disemboweled and 
soon, if not killed by the bull, is lead out 
of the ring and a fresh one brought in, 

As soon as the bull was drawn away new 
torture awaited him. The banderilio now 
had his part to perform. The bull was 
in the ring wondering who he would charge 
next, when the banderillo approached him 
holding two banderillas, one in each hand. 
The banderilla is a dart about two and one- 
half feet long, covered its entire length 
with colored paper ribbons, and having a 
barbed point, so that when stuck into the 
animal it will cling to him, causing him 
sharp pain as hernushes about. The ban- 
derillo approached the bull warily, shaking 
these at him, and when the bull charged 
him he leaped aside, at the same time 
thrusting the two darts into the animal’s 
shoulder as it rushed past. The enraged 
bull bellowed with pain and rushed after 
the first man or red cloak or horse he could 
find, and made things lively. The ban- 
derillo repeated his tricks till there were 
eight of these darts sticking porcupine-like 
from the animal’s shoulders. When this 
branch of sport had continued long enough 
that fact was announced by a trumpet 
blast from the official stand, and now the 
last act was prepared for.

SHE MAY SUCCEED TO ESTATES VAL- 
UED AT $250,000 A YEAR. 


Direct Descendant of the Earl 
of Perth and Duke of Melfort—A Stir- 
ring Romance of the Scottish and the 


French Peerage. 


While the Hon. Mary Harriet Geral- 
dine Drummond of Brooklyn is look- 
ing for a position her great-grand- 
father, George Drummond, earl of 
Perth and Melfort and duke of Mel- 
fort in France, is said to be looking for 
her. She is ready to be found by the 
earl’s attorneys and expects eventually 
to come into possession of his great 
estate. 

May, as she calls herself, is 18 years 
old and worked until recently as a wait- 
ress in an ice cream parlor in Brooklyn. 


She is striving to make her own living | 


and said recently that she would not 
cease looking for another situation be- 
cause of the news that her great-grand- 
father had begun a search for her. She 
said she was the only direct descendant 
of the Scottish earl, whose income 
amounts to $250,000 a year. 

The romance that finds its climax in 
the straitened circumstances of an 
apparent heir to an estate worth mil- 
lions of dollars has been told hereto- 
fore, but it will be news to most Amer- 
icans, as it was to Miss Drummond, 
that her great-grandfather, now 90 
years old, is seeking information about 
her, probably with a view to the dispo- 
sition of his estate. There are other 
claimants to the property, but it seems 
likely that the title will disappear upon 


| the death of the present earl, as it has 


done before during the seven centuries 
since it was created. 
George Drummond is the sixth earl 


of Perth and the fourteenth duke of 
Melfort. He was born in London, May 
6, 1807. His lordship, in 1841, estab- 


lished before the conseil d’etat of France 
and the tribunal de la Seine his descent 
from the earls and dukes of Perth and 
Melfort and his right of succession to 
the French honors of Duke of Melfort 
and Perth. The earldom of Perth was 
revived in 1853 by the special command 
and recommendation of Queen Vic- 
toria, through an act of parliament 
unanimously passed by both houses. 

George Henry Charles Francis Mal- 
colm, Viscount Forth, the only son of 
the Earl of Perth, died eight years later, 
leaving one son, George Essex Montifex, 
Lord Drummond. It was he who while 
yet a boy married his grandmother’s 
maid, a number of years his senior, 
came to this country and preferred men- 
ial employment and poor surroundings 
to deserting his wife for the old earl’s 
favor. Lord Drummond died in New 
York city in 1887 and was buried in 
Trinity churchyard, the expense of the 
funeral being defrayed by several of the 
Scottish residents of that city. He left 
one child, a daughter, who for a num- 
ber of years past has supported herself 
by her labor. 

Miss Drummond remarked recently 
that she was making no plans on what 
she would do in case she inherited the 
vast estates of her great-grandfather. 

“He knows where I am,’’ she said, 


*fand will have no difficulty in reach- | 


ing me. Meanwhile I am not mak- 
ing any plans. I never have seen my 
great-grandfather and never have been 
I have seen pictures 
of his estate, and they show that it is 
very beautiful. But I am most inter- 
ested just now in earning my living.”’ 

Miss Drummond is a bright girl, 
rather good looking, and keen to keep in 
touch with the affairs of the aged Earl 
of Perth. She lives with her mother, 
Mrs. Henry Masters, in Prospect avenue, 
Brooklyn. Their home is neatly far- 
nished, but Mrs. Masters, with a 4-year- 
old daughter to care for, shares Miss 
Drummond's anxiety that she may ob- 
tain a position. The heiress of the Earl 
of Perth, after a partial education in 
the Booklyn grammar and high schools, 
decided to be a trained nurse, but she 
found this work too trying for one of 
her age. —New York Herald. 


A Hospital For Sickly Plants. 

An English horticulturist recently 
hit upon an idea for a hospital where 
valuable plants of all kinds can be oper- 
ated on and saved from death. The hos- 
pital will be built on the plan of an or- 
dinary hospital for human beings, with 
separate wards for plants suffering from 
infectious diseases, dissecting rooms 
and outdoor departments. Many valua- 
ble plants suffer from peculiar diseases 
for which no remedy has been found. 
Orchids are subject to a disease not un- 
like consumption, which has hitherto 
defied the efforts of expert plant doo- 
tors. A strange withering malady is 
prevalent also among: some classes of

Used by Smugglers. 

Considerable smuggling has been car- 
ried on between England and the conti- 
nent of Europe by means of the bicycle. 
An English custom house officer, in 
talking of the matter recently, said:

At the 
same time we had no idea of the num- 
ber of people who would attempt this 
form of sharp practice. You see, the 
rates for carrying cycles are now so low

voted on. One by Mr. Mantle of Mon- 
tana reducing the internal revenue tax 
on distilled spirits to 70 cents per gallon 
was defeated 23-41. An amendment by 
Mr. Mills of Texas, proposing a tax of 
5 per cent om manufactured products, 
the proceeds to go toward reducing the 
bonded debt, was rejected, 19-38. 

Also an amendment by Mr. Mfiils 
granting 20 per cent reduction in duties 
to those countries admitting gold and 
silver to their mints at the ratio of 16 
tol, yeas, 26; nays, 31. On this vote, 
one Republican, Mr. Carter, voted with 
the Democrats, Populists and Silver Re- 
fublicans in the affirmative, and two 
Democrats, Caffery and Gray, voted with 
the Republicans in the negative. 


SUCAR BOUNTY. 


Caucus of Republican Senators to Decide on 
Its Reintroduction. 

Washington, July 6.—A caucus of Re- 
publican senators has been called for 
today to consider the advisability of re- 
introducing the beet sugar bounty 
amendment. 

The decision to call the caucus was the 
result of a series of conferences which 
consumed the greater part of yesterday, 
but which developed such a divergence of 
views as to make it quite evident that 
only in a party conference could the 
bounty question be settled in a way to 
bind all. 

At one time it appeared that the 
finance committee would reintroduce the 
beet sugar amendment fn response to the 
representations of the advocates of a 
bounty. The senators holding the view 
that this was the proper course to pur- 
sue, based their arguments upon the 
ground that the last Republican sena- 
torial caucus had decided in favor of 
such a bounty. This brought out the 
fact that there had been comparatively 
few senators at the caucus when the vote 
was taken, and that some of the ab- 
sentees would not agree to be bound by 
its decision. 

The committee decided on account of 
this conflict to resubmit the matter toa 
caucus. 

It appears probable that the caucus 
will rescind the order of the previous 
session directing the committee to re- 
port a sugar amendment, but the sugar 
bounty advocates hope that at the same 
time the Republican senators will be in- 
structed to vote for the amendment as 
offered by Senator Allen. They thus 
hope to put the party in the senate on 
record as for the amendment, while they 
avoid the responsibility for the delay 
which they admit the amendment will 
occasion. 

The Democratic leaders still announce 
themselves as unalterably opposed to 
the bountv_nrovision. 

Venerable Priest Dead. 

Woburn, Mass., July 6.—Rev. Father 
Quealey, for nearly 34 years pastor of 
€t. Charles Barromeo church of this city, 
died at his home last night at the age of 
77 years. He celebrated his golden jubi- 
lee as @ priest on Jan. 21, 1896, and the 
event Was a notable one, nearly 3000 citi- 
zens of Woburn attending a reception 
tendered to him in the skating rink. 
Father Quealey was born in Waterford, 
Ire., in 1820.

CROP CONDITIONs. 


Improvement Noted All Through New England, 
Except In Maine. 

Boston, July 6.—Reports from all the 
New England states, except Maine, show 
improved crop conditions with the com- 
ing of warmer weather, more sunshine 
and enough rain for surface needs. In 
Maine the season continues backward 
The temperature during the past week 
has averaged seasonable, the week clos- 
ing with a warm spell. 

A general rain storm occurred on June 
80, and heavy local storms visited south 
ern sections on the 2nd, accompanied by 
hail. In Worcester county, Mass., it 
Was destructive to the crops and was re- 
ported to have been the worst for years. 

Maine, 

Frequent showers, cool and cloudy 
weather during the past week have 
caused crops to make slow growth. In 
eastern sections a t!arge amount of 
plowed land remains unseeded. Grass 
has improved somewhat on winter killed 
fhelds, owing to continued wet weather, 
and this promises to be the hest crop. 
Early planted potatoes have rotted badly, 
which will tend to reduce the crop ma- 
terially. 

New Hampshire, 

The week in New Hampshire was 
about all that could be desired for the 
growth and progress of all crops. Corn 
is looking much better, but is still about 
two weeks later than last year. Hay- 
ing was continued under generally favor- 
able conditions, although there are 
doubts expressed of as heavy a crop 
as was at first expected. Apples are 
falling badly and the later kinds will 
not be nearly atullcrop. Potatoes are 
doing fairly well. A large crop if all 
berries. 

Vermont. 

Warm weather the past week made It 
the best thus far of the season, accord- 
ing to all reports. All vegetation im- 
proved rapidly, and the weather was 
especially favorable for grass and corn. 
The former is not quite as heavy as was 
anticipated, but it will nevertheless be 
a good crop. Oats look well on dry 
ground, and potatoes are growing fairly 
well, Fruit prospects are not of the 
best; apples dropping badly. 


Massachusetts. 


week has been favorable. Haying and 
hoeing are being pushed, with a fine 
&rass crop secured. All crops have 
improved perceptibly, corn mostly so. 
Earliest potatoes are now showing full 
bloom. Peas and other vegetables are 
plentiful in the market. The fruit crop 
‘s regarded as generally good. Apples 
and plumbs are dropping considerably, 
but probably not too much so for benefit. 
In the cranberry district this crop is 
showing a fairly large percentage of 
loom, and although fire worms are at 
werk no great damage is mentioned, 


Khode Island. 

Local showers have kept the groundin 
go0d condition The grass crop is very 
good. Cornis slightly backward. Po- 
tatoes are looking well with no signs of 
blight up to date. 

Connecticut, 

The weather has been favorable for 
growth of all kinds. Corn is doing well, 
except on heavy lands. Considerable 
hay was caught by rain on two days. 
Tobacco is all set, with a good stand, 
but is uneven. Peaches have a largs 
show of fruit, but not so of apples. Po- 
tatoes are in fine condition.

Thousands Arrive Safely at the Golden Gate, 
San Francisco Decorated. 

San Francisco, July 6.—The broad area 
of this city is a sea of color, the decora-

Has Diseovered Many Valuable Mines 
California and Elsewhere. 

Mrs. A. K. Rikert, the woman miner 
of Tuolumne, according to the San 
Francisco Chronicle, has for 14 years 
been steadily prospecting and develop- 
ing different properties in California, 
and in that time she has discovered 
some valuuble ones, from one of which 
nearly $2,000,000 has been taken. Mrs. 
Rikert recently told the strange story of 
how she happened to go into mining for 
the first time. 

‘‘lam the daughter of a cotton planter 
near Vicksburg who owned slaves. 
As Annie Kline I will be recalled for 
the part I took in the war, as will my 
sister, for we were both imprisoned. I 
think sometimes when I am worth $2,- 
000,000 or $3,000,000, I may write a 
book and tell all about this. 

‘*Fourteen years ago I came to the 
new mining camp of Calico and soon 
learned to find mines by the outcrop- 
pings and to make tests of the ledges 
which I had found. 

“It was while prospecting that I 
found the famous Alhambra mine, 
which was bought by the late W. W. 
Stow and became a part of the great 
Silver Odessa. 

‘‘Among the mines was the enormous 
borax mine bought by William Alvord 
and Jerome Lincoln and managed by 
William T. Coleman. Its output since 
it came into the hands of Alvord and 
Lincoln has been increased year by year, 
until now the works erected on it are 
the largest of any either in Europe or 
America. 

‘‘At the time of the rush to the gold 
fields of Alamo I and my daughter were 
among the first to go there. We were 
two years there and did pretty well.”’

Cheap living and good living are what 


the four students of the Y. M. C. A. 
training school in Springfield, Mass., 
who recently boarded themselves for 
eight weeks, with the aid of one of Ed- 
ward Atkinson’s Aladdin ovens, have 
had. An average cost per meal for each 
person of 6 cents, an average week’s 
board of $1.26, did not preclude their 
having wholesome and appetizing fare. 

How they lived can be judged by the 
bills of fare. For breakfast they usually 
had milk, cocoa, bread and butter and 
some cereal. Roasts, stews, soups, baked 
beans or eggs constituted the chief arti- 
cles for dinner, and the cooking began 
directly after breakfast. Dessert consist- 
ed of some kind of pudding, with dates 
and figs. For supper, bread and butter, 
cake and some fruit sauce, with lemon- 
ade, made up the bill of fare. 

From April 22 to June 18 an account 
of everything purchased was kept in 
itemized form. This demonstrated that 
the total expense during that period 
was only $38.60.—New York Herald.

Montclair Wants Trains. 


There was a hearing before the Railroad 
Commissioners on Tuesday on petition of 
residents of Montclair, a portion of Quincy, 
on the Old Colony R. R., to have trains 
stop at that station. 

C, C, Barton appeared for the towns- 
people, and said that the railroad had 
agreed to run trains stopping at Montclair 
if a station was furnished. This was done 
without expense to the road in the spring 
of 1892, and up to last summer trains 
stopped at the station on flag. 

Then the station was dropped from the 
railroad’s schedule, and the railroad re- 
fused longer to recognize it as a station, 

E, G. Allen appeared for the railroad 
and said that the station only accommo- 
dated a very few people who could just as 
easily take train at Atlantic and Norfolk 
Downs stations. He considered the sta- 
tion unnecessary and stated that it had 
been forced upon the railroad.

PITCHERS GET IN GREAT WORK. 


New Phase Pat on the Championship Race. 
Narrowing Down to Four Clubs—Austra- 
lians Royally Entertained, but They Can- 


not Play Ball. 


Record breaking has been a rather fre- 


quent occurrence in the National league 


recently. There were three such events 


within one week. 


days. Then they beat the Baltimores on 
the latter’s groundstwice in @ieday. Fi- 
nally the Bostons made their victorious run 
of successive yictories 17, 
feats created considerable comment wher- 
ever baseball is talked about. 

The failure of the Cleveland team to get 
arun against the Giants in 18 successive 
innings is something which I believe has 
not occurred to any other club in the Na- 
tional league for years. Rusie shut out 
the Chicagos in 1895 twice in one series, 
but a game intervened between the two 
runless games. ‘lo Meekin and young 
Seymour belongs the credit of the double 
whitewash of Tebeau’s men. The latter 
pitcher, by the way, is attracting a great 
deal of attention and seems to be the com- 
ing left hander. Anson has so tabbed 
him, and when Anson grants supreme 
praise to any player not on his own staff 
his wordsare based upon a veteran’s strong 
convictions. Seymour is not 20 years old, 
but is 6 feet tall and has muscles of fron 
knit. His former weakness was lack of 
control and what is called an inclination 
to go ‘‘up in the air.’’ Good coaching has 
rid him of both faults to a large degree, 
and be is improving rapidly in both re- 
spects. His speed is something marvelous. 
On this point all batsmen who face him 
agree. 

The double defeat of the Baltimores by 
the New Yorks at Baltimore on June 21 
aroused enthusiasts in all parts of the 
country and at once put an extra phase to 
the championship race. Here is a team 
which is all but invincible on its own 
grounds, which had won 33 games and lost 
but 10 during the season, succumbing 
twice in one afternoon to a visiting rival 
in the presence of 6,000 supporters. It 
was something which had not happened to 
the Baltimores since the city has hada 
championship team. 

To the great pitching of Rusle and 
Meekin was due much of the honor thus 
won by the New York team. ‘The grand 
work of these two men in the latter part 
of 1894 has not been forgotten, but was 
brought forward and talked over by reason 
of the Baltimore double achievement, It 
served notice on the public that, barring 
accident, these two potable pitchers are 
going to duplicate their deeds of three 
seasons ago. Then they had practically 
no assistance, and they pulled their team 
up from ninth position on June 20 to seo- 
ond place when the race ended. This time 
the team is in fourth place, and they have 
the ald of Seymour, Sullivan and Clarke. 

Such are the circumstances which put a 
new phase to the championship race with- 
in one week's time and set critics, as well 
as close students of ‘‘form,’’ to asking the 
question, Why are not the New Yorks a 
dangerous factor to other aspirants for 
pennant honors? ‘The playing of the 
Giants improved so materially with the 
improved work of the pitchers that the 
query Was but natural. Whatever supe- 
riority the New Yorks may have lies in

their pitching department, and, after all, 
that is the surest element of strength in 


the game. Any club whose pitchers can, 
day after day, hold opponents down to from 
two to flve runs needs not much of a bat- 
ting team to manufacture the other part 
of the victory. But the New Yorks this 
year are very strong as batsmen. If Rusie, 
Meekin and Seymour continue in their 
June form, and no serious accident hap- 
pens tothe restof the nine, the New Yorks 
may be safely set down as one of the teams 
which will be contending for pennant 
honors when the home stretch is reached 
in September. 

The Bostons’ feat of winning 17 suc- 
cessive games I believe is the National 
league record in that respect. It certainly 
is the record for the last seven years. The 
Philadelphias under Harry Wright's man- 
agement boasted of ‘16 straight,’’ but that 
honor was taken from them by the Bos- 
tons at Brooklyn on June 21, when by the 
Baltimore's déuble defeat on the same 
day Selee’s men took first place for a day, 
only to lose it 24 hours later. 

The situation when the two leaders met 
in Boston for their first series, June 24, 
25 and 26, has seldom been duplicated in 
a baseball championship. With the two 
leaders as nearly a tie as was possible, 
those three games took on an interest 
which isalmost unprecedented. There was 
scarcely a hamlet or village in the Union 
where some interested persons did not anx- 
iously await news from each of those 
games. It was atime when ball players’ 
nerves were put to the full test, when 
courage and faith were half the battle. 
And the end is not yet. True, this series 
gave oneclubaslight advantage, but when 
the long season ahead is considered it be- 
comes plain that only the skirmishing has 
been done. The real fighting is to come. 
It may result like some horse races, where 
the two favorites kill themselves off by 
running a destroying neck and neck race 
in front and then let a second or third 
choice come upand win atthe end. It 
begins to look like a narrowing down to 
four clubs, with but small chances for the 
Cincinnatis on account of their long series 
of games on the road at the close. 

The visiting Australian ball players are 
not making a professional impression on 
this continent, but they certainly have no 
reason to complain of American hospital- 
ity. Although they have made a woeful 
failure in their exhibition of playing, they

DANCER IN THE DELAY. 


Salisbury Speaks of Turko-Greek Peace Nego- 
tlatlons and Sultan’s Proclamation. 

London, July 7.—In the holse of lords 
the Marquis of Salisbury, replying to 
Lord Connemara, said the delay in the 
gettlement of the peace terms between 
Turkey and Greece was entirely the 
fault of the former. There was nodeley 
so far as the powers were concerned, 
but Turkey had carried deliberation and 
circumspection to such an excess that 
the delay was not without danger. 
Though the danger was not immediate 
they were at present no nearer to a s0- 
lution of the question than before. 

Haying referred to the situation in 
1878, pointing out that then a Russian 
army was at the gates of Constantinople, 
the Marquis of Salisbury remarked that, 
as proportioned to the circumstances, 
the year 1897 became analogous with the 
year 1878, so his hopes of a satisfactory 
result increase. 

The Marquis of Salisbury further re- 
marked: 

“If Prince Bismarck were presiding at 
the conference, as he did in 1878, the re- 
sult would be different. A powerful 
Russian army was then within a stone’s 
throw of Constantinople, and any sug- 
gestion from Prince Bismarck that a 
failure of the conference would result in 
the movement of that army undoubtedly 
produced that effect on Turkish delibera- 
tions, which is the desideratum now.” 


ELKS’ CRAND LODCE. 


Annual Session Now Being Held at Minneap- 
olis---Reports of Officers. 
Minneapolis, July 7.—The grand lodge 
of the Benevolent and Protective Order 
of Elks met here yesterday in the Met- 
ropolitan theatre. After a few words 
of introduction by Grand Esteemed 
Leading Knight Charles M. Foote of 
this city, Hon. Frank M. Nye, also of 
Minneapolis, made an address of wel- 
come in behalf of Governor Clough, who 
is absent at the Gettysburg dedication.

AGREEMENT REACHED. 


Final Vote on Tariff Bill Will Be 
Taken In Senate Today. 


Closing Speeches Are Limited 
to Five Minutes. 


i 


Amendments Are All In---Allison Says White 
Pine Duty Will Not Be Changed.; 


Washington, July 7.—The end of the 
tariff debate is at last in sight, which 
will give a long suffering country much 
relief. A few minutes before adjourn- 
ment last evening Mr. Allison asked 
unanimous consent that a vote on the bill 
be taken before adjournment today. 
Before publicly making this request Mr. 
Allison had privately consulted with 
the leaders on his own side of the cham- 
ber and those on the Democratic side. 
He had found no objection. The Repub- 
licans were only too anxious to have the 
bill disposed of, and the Democrats have 
all along said they would permit the bill 
to be brought to a vote whenever the 
Republicans said they were willing. 

Having found the track clear, Mr. Alli- 
son officially announced the proposition. 
There was a nervous silence following 
his request, and senators glanced 
around the chamber apprehensively, 
afraid at the last moment that some 
man who had not been consulted would 
prove fractious and object. 

Before the vice president could put 
the request, Mr. Pettigrew got up. There 
was a feeling of alarm. Pettigrew wag 
evidently going to object, every one 
thought, and a single objection would 
prevent an agreement being reached. 
Put Mr. Pettigrew was not In a fight- 
ing mood. He simply wanted to know 
if the duty of $1 a thousand feet on 
white pine lumber would be permitted 
to stand or whether an attempt would 
be made to restore the duty to $2, the 
rate originally agreed upon by the 
finance committee. 

Mr. Allison told him that the commit- 
tee would make no attempt to change 
the rate agreed upon by the senate. Mr. 


Pettigrew expressed himself as satis- 
fied, and then without more ado the 
agreement to vote today was made 


binding on both sides. 

A vote may be reached as early as 4 
o'clock this afternoon, but it probably 
will be taken an hour or two later. Un- 
Ger the terms of the agreement com- 
mencing at 1 o'clock only five-minute 
speeches are to be permitted, and then 
when these are exhausted the voting 
commences, the agreement being that a 
vote must be taken before adjournment, 
which is an indefinite hour. But both 
sides being anxious to reach a yote there 
will be no attempt made to staveit off. 

Immediately after the senate has 
voted upon the bill It will go over to the 
house, that is to say, it will reach the 
house tomorrow. The house expected 
that it might have to deal with the bill 
today, and for that reason it adjourned 
on Monday until Wednesday instead of 


customary Thursday. Today it will 
recess so that the when the bill 1s re- 
turned to the senate “with sundry 


amendments,” no time will be lost In re- 
ferring it to the ways and means commit- 
tee. 

The Wool Market. 

Boston, July 7.—-The wool market here 
has shown considerable strength during 
the last week in all departments, al- 
though the greater demand has been for 
foreign wools. The sales of territory 
wools have been brisk, but dealers are 
not anxious to sell at the prices asked by 
buyers. In fleece wools there is little 
doing, and little to do with. The cost 
of new wools is considerable above the 
present market here, and prices are 
largely nominal in the absence of busi- 
ness. Sales of Ohio No. 1 washed fleeces 
bave been made this week at 23 and 24 
cents for clothing and combing, while a 
small lot of X and above Ohio sold at 20 
cents. The demand for Australian wool 
continues good at full prices. 


Balloonist and Assistant Crushed. 

Eureka, Cal., July 7.—George Weston, 
the aeronaut, and his assistant, H. 8. 
Colton of Aberdeen Wash., were fear- 
fully cruched while the former was at- 
tempting an assension and parachute 
jump. When the balloon was inflated 
and the restraining ropes cast off it 
shot up 60 feet with Colton tangled in 
the ropes. He was dropped to the earth 
and sustained fractures and brulses from 
which he will die. Weston clung to the 
parachute and a strong wind carried 
him with terrific foree through the tops 
of some trees, and he tuo dropped to the 
earth, crushed and mangled in a horrible 
manner. 


Bonfire Touched OF Ahead of Time, 

Manchester-by-the-Sea, Mass., July 7, 
—Late Sunday night a large pile of tar 
barrels and wood which had been ac- 
cumulated for a bonfire on the night 
of the 5th was touched off by some un- 
known parties and burnt up, much to 
the disgust of the citizens of the town. 
Yesterday, Randolph Tucker, son of 
William A. Tucker, and Reginald Board- 
man, son of T. Dennie Boardman, were 
arrested on a charge of malicious mis- 
chief, and accused of taking part in 
the affair. They were bailed out in 
the-sum of $200 each, and will appear in 
the police court at Gloucester today.

PASSED BY TEN VOTES 


Senate Debate on Tariff Bill Lasted 
Six Weeks and One Day, 


Several Important Changes In 
House Measure. 


Conferees Appointed---Over Eight Hundred 
Amendments te Be Considered. 


Washington, July 8.—By a vote of 38 
to 28, the senate at five minuets to 5 
yesterday afternoon passed the tariff 
ill. It was a very humdrum proceed- 
iag, and there were none of the usual 
exciting or interesting scenes which gen- 
erally attend the culmination of im- 
portant party legislation. It was such 
a@ foregone conclusion that the bill woyld 
be passed by a substantial majority that 
the final soene was robbed of any interest 
Which might have attached to it thad 
the issue been in doubt, or had the mi- 
nority resisted the passage of the bill 
With all the force and energy which 
frequently characterizes legislation in 
the upper house of congress. 

But from the very outset of the debate 
it had been conceded that the Republi- 
cans had a majority sufficiently large 
to pass any bill which might be accept- 
able to their own party, and the Demo- 
crats had announced that they would 
not necessar‘y delay the bill or strive to 
pievent its passage. They were will- 
ing that the measure of the majority 
should become a law, and that they 
should be eld responsible for its good or 
evil results 

The main interest centered in the final 
vole, and aside from this there was little 
Of @ dramatic character in the debate. 
The early part of the day was spent on 
Amendments of comparatively minor im- 
portance, the debate branching into 
financial and anti-trust channels. By 
4 o'clock the senators began manifesting 
their impatience by calls for ‘vote, vote,” 
and svoon thereafter the last amendment 
Was disposcd of and the final vote began. 
There were many interruptions as paira 
Weie arranged, and then at 4:55 o'clock 
the vice president arose and announced 
the passage of the bill, yeas 38, nays 28. 
There was no demonstration, but a few 
fcattered hand claps were given as the 
crowds dispersed.

An analysis of the final vote shows that 
the affirmative vote was cast by 35 Re- 
publicans, two Silver Republicans, 
Jones of Nevada and Mantle, and one 
Democrat, MeEnery. Total, 3& 

The negative vote was cast by 25 Dem- 
ocrats, two Populists, Harris of Kan- 
sas and Turner, and one Silver Republi- 
can, Cannon. Total, 28. 

Eight Republicans were paired for the 
bill and elght Democrats against it, 
The senators present and not voting 
were: Populists, five, viz.: Allen, But- 
ler, Heitfeid, Kyle and Stewart; Silver 
Republicans two, vigz.: Teller and Petti- 
grew. 

Following the passing of the bill a reso- 
lution was agreed to asking the house 
for a conference, and Senators Allison, 
Aldrich, Platt of Connecticut, Burrows, 
Jones of Nevada, Vest, Jones of Ar- 
kansas and White were named as cen- 
ferees on the part of the senate. 

The tariff debate began on May 25, on 
which day Mr. Aldrich, on behalf of the 
finance committee, made the opening 
statement on the bill. The actual con- 
sideration of the bill began the next day, 
May 26, when schedule A, relating to 
chemicals, was taken up. The debate 
has been continuous since then, cover- 
ing six weeks and one day. It has been 
notable in some respects, although it 
has lacked many of the dramatic and 
oratorical features marking past de- 
bates. 

From the outset the advocates of the 
bill refrained from set speeches, and the 
Gistussion was narrowed to a consider- 
ation of rates and schedules, rather than 
general principles. Mr. Aldrich’s sick- 
ness took him from the chamber after 
the first day, and since then the bill has 
been in immediate charge of Mr. Allison. 

The opposition has been directed in 
the main by Mr. Jones of Arkansas and 
Mr. Vest of Missouri, while Senators 
White, Caffery, Gray and Allen have 
frequently figured in the debate. 

The bill ag it goes back to the house re- 
enacts the anti-trust sections of the 
Wilson act, while the reciprocity and 
retaliatory provisions are substitutes for 
those of the house. One of the most im- 
portant new provisions added by the 
senate is that placing a stamp tax on 
bonds, debentures and certificates of 
atock. 

Aside from these more important 
ehanges the bill as it goes back to the 
house has 874 amendments of various 
Gegrees of impo ce, which must be 
reconciled between the two branches of 
congress.

Washington, July 9.—The state depart- 
ment officials, after weeks of hard work, 
have completed the preparations of our 
case in the prosecution of the Ruiz claim, 
and after receiving the approval of the 
president it will be turne¢ over to Minis- 
ter Woodford for presentation to the 
Madrid foreign office. In the prepara- 
tion of this case, Mr. Calhoun, the United 
States special commissioner, has con- 
tributed the principal part, but the law 
officers of the state department have 
done much to present the facts collected 
by him in the strongest light and estab- 
{ish a good basis for the claim of in- 
slemnity, originally fixed at $150,000, 
which is to be urged against the Spanish 
poevernment. 


Hurrying to Become Citizens, 

Philadelphia, July 9.—The alien tax 
law signed by Governor HastingS two 
weeks ago has resulted in an unusual 
rumber of applications by foreigners for 
first papers. Over 1800 first papers have 
been issued. The law requires that em- 
ployers pay a tax of 3cents each working 
day for each unnaturalized forélgner 
employed. Employers generally have 
fletermined to compensate themselves 
for this outlay by deducting the amount 
na om the foreigners’ wages. To this 
fact is attributed the hurry to become 
citizens. The exaction of the per diem 
tax is required until the final papers are 
taken out.

Kingston, N. Y., July 9.—Benson 
‘\verett, only son of Assemblyman 
James H. Everett, andastudent of Yale, 
class ’99, and James Treadwell, son of 
Joseph H. Treadwell, partner with Cap- 
tain Everett in the wholesale flour and 
feed business here, were drowned in the 
Esopus creek near the Ulster and Dela- 
ware railway bridge at this city while 
bathing last evening.

MINERS ARE ELATED, 


Strikers Rapidly Gaining Strength In 
the Pittsburg District, 


Price of Coal Raised Forty 
Cents a Ton. 


Baltimore and Ohio Men Forfeit $8000 Under 
lronclad Contract. 


Pittsburg, July 9.—The close of the 
third day of the miners’ strike finds the 
diggers gaining strength rapidly in the 
Pittsburg district, elating the officlals 
and men correspondingly. 

The net result of the struggle up to 
date, as gleaned from unbiased, as well 
as from partisan, sources, is about as 
follows: 

Nineteen thousand men idle, an almost 
total suspension of work in the mines 
along the Monongahela river, suspen- 
sion practically total whole of Wheeling 
divisions of the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad, only about 60 men working 
there; all the railroad mines, with the 
exception of the M. A. Hanna & Co. 
mines, along the Pan Handle, the New 
York and Cleveland Gas Coal company 
and a few individual mines, which can 
have but little effect on the situation, 

The Hanna mines have about one- 
third of their usual number of men at 
work, and this slight increase over Wed- 
nesday appears to be the only advan- 
tage the operators have gained. 

The coming out of the men along the 
Baltimore and Ohio Is a decided victory 
for the miners, because these men were 
working under an iron-clad agreement, 
and by their loyalty to their brethren 
‘forfeit $8000 in wages which the com- 
pany holds out. 

The situation as to the supply of coal 
cannot be called serious as yet, because 
there are from 12,000,000 to 15,000,000 
bushels of the black diamonds in stock 
at the various pools along the river 
which can be placed tn this city at short 
notice, and if need be a portion of it 
could be shipped to the lakes, 

Up to the present time no sign of un- 
lawfulness has developed among the 
strikers and no evidence whatever that 
there will be. Today promises to be a 
day of decided action on the part of the 
miners. It is reported that a meeting 
has been scheduled between President 
Ratchford of the Mine Workers’ asso- 
clation and President Gompers of the 
Federation of Labor fn this clty, and 
the miners’ officials announce that a 
systematic movement will be started to 
bring out the diggers now at work for 
the New York and Cleveland Gas Coal 
company. The meeting between Ratch- 
ford and Gompers will be important, as 
plans for carrying on the strike are to 
be discussed. It is claimed that one of 
the principal topics will be a scheme to 
raise funds from which it Is proposed to 
pay all the miners that are now working 
full time in order to induce them to make 
the tleup complete. It 1s said that 
Prasident Gompers will offer to raise a 
fund of $60,000 per week to assist the 
strikers in their struggles. 

The miner’ officials are likely to meet 
with a serious stumbling block in thc’r 
efforts to induce the miners of the N#&- 
York and Cléveland Gas Coal compa. / 
to join In the movement, notwithstand- 
ing their confident assertion that these 
men will be out before Sunday night 
next. A visit to the mines yesterday 
disclosed the fact that a large number of 
the men are opposed to striking at this 
time, because of their contract agree- 
ment. The officials of the company say 
the men hav» given positive assurances 
that they w'll remain loyal, and are in 
fnowise alar-ied over the claim of the 
miners’ leaders that they will have the 
men out before the week closes. 


Groom Commits Suicide. 

Springfield, Mass., July 9.—Joseph Be- 
dour, aged 27, committed suicide by 
shooting yesterday. He was employed 
by Remi Gauvin as a driver, and was 
married to Emma La Valley of Agawam 
last Saturday. He has a father 4 
stepmother living in North Wiliiston 
Vt. Despondency caused by sickness led 
Bedour to take his life. 


Husband and Wife Found Dead. 

Lawrence, Mass., July 9.—John Logan 
and wife were found dead In bed at their 
home, 883 Elm street, this city, last even- 
ing, at 7:30 o’clock. The bodies were 
most horribly decomposed, and evidence 
of prussic acid polsoning was apparent. 
Logan and his wife were working people, 
and have lived together for many years.

The proposition is to erect a fence on the 
line of the railroad location on the south 
side, enclosing the location on that side, 
and to place steps at the north end of the 
bridge down to the platform of the station. 
If this does not accomplish the purpose 
intended, the railroad management will 
remove the fence and take such other 
steps as this Board may recommend,

ADVICE TO STUDENTS. 


Prof. Shaler Advises a Visit to the 


Quincy Quarries. 


Prof, Shaler, in addressing the members 

of the summer sehool last night in Seayer 
hall, Boston, was in his happiest mood, 
and those who heard him carried away 
} suggestions full of value for their forth 
coming studies, He spoke without special 
preparation, yet managed to talk for three. 
quarters of an hour out of the fulness of 
his knowledge. His remarks, delivered in 
aconversational way, were intended to 
help the students to make the most of their 
opportunities during the period of their 
attendance at the summer school. 

Beginning with first principles, he laid 
emphasis on the extent to which, even in 
the animal world, intelligence had been 
developed by the constant adaptation of 
mind to the opportunities afforded by 
environment, and went on to show how 
much of success or failure in human life 
depended upon the wise use npon a bigher 
plane of the same process of adaptation. 
Then the professor gave some concrete 
examples, He urged upon his hearers the 
advantage which would comeio them from 
a study of the institution of learning where 
they were gathered. He reminded them 
that Harvard University was a type of New 
Eogland life, and represented more of the 
Paritan inheritance than any other of our 
institutions. Next, they could study with 
no less profit the town of Cambridge, with 
ils perfect governing system. The Salem 
and Plymouth settlements ought also to 
be studied, with Providence as well—all 
characteristic New England towns, 

Turning to the study of nature, the 

speaker pointed to the interesting objects 
which were offered by the splendid shore 
line within easy reach of the students. 
He mentioned the Ipswich couutry, with 
its lenticular hills or drumlins, and the 
}country about Essex, where the phe- 
nomenon of marching sand dunes could be 
seen, and Cape Ann, with its rocky coast, 
its splendid quarries, its dykes and glacial 
moraines. The old ports, such as Salem, 
all due to changes wrought during the 
glacial! period, should also, he said, be 
| visited, as well as the best managed 
| quarries of the world at Quincy,

AN INDIAN LEGEND. 


In the county of Berkshire, state of 
Massachusetts, the lofty Monument 
mountain rears its gray form. If there 
is anything sublime attached to a 
mount, a rare beauty will be admitted 
to linger around this wild and tower- 
fg line of rocks. Its bold and frown- 
ing front extends about one mile, ami 
60 roughly is it flung together by na- 
ture and standing at the same time 
so perpendicular that a tremulous chill 
hurries over the body as the awestrack 
beholder gazes up at it. A few knotty, 
dwarfish pines are to be seen peering 
obliquely from the marrow crevices, 
looking green even among rocks, like 
hope flourishing on the borders of de- 
spair. 

The red bolt from the thundercloud, 
the winds and the power of centuries 
have torn way many fragments of 
stone from on high and sent them smok- 
ing to the base, where already a long 
pyramidal line is strung along, quite a 
mountain in itself. The rear of this 
place falls off with a gentle slope, which 
is overshadowed by tall and regal look- 
ing trees, whose giant roots have never 
been broken. It presents a fearful yet 
magnificent appearance. There is no 
village near to wake the solemnity of 
its solitude, and silence is as profound 
at the sun's meridian as at the hush of 
midnight. It always seemed to me this 
spot was a favorite with the sun, for the 
first rosy flush of morning appeared un- 
easy until drinking the dew from the 
trees upon its brow, and his last rays 
lingered there at evening, even after a 
partial twilight began to fling a dusky 
shade over the vast valley below. But 
this may be imagination. 

I must just mention a circumstance 
in relation to this mountain which 
gave to it the appellation which it has 
received. 

Once this backward slope was stud- 
ded with the wigwams of the Indians, 
called the Stockbridge tribe, and tradi- 
tion has handed down many an ambig- 
nous and chilling tale in regard to 
them. It was an established law among 
them that when an Indian committed a 
deed the penalty of which was death 
he should plunge himself, or, refusing 
to do this, be plunged by some one of 
his tribe, over this frightful precipice. 
Many had been dashed to the rocky 
vale below, and so high was the spot 
from where the victims were cast off 
that it was generally supposed that the 
rapid descent through the air deprived 
them of breath, and few if any had ev- 
er been conscious of anything when 
they had reached the earth. 

A beautiful squaw transgressed by 
marrying into another tribe, and the 
penalty for such an offense was and ey- 
er had been death. She was well aware 
what her fate would be previous to her 
sealing it, but it did not restrain her, 
She disobeyed, and nothing could atone 
but the full extent of the law. Although 
she had courage sufficient to face death 
in marrying, she did not feel willing to 
sacrifice herself according to the man- 
date, and it therefore devolved upon 
some one to precipitate her over the 
cloud capped mountain. All her limbs 
being bound except her hands, she was 
borne to the verge and launched away 
with all the stoicism for which the In- 
dians are famous. But here a thing oo- 
curred which had never been known 
before. In her downward flight she 
came in contact with the long branch of 
a pine which swupg out many feet 
from the rocks, and, grasping it with 
the olutch of death, succeeded in break- 
ing the force she bad attained, and re- 
mained holding fast, suspended between 
the top and base of the mountain. 

There she hung at the meroy of a 
slender branch, without even a hope of 
rescue. The space between her and the 
rocks was too much to think of touch- 
ing them, and her strength, even in the 
cause of life, was not sufficient to draw 
ber up tothe limb. She cast her eyes 
up, but nothing was there but her re- 
lentless euemies, whose diminished and 
dusky forms were arranged along the 
edge of the mount. 

They mocked her in the situation in 
which she was placed, and the aisles of 
the forest reverberated to their hideous 
and unearthly yells. Below all was in 
miniature—the rocks were dwindled to 
a level with the surrounding vale, the 
trees had shrunk away to bushes, an old 
chief, who was sitting on a rock string- 
ing his bow, was but a speck, and the 
outline of his form could scarcely be 
traced. 

It was morn when her sentence was 
executed, and tradition says that when 
the shadows of evening began to gather 
round she still was there, and her shrill 
ory was heard disturbing the quietness 
of the hour. Night came and passed 
away, and still she was swinging on 
this sloping pine, and the noise which 
she uttered told that hunger was doing 
his work upon her. Late in the morn- 
ing soine of the Indians, going over to 
the verge of the precipice and bending 
over, saw a few crows circling round 
the unfortunate victim’s head, as if im- 
patient for her wasting body, which 
they evinced by diving and darting at 
ber form and then, rising suddenly in 
the air with outstretched wings, as if 
some motion of life had deterred them 
from their purpose. Often did they reat 
their weary wings upon the very tree 


by which she was supported, and the 
long day passed with some one of these 
sable creatures watching the moment 
when the grasp should fail and her 
body fall below. 

It was on the night of the second day 
that a scene took place which has never 
been forgetten. The sun fell away at 
eve with a peculiar splendor, turning 
every object in the valley to a golden 
light and causing the Housatonic, in 
its serpentine course, to gleam up and 
spangle like liquid fire. Many was the 
hunter who lay watching the beauty of 
the beams which were flung around 
him, and when the last gorgeous streak 
had faded o@er Monument mountain the 
broad heaveus were clear and blue, ex- 
cept the crimson folds which floated in 
grandeur along the west. Yet the squaw 
still hung by the branch of the pine, 
and her ories alternately rose through 
the deep stillness that reigned around. 

But goon a leaden haze began to rise 
along the azure wall of the west and 
was shortly succeeded by dark, dismal 
looking clouds, around whose edge the 
lightning played, as if to light them on 
in their sad and gloomy pathway. The 
thunder muttered faintly, then sent its 
roll up to the meridian, and finally, 
with increased power, cracked and shook 
through the very heavens. The shriek 
of the squaw was heard in the profound 
pause after the roar had died away, but 
its echoes stirred not the sympathies of 
any one of the tribe. Higher and high- 
er rose the storm. The lightning crinkled 
over the sky more vividly, and the re- 
port followed so soon and heavy that 
the gray old trees of the mount trem- 
bled as the peals burst through the up- 
per world. 

Night had set in with all its black- 
ness, when a party of the tribe proceed- 
ed to behold the situation of the squaw. 
Soon after their arrival a flame of fire 
suddenly lit up the woods. The pine was 
struck by a thunderbolt, settin, ¢ on 
fire, which, being parted from th. cleft 
of the rock, spun round and round so 
swiftly that naught could be traced of the 
tree itself or the squaw whom they sup- 
posed to be attached toit. Upward it 
hurried into the air, burning and whiz- 
zing in its course, the torrents of rain 
not even dimming its glare. Tradition 
says it whirled with such velocity that 
it did not seem to the eye toturn at all. 
Away it went, and it is said the Indi- 
ans gazed at it until it seemed no big- 
ger than a star, when finally it was lost 
in the blackness of the sky. The base 
of the mount was immediately exam- 
ined, but nothing was to be seen either 
of the pine or the squaw, when it was 
finally concluded in council that it was 
the work of the Great Spirit. The Indi- 
ans, therefore, raised a monument by 
rolling stones together, which stands to 
this day, and from which the mountal 
takes its name.

connected with Monument mountain. —

Drew on Sight, 

Commercial law terms are not entire- 
ly safe at all times. John E. Watrous, 
deputy United States marshal for the 
southern district of Kansas, sends in 
this story:

How a Great Canvas Was Moved, 

The moving of a painting from a 
pavilion of the city of Paris in the 
Champs Elysees to the Auteuil gallery 
offered a very difficult problem to the 
Faris city authorities. The painting, by 
M. Roll, representing the celebration 
of July 14, is 82 feet long by 28 feet 
high and with the massive frame 
weighs over 2,200 pounds. It was im- 
possible to move the printing in the 
ordinary way, by taking the canvas off 
the frame and rolling it, for the paint- 
ing, being varnished, it would probably 
have cracked in several places. It was 
therefore decided to move the canvas 
and frame as a whole. After much de- 
liberation a special chariot was con- 
structed over two of the floats which 
were used in the Mardi Gras procession, 
The city engineer, with eight laborers, 
proceeded to the pavilion and the paint- 
ing was carried by eight men, eight 
others bracing the upper part of the pic- 
ture to keep it in an upright position 
until tt was deposited in the chariot, It 
was finally got out without accident 
and slid upon greased planks upon the 
chariot. Arrived at the Gallerie d’Au- 
teuil, the picture was similarly carried 
to its new quarters. The painting is 
one of the largest in existence and was 
painted by order of the French goyern- 
ment in 1880 to perpetuate the memory 
of the first national holiday of the third 
republic. —Paris Letter, ~

Ho Was First Elected to Congress In 1849 
Twenty Years a Senator.

Washington, July 9.—Senator Isham 
Green Harris of Tennessee, who woul¢ 
have been 80 years old on Feb. 10, next 
died yesterday afternoon at his residence 
here, all attempts to revive his strength 
sufficiently to get him away having 
failed. His stomach had given away 
and he lived all day on a hypodermts 
injection in the leg of some 60-year-ol¢ 
whiskey sent him by an admirer. 

The senate adjourned today out o! 
respect to his memory, with real regret 
for, in spite of his peculiarities of man 
ner, which made him one of the mos 
picturesque public characters, he wa 
generally liked by all the older senators 
who were his warm personal friends. 

Probably no man in public life hae 
been identified with more of the histor, 
of thils country than had Senator Harris 
He had almost completed his 79th year 
having been born in February, 1818, an¢ 
first became a member of congress {3 
1849. His congressional career thus be- 
gan earlier than that of any member 01 
either house, ante-dating Senators Mor.

‘@ renomination, He then moved te 
Memphis, where he had since resided 
Here he was engaged in the practice o} 
jaw until 1857, with the interruption 
necessary to allow him to become a presl- 
dential elector in 1856. He was three 
times in succession before the war be- 
ginning in 1857, elected governor of his 
state, and was serving in that capacity 
when the war broke out. He took a 
pronounced stand for the Southern Con- 
federacy, and was known as one of the 
Southern war governors. The vicissi- 
tudes of confilct rendered a frequent 
change of residence necessary, and he 
Was often with the army in the field 
He attached himself at different times 
to the staffs of General Albert Sidney 
Johnston, Joseph E. Johnston, Beaure- 
guard and Bragg. Albert Sidney Johns- 
ton fell from his horse into Senator 
Harris’ arms when he received his death 
wound. After Lee’s surrender Mr 
Harris was one of a small party of po- 
litical refugees who escaped to Mexico, 

Parson Brownlow, who had becoms 
the military governor of Tennessee, of: 
fered a large reward in a characteri- 
cally worded poster for the capture of hit 
predecessor, but the latter remained 
absent from the country until his re. 
turn was safe. He remained in Mexice 
for several months, going thence to Eng- 
land, where he remained until 1867, when 
he returned to Memphis and resumed 
his practice of the law. Mr. Harris was 
allowed to follow the pursuits of the 
private citizens until 1877, when he was 
elected to the United States senate, de- 
feating Hon. L. L. Hawkins, Republican, 
He had remained a member of the sen- 
ate ever since, and would have com- 
pleted his 20th consecutive year fn thet 
body on the 4th of next March if he had 
lived to that date. He had been four 
times elected to the senate, the last time 
in 1895. 

Senator Harris had received almost 
all the honors that the senate could be- 
stow. He was the president pro tempore 
during the Fifty-third congress, a lead- 
ing member of the committees of finance 
and rules, and also of the Democratic 
‘advisory or steering committee. 

He had long been awarded by common 
consent the front place on both sides ot 
the chamber in parliamentary ques- 
tions, and in recent years he had been 
more frequently heard in expounding 
these questions than in the elucidation 
of other subjects. He was possessed of 
& very positive manner, and never failed 
to throw into his statements concerning 
parliamentary practice the fullest forca 
of which he was capable. His language 
on these and other occasions was gener- 
ally so uncompromising that he Was re- 
garded by those who knew him not as 
a man of little feeling. That, however, 
Was not true, and that the country was

Senator Harris has not been especially 
active in the senate since the passage of 
the Wilson-Gorman tariff act in 1894.

CLUB CRUISE. 


The Quincy Yachts to Start Next 


Saturday for the North Shore. 


The itinerary of the Quincy Yacht 
Club’s annual cruise furnishes interesting 
reading for the captains of the fleet. Com- 
modore Sanborn and Fleet Captain Saville 
are making preparations which cannot but 
help make the cruise a success, 

The yachts of the fleet will rendezvous 
off the club house on Saturday, July 17. 
The captains will report at club house at 
1.30 Pr. a. On signa! from the flagship the 
yachts will pass in review on the starboard 
tack, Vice-Commodore leading, and pro- 
ceed to Winthrop, where they will come to 
anchor near the flagship. No time will be 
taken on this run. 

On Sunday, the 18, the fleet on signal 
will goto Marblehead. The time of each 
yacht will be taken as she passes the flag- 
ship. The first yacht to reach the harbor 
of Marblehead, will anchor and take the 
time of all yachts as they arrive. 

On Monday, the 19th, the fleet will go to 
Manchester to witness the first race of the 
Manchester Yacht Club series. 

On Tuesday, the 20th, the fleet will go to 
Gloucester. This will beatimerun. The 
time of each yacht being taken as she 
passes the flagship, and the first yacht to 
arrive off Fiye Pound Island, Gloucester 
harbor, will “Anchor and take the time of 
all yachts as they come in. 

Farther movements of the fleet will be 
determined at a meeting of Captains on 
board flagship. 

For the time runs the yachts will be 
divided into two classes. Those over 23 
feet water line in one class, and those 23 
feet water line or under in the other. Any 
sails may be carried. Each yacht must 
tow its tender. A pennant will be given in 
each class to the boat making the best 
actual time. 


The party on board of the flag-ship, the 
large schooner yacht Bonita, will be 
composed of Commodore Sanborn, Fleet 
Captain Saville, Secretary Whiting, Mr. 
Fred. B. Rice, Ex-Commodore Pettengill, 
Mr. George W. Jones, Mr. Arthur T. 
Reed, Mr. Edwin W. Newcomb, Mr. 
Dunbar, Dr. N. S. Hunting and Mr. 
Gordon M. Keating. The squadron will 
probably return on Wednesday afternoon. 


The Chestnut Street Drain. 


Inquiry at the office of the Commissioner 
of Public Works disclosed the fact that 
Mr. Hardwick obtained permission from 
Commissioner Knowlton to open up the 
street in front of his house for a blind 
drain from his cesspool. It was repre- 
sented to the official that from the nature 
of the grounds of Mr. Hardwick, it would 
be useless to construct the drain upon his 
estate.

The agent of the Board of Health was 
of the opinion that the drain would be 
operative for ten or fifteen years and that 
it would cause no nuisance. Being

Direct trade with Europe is what the 
south has always needed for &¢ devel- 
opment of its business. It would be 
best, of course, if this increase were in 
imports as well as exports, but then the 
export trade is likely to bring a recipro- 
cal business from Europe in time. 

General I. W. Avery, who has given 
the subject of direct trade much study 
and consideration, is particularly strack 
with the favorable showing of these fig- 
ures and says: 

**We see that of the 126 United States 
ports the 29 southern seaports, 22.3 per 
cent of the number, did 71.4 per cent 
of the whole increase, while the rest, 
77.7 of the whole number, only did 28.6 
per cent of the increase. 

“Of the southern ports Galveston 
leads with $21,307,697 increase; Balti- 
more, $19,962,997; New Orleans, $17,- 
821,043; Norfolk, $11,199,463; New- 
port News, $5,454,853, and Pensacola, 
$4,059, 639. 

‘“‘Compare the percentage of the 
southern individual port increase with 
the great eastern and other ports, and 
the contrast is the more striking. 

“Norfolk’s increase, 200 per 
New York’s increase, 10.5 per 
Pensacola’s increase, 105 per cent; 
Philadelphia’s increase, 17.5 per cent; 
Galveston’s increase, 66 per cent; Bos- 
ton’s increase, 6.3 per cent. 

‘*These official figures are amazing 
when we consider that there were no 
regular southern lines of steamers for 
foreign trade but from New, Orleans, 
Norfolk and Baltimore. Only tramp 
ships ran irregularity to other southern 
ports. ” 

It is probable that all this export 
trade which has latterly been handled 
by the southern ports has been perma- 
nently secured by them and will not be 
lost, but we should not be satisfied with 
this business and should make every 
effort to develop and increase our for- 
eign trade. All the conditions are fa- 
vorable for it.—New Orleans Times- 
Democrat. 


Railroad Building In Mexico, 

Francisco Armendaiz, a millionaire 
mining man of Monterey, was in the 
City of Mexico recently concluding ar- 
rangements for building a railroad from 
Monterey to Matamoras, on the Ria 
Grande border, opposite Brownsville, 
Tex. The federal government will give 
the road a subsidy of $8,000 a kilome- 
ter, and the state of Tamaulipas will 
give the road $120,000. It will be an 
important military line and will give 
the government easy access to that part 
of the Rio Grande border. 

An American company proposes to 
build a railroad from some point in 
Texas to connect with the Mexican road 
at Brownsville. The building of these 
lines will shorten the distance be- 
tween the eastern and central parts of 
the United States and Monterey and 
the interior of Mexico by 200 miles.

My reign ended after six months. When 
the first steamer passed the islands, I 
had become tired of royal life and ac- 
tually disgusted with the smallness of 
my kingdom. I kicked over the throne, 
threw away my scepter and swam off to 
the ship. My guard of honor witnessed 
the last act of my reign and summoned 
the former king from his banana patch.”’ 

After several months Curtis reached 
Hongkong, where he was made skipper 
of the Enurydice.—St. Louis Globe-

DIED TO SAVE A DOG. 


Rescued His Pet, but Was Himself Struck 
by the Engine. 

As the engineer of the Erie express, 
New York bound, approached the River- 
side bridge, near Paterson, N. J., re- 
cently he saw a young man, witha 
couple of hounds at his heels, hurriedly 
cross the tracks. 

The young man and one of the dogs 
got safely over. The other stopped be- 
tween the rails directly in the path of 
the onrushing locomotive and stood as 
if dazed.

Not once during the hour did I hear from 
him any request that the children should 
desist from this or that, or do thus and so. 

At the John Adams birthplace where 
the work of restoration has not yet begun, 
the house itself is the object of interest and 
here again we were met with a courtesy 
which delighted us all. Mrs, Titus, regent 
of the local chapter of the Daughters of 
the Revolution, kindly opened the house to 
us and graciously explained all of historical 
interest associated with it. So while the 
children gained much to aid them in their 
history work, I am certain they garnered 
something even better—the beauty of 
courtesy and kindly civility. 

There is much, it seems to me, that our 
townspeople can do to help inthe good 
work which the two societies have begun ; 
each needs the loyal support of all who 
wish for the preservation of the two 
houses and perhaps this can be in no better 
way demonstrated to the Historical society 
than by visiting the “cottage,” especially 
with out-of-town friends, that it may be 
noised abroad how well appointed and 
interesting the rooms of the society are. 

Onr patriotic society is about to set up 
housekeeping in the colonial way and there 
must be many connected with families 
that long since relinquished such home- 
keeping who would gladly give something 
to aid in the furnishing. Step into line !

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HOT WAVE CONTINUES 


Equatorial Weather from Maine to 
the Rocky Mountains, 


New England Thermometers 
Range at 100. 


Many Deaths and Prostrations Reported from 
All Sections. 


Boston, July 10. — Thermometers 
throughout the country, from Maine to 
the Rocky Mountains, ranged about the 
100 mark. The high humidity accom- 
panying this hot wave has increased suf- 

ering greatly. The atmosphere in New 
England for the past five days has been 
suffocating, and there were an unusual 
number of fataliti@# Another unusual 
feature of the “spell” is the ratio of pros- 
trations in the country as corresponded 
with the cities. 

In this city there have been numerous 
prostrations, but the fatalities were not 
numerous. 


In Massachusetts. 

Worcester, Mass., July 10.—Patrick 
O'Keefe, a paver in the city street de- 
partment, was overcome by the heat 
yesterday afternoon and died late in the 
evening. He gave no evidence of pros- 
tration until after returning home and 
eating his supper. A physician pro- 
nounced it a case of sunstroke. 

Holbrook, Mass., July 10.—Daniel J. 
Presnaham, a laborer, about 55 years 
old, was overcome by the heat while 
haying yesterday afternoon. Bresna- 
ham started from the field, but fell in- 
sensible by the wayside. He wascarried 
home, where he now lies in a critical con- 
dition. 

West Medway, Mass., July 10.—Thomas 
Coggins, a spinner, sustained a sun- 
stroke yesterday while walking to this 
place from Caryville, one mile distant. 
He was taken to his home in Franklin, 
and itis expected he will not recover. 

Watertown, Mass., July 10.—Thomas 
Coffee, 54 years old, was sunstruck while 
working on Main street and died an hour 
later. He leaves a widow and five chil- 
dren. 

Walpole, Mass. July 10.—Joseph El- 
Hott, who was sunstruck Thursday, is 
dead, after much suffering. He was 30 
years old, and upmarrigad. 

In Maine, "We 

Augusta, Me., July 10—The ther- 
mometer registered 101 degrees in the 
shade in this city yesterday at noon, the 
hottest known for years. The mercury 
stood at 120in the sun. No prostrations 
reported. Many employed out of doors 
were obliged to discontinue work. The 
temperature at 9 o’clock last evening 
was 82. Gardiner’s temperature stood 
at 101 yesterday at noon. Hallowell’s 
Was 102 degrees in the shade at noon and 
129 in the sun. The men at work at the 
quarries had to discontinue. Yesterday 
was the fourth day of intense heat. 

Waterville, Me. July 10.—There have 
been four successive days of intense 
heat, the thermometer registering 106 in 
the shade yesterday afternogn, with 
considerable air stirring. Though this 
is the hottest weather by 4 degrees 
known here there has been but one case 
of prostration. J. M. Cross, the well- 
known agriculturalist, reports the Maine 
crops miraculously improved by the 
warm wave. 

Skowhegan, Me., July 10.—John Brown 
was overcome by the heat here yesterday 
and is not expected to live. At noonthe 
thermometer registered 104 in the shade 
and 110 in the sun. It was the hottest 
ever known here. 

South Berwick, Me., July 10.—Joseph 
W. Hasty, 31 years old, died here from 
sunstroke yesterday afternoon. Hewas 
haying when stricken. There were 
several other prostrations, but all will 
recover. 

Bangor, Me., July 10.—The mercury 
reached 99 in the shade here yesterday, 
and much higher in other parts of the 
county. No prostrations have yet been 
reported. 


In New Hampshire. 

Manchester, N. H., July 10.—Francis 
X. Parent, 59 years ofd, died in the woods 
five miles southeast of this city last 
night as the result of heat prostration. 
Parent was the foreman of a gang of 
wood choppers. He leaves six children, 
all married. At midnight the ther- 
mometer in the doorway of the city hall 
registered 76. 

Dover, N. H., July 10.—The first fatal 
case of sunstroke in this city occurred 
yesterday afternoon when James F. 
Cook, aged 60, a well known painter, 
fell prostrate while painting at the 
Granite State park. He died a short 
time later in convulsions. 

Plymouth, N. H., July 10.—William 
Harriman, a farmer of West Plymouth, 
Was stricken by the sun while haying 
yesterday afternoon and died almostim- 
mediately. He was 63 years of age and 
leaves a family. 

Exeter, N. H., July 10.—Charles Riley, 
aged 30, unmarried, employed by the 
Boston and Maine railroad at the depot 
in Epping, died from the heat yesterday 
afternoon. 

Rollingsford, N. H., July 10.—Henry 
Moses, a farm hand, while working in 
the field yesterday afternoon was over- 
come by the heat and died within a short 
time. 

Concord. N. H., July 10.—The ther- 
mometer registered 110 in the shade on 
Pleasant screet at 2 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon. 


From Other Places. 

Chicago, July 10.—There were more 
deaths of human beings and of small 
animals, and the number of prostrations 
Was greater than upon any other day 
of the long hot spell that has hung over 
Chicago. Sixteen people are dead from 
the heat, two are insane, and out of a 
large number of prostrations ten cases 
are critical. The dead: Charles Ben- 
60n, committed suicide while insane, 
caused by heat; John Eaton, shot him- 
seif while suffering from heat: Rev. 
Pather Otto Greenbaum, priest of St. 
Nicholas church; Henry Hahemann 
found dying near Park Ridge, driven to 
the deed by heat; Helen Halloran, Dora 
Johnsen, Frederick Kraiser, Thomas 
Lynch. Annie O'Donnell committed 
suicide by taking carbolic acid, driven to 
the act by heat; Rachael Riston, Fred 
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Bchlemann, Jacob Staub, Willlam Bien- 
berger. Rev. Father August Tolton, 
priest in charge of St. Monicas colored 
Roman Catholic church; unidentified 
man, found in Washington park; August 
Vanderslee, hanged himself while insane 
from heat; two men were driven insane 
by heat. Out lin the Bridewell, where 
seven prisoners went insane Thursday 
because of the heat, three men ysterday 
took their lives. The night was a SizZ~- 
zling horror, there was comfort to be 
found nowhere, it was the hottest night 
Chicago has ever known. 

New York, July 10.—The temperature 
at 11 o’clock last night in this city was 
down to 74 degrees, which was 11 points 
lower than it registered at 1 p. m., the 
hottest part of the day. The police re- 
port 11 prostrations, seven sudden deaths 
which were indirectly due to the heat. 

Montpelier, Vt. July 10.—Deacon 
George S. Goodwin of East Montpelier 
was stricken by the sun while in his hay- 
field yesterday. Hedied soon after. He 
was 60 years old, and widely known in 
Washington and adjacent counties. All 
outdoor work in this city was suspended 
and prostrations were numerous, 


= DAVIS WAS EMBARRASSED. 


Hyde Park Suicide Was Always Honest and 
Straightforward. 

Dedham, Mass., July 10—An interview 
was had with Alfred C. Smith, the Ded- 
ham lawyer, who today was to have had 
a hearing on an application for acertifi- 
cate of arrest on an execution against 
Edmund Davis, the Hyde Park lawyer 
who committed suicide. Mr. Smith's 
story is as follows: 

Edmund Davis gave his note for $500 
to a person who resides in Somerville. 
The note became due last winter, and not 
being paid when due was protested and 
suit was immediately brought against 
Davis in the district court for southern 
Suffolk. Afterasomewhat lengthy trial 
judgment was given for plaintiff for the 
full amount of the note, with interest 
and costs. Davis appealed from this 
judgment to the supreme court, but neg- 
lected to enter the same. The superior 
court affirmed the judgment of the lower 
court and Mr. Smith obtained an execu- 
tion against him. The execution was 
given to a deputy sheriff about five 
weeks ago, and he made a demand on 
Davis, but failed to get any satisfaction. 
On the day the citation was returnable 
to the court counsel appeared for Davis 
and asked a continuance for two weeks, 
on the ground that Mr. Davis was sick, 
and Mr, Smith assented to the continu- 
ance. On the date to which the case 
was continued, Mr. Davis prsented a 
physician’s certificate saying that Davis 
was under his care and would not be 
able to appear for two weeks more. 

Not being satisfied, Mr. Smith sum- 
Mmoned the physician and 
amined him as to Davis’ candition, and 
the doctor ted that Davis was in a 
bad mental state, verging on mental 
prostration, and seemed to be worrying 
very much about his business affairs. 
The doctor & had sent Mr. 
Davis to Paxton in order that he might 
recuperate, and that he would be able, 
Without ¢ , question, to appear in court 
in two weeks. The matter was accord- 
ingly continued to Saturday, July 10, at 
which time Mr. Smith would probably 
have proceeded in the case had not Mr. 
Davis’ death occurred. 

Mr. Smith stated that, on looking up 
his case, he found Mr. Davis’ financial 
standing very much embarrassed. Mr. 
Smith further stated that-he had known 
Mr. Davis many years, and had had 
many business transactions with him 
He always found him honest and 
straightforward in his dealings and zeal- 
ous for his client’s interest.

This notice is inspired by a 
desire to spare useless importunities by 
seekers after diplomatic and consular 
places, and also to afford the president 
some relief. 


Dragging East River. 

New York, July 10.—All day yesterday 
experienced grapplers in the naphtha 
launches of the harbor police searching 
the bottom of the East river along the 
routes taken by the Long Island city 
ferry boats which run into the slips at 
Twenty-third and Ninety-second streets, 
this city, in the hope of finding Gulden- 
suppe’s head. They had no_ success, 
however, and if today, when the track 
of the Thirty-fourth street line of ferry 
boats is to be followed, the head is not 


recovered, the grappling will probably be 
abandoned.

Tariff Conferees Held Long Sessions, 
With Two Intermissions. 


Proceedings Kept Secret to| 
Avoid Annoyance.

It Has Been Agreed to Make but One Report 
to Senate and House.

Washington, July 10.—The conferees 
on the tariff bill werked hard all day yes- 
terday and until 10 o'clock last night, 
with only tw&yintermissions. The mem- 
bers report that satisfactory progress 
is being made, but will not give any de- 
tails of the proceedings or the rates 
considered. It has been agreed among 
the conferees to keep secret their doings 
until a final agremnt is rachd. 

If the conferees’ actions on the various 
items should be divulged they real- 
ize that it would involve them in no end 
of complicat‘ons, as all those who are 
dissatisfied with the rates agreed upon 
would be down here en masse protest- 
ing and insisting that the controverted 
questions should be reopened. As it 
is the conferees are being deluged with 
telegrams an@ letters and fairly hounded 
at their hotels by those who are in- 
terested in securing either the senate 
or the house rates. 

About the most important thing thus 
far agreed upon is that there will be 
but one conference report. Not until 
‘a final agreement is reached will either 
of the two houses be called upon to act. 
This course has been decided upon as 
the best means of expiditing final 
action as it would be much easier to 
eonvince those who might be dissatis- 
fied with the rate fixed on a particular 
item to abandon their opposition if by 
so doing the struggle would end and the 
bill become a law. Partial reports on 
the other hand would give each house 
an opportunity to instruct on particular 
items and necessarily entail delay. 

The conferees will leave the main 
points in dispute until those of minor 
character are out of the way. About 
600 of the 800 amendments are com- 
paratively unchanged and are being dis- 
posed of without difficulty. One of the 
conferees is vesponsible for the state- 
ment that in their deliberations the 
conferees have as yet e yuntered noth- 
ing over which there has ben any great 
clash.

It is argued that 
the positions which It is proposed to re- 
store to the excepted list are of great 
importance, and that as the stations of 
these offices are often far removed from 
that of their chief, who alone is respon- 
sible for their acts, he should have some 
voice in their selection. 


President's Summer Plans. 

Washington, July 10.—The president’s 
summer plans were informally talked 
over with the members of the cabinet 
yesterday. If congress adjourns in 
season he will go to Chicago to attend 
the Logan day ceremonies on the 23d 
inst., and it possible that he may 
seize the opportunity to go further 
West, as he is not expected at the Cham- 
plain resort before Aug. 1. The selec- 
tion of the Lake Champlain region as 
the place for spending the heated term 
was owing originally to a suggestion 
from Secretary Porter and upon Secre- 
tary hearty indorsement of the 
place, the manager of one of the lake 
hotels was summoned to Washington 
and the conditions of the president’s 
stay were definitely arranged.

and Miners’ Strike. 

New York, July 10.—Bradstreet’s says: 

There is only a moderate volume of 
trade throughout the country, the more 
ncteworthy changes being a checked de- 
mand West and Northwest due to ex- 
cessive heat and to storms, continued 
favorable reports as to cereal and other 
crop prospects, and disturbances in in- 
dustrial lines due to the strike of about 
120,000 bituminous coal miners. The 
reluctance of West Virginia operatives 


to join in the strikes complicates the sit- } 


uation. 

The prospeet of an early settlement 
of the tariff has strengthened the wide- 
spread feeling of hopefulness that the 
autumn will bring a revival of consump- 
tfn. Orders for clothing, shoes and 
hardware for fall delivery are already 
more frequent at Baltimore, Chicago ar dad 
Omaha. The movement of dry goods 
is checked by mid-summer stock-tak- 
ing, but retail business in seasonable 
lines has been stimulated by mid-sum- 
mer weather. There is noimprove ment 
in demand for cotton or woolen goods, 
but the latter are higher, based on the 
cost of wool. 

Prices as indicated in Bradstreet’s in- 
dex number shows an advance of one- 
fifth of 1 per cent during June, and marks 
the beginning of a turn in the outward 
flow of the tide of prices which continued 
from Jan. 1 to June 1. 

Prices this week continue the favorable 
indication of the June movement, those 
for wool, men’s wear woolens, hides, 
leather, wheat, corn, oats and sugar be- 
ing higher; for coal, lumber, cotton, 
print cloths and petroleum, unchanged 
and for pork, lard, coffee, pig iron and 
steel billets lower. ~ 

There are 215 business failures re- 
ported throughout the United States 
this week, compared with last week, 
219 in the week a year ago, 266 two years 
ago, 229 three years ago, and as com- 
pared with 289 in the first week of July,

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BLOOD CLOT IN BRAIN. 


Man Found Dead at Peabody Did Not Die of 
Alcoholism---Suspicion of Foul Play. 

Salem, Mass., July 10.—By order of 
District Attorney A. B. White, Drs. H. 
K. Foster of Peabody and H. J. Caffney 
of Salem made an autopsy yesterday 
afternoon on the body of D. W. Shay, 
who wag found dead under rather pe- 
culiar circumstances in the barn of J. 
E. Miller in the rear of the Woodbine 
saloon in Peabody on Wednesday night. 

The physicians decline to make public 
their finding, but it is understood that 
Gehkth was not caused by alcoholic pois- 
oning, as at first believed, but by a clot 
of blood on the brain. 

Its presence, however, is not fully ac- 
counted for. Deceased has been known 
for the past three years hereabout as 
Dean Shay, but is is now believed that 
his name was George Cutter. 

It is said that he was possessed of $800 
or $900, and that he made over this 
money to his brother the day before he 
died, which fict has given rise to a sus- 
picion of fou! play. State Officer George 
FE. Neal is working on the case in con- 
junction with Peabody officers, but thus 
far the affair is enveloped in mystery. 


VEGAS at Plymouth. 

Plymouth, Mass., July 10.—The after- 
noon session of the superior court yes- 
terday was given up to arguments on ex- 
ceptions by counsel for Murphy and 
Finley of Brockton, convicted of settirg 
fire to their shoe factory. The excep- 
tions were finally overruled and the 
court imposed sentence, which was not 
less than five nor more than seven years 
in state prison at hard labor, and one day 
to be in solitary confinement, for both 
defendants. The jury in the Donovan 
and Farrell case, wherein Donovan wis 
charged wth arson and Farrell with 
being an accessory, in the burning of 
the Nash house at Abington, brought in 
a verdict of guilty against Donovan af- 
ter being out nearly fourhours. Farrell 
vas acquitted. The court then sentenced 
Donovan to not less than 2% years ucr 
more than three years in state prison, 4 
addition to a similar sentence on a simi- 
lar conviction, imposed just before tue 
jury came in. Devlin, who was @ co- 
defendant with Donovan in the firct 
case, also got a sentence of 2% years. 


Insurgent 7 Captured. 

Havana, July 10.—It is officially an- 
nounced that the Spanish forces have 
captured, in the mountains of Bejaramo, 
province of Pinar Del Rio, yesterday, 
the well-known insurgent leader, Fede- 
rico Alfonso, his wife and his five sons. 
Advices from Cienfuegos, province of 
Santa Clara, say that the insurgent 
forces under Generals Pancho, Carrillo, 
Rego and others, which have n try- 
ing to advance toward the province of 
Matanzas and Havana, have been en- 
gaged by the Spanish troops at Lomitas, 
near Cienfuegos, and have been com- 
pelled to retreat towards Remedios and 
Trinidad by way,of Manajaho,~- Palo, 
Priepo and El Faga. Captain General 
Weyler has given a reward of $100 to the 
man who gave the notice to the au- 
thorities which enabled them to capture 
the insurgent depot of arms, ammuni- 
tions, ete., as well as the documents of 
the Barcelona expedition found at Se- 
borucal.

Visit to Mexico. 
LETTER NO, XVIII. 


With this number we close the letters 
about our pleasant trip to Mexico. There 
are many more things that might be al- 
luced to, but perhaps the more important 
ones can be mentioned before we close 
this number. 

There are a lot of things we have skipped 
just for want of room, and for fear of weary- 
ing the reader's patience; but right bere 
in the patio, where the repairs of the hote! 
are going on, let us call your attention to 
something which would be a decided 
novelty to our carpenters and masons at 
home. The scaffolding, running up four 
stories, is very strong, and yet never a nail 
or a spike is used in all Mexico for such 
Construction, All the heavy timbers are 
lashed with ropes, and the splicings are so 
firmly wrapped that there i is never any giv- 
ing way of the structure, 

Oce of the great attractions in this city 
after church on Sunday are the band con- 
certs on the Alameda. It is one of the regu- 
lar institutions of the Mexican capital, and 
from eleven until one o'clock the long 
awning covered broad walk of the 
Alameda, is thronged with the best people 
of the city, promenading back and forth; 
the ladies in their brightest and must at- 
tractive array, and looking like a stream of 
human flowers, while intermingled in the 
the throng are the natty cadets from 
Chapuitepee Castle, in their smart uni- 
forms, with side arms; the brilliant officers 
of the regular Mexican army; gentlemen of 
high degree; students from the colleges 
and various schools with which the capital 
abounds, and bright faced happy children, 
all passing and repassing as you sitin one 
of the chairs that line either side of the 
way, and which for six cents is yours as 
long as you choose to occupy it. 

The band is that of the National Zapa- 
tores, or sappers and miners of the 
regular army, corresponding to our en- 
gineer corps, and is a superb musical or- 
gavization. There are forty-two pieces, 
and their playlng is the acme of musical 
performance, 

Here on the Alameda one sees more of 
Mexican middle society on Sanday than at 
any other time or place; and we can say 
they were well dressed, fine looking people, 


Just before leaving this beautiful Sab- 
bath afternoon we with others ascending 
to the top of the Iturbide hotel, once the 
residence of the emperor of that name, to 
take a final look of the grand heights of 
Papocatapetl and Ixtaccihuatl. Far away 
over the valley the grand peaks of these 
majestic mountains covered with snow, 
appear to our view. Although it never 
snows in the city of Mexico, the tops of 
these mountains are constantly covered 
with snow; and presents a lovely sight to 
both natives and visitors to the city. One 
of the mountains is 16,000 feet high; the 
other 17,782. 

As it is getting dark and our train is to 
leave tonight for the States, we must start 
for the station. All our coaches were 
found in line ready for the journey except 
the Pennsylvania car, which we were to 
leave behind, as the delegates from that 
State wished to visit Vera Cruz, a city on 
the coast, 263 miles from the capital. It is 
a most delightful trip, we should judge 
from the glowing accounts given by Editor 
Lake of the Rhode Island Real Estate 
Register. 

‘* Reaching Cordova,” he says, ‘* we were 
in the very midst of the tropical country. 
Here we are surrounded by a wealth of 
vegetation, the eyual of which we have not 
before seen. Palm trees of immense size, 
mango manilla trees, from which a luscious 
fruit is obtained, pomegranates, rubber 
trees, coffee, sugar cane, tobacco, bananas, 
both the yellow and red varieties, oranges, 
limes, olives, pine-apples and other tropical 
fruits and vegetables are seen in abundance, 
while flowers of many kinds and colors 
growing wild in the fields and woods fill 
the air with fragance.

situation of Mexico than what has beep 
mentioned in previous letters. For this 
reason we will give a brief account gath- 
ered by the editor of Connellsville, Pa., 
Courier: 

** Mexico, be it understood, is a republic 
in name only. No nation has a more 
autocratic government so well concealed 
under the forms of law. President Diaz 
is a Dictator. The elections are a mere 
farce. The ballot-boxes are in the hands 
of a squad of soldiers. The citizen may 
vote if he desires, but few desire. Their 
votes are cast for them. More complete 
than the census returns are those of the 
elections. The voting lists show the name 
of every citizen. At the last election for 
president, the unanimous vote of the citi- 
zens of the republic was returned as cast 
for Diaz. He dictates the nominations of 
congressmen, governors and other princi- 
pal officers. He is, in short, supreme. 
But he uses his power wisely. His aim in 
life seems to be the advancement of 
Mexico and its people, and in this line he 
has accomplished wonders in the past ten 
years. He is intelligent, progressive, tact- 
ful and masterful, and the wonderful re- 
sources of the home of Aztec civilization 
are, under his direction, being gradually 
developed. But the system he has built 
up is essentially inimical to the republican

form of government, aod, unless his suc 
cessors are equally public-spirited and 
patriotic, there will bea retrograde move- 
ment in Mexican history.”’ 

The strength of the Diaz government is 
tbat it does not attempt to advance ‘so | 
rapidly. 

Mexico depends for her revenue upon 
her custom duties and her internal revenue, 
She does not levy a tax upon real estate, 
but collects a tax on the income derived | 
from it. About everything is taxed. You! 
pay a tax on the telegram you send, or a! 
receipt for money. If you stick up an | 
advertisement it has to bear a stamp, The}; 
women of the town pay a tax and so do/| 
the preachers, The miners pay an annual 
tax which entitles them to every ounce of | 
metal they can dig out of their claims, un- | 
vexed by any question of dips, spurs and | 
angles. Liquors and cigars pay a tax, and, 
in reality, everything except unimproved | 
real estate. 


Our special train left the city of Mexico 
about 10p,M. The run northward over | 
the arid plateau was made in quicker time 
in returning as we were steadily descending 
to lower levels. We reached Zacatecas 
about four o’clock Monday afternoon and 
stopped there until dark.

WARSHIP PREMIUMS. 


SYSTEM OF BONUSES ENDED WITH 
AWARD TO THE NASHVILLE. 


Total Given In Premiums For Horsepower 
or Speed $3,296,626 — Contractors Will 
Henceforth Be Paid the Contract Price 


Only. 


With the epeed run of the Nashville | 
the last of the premiums open to our| 
warships has been earned, and it is pos- 
sible, now that the official report upon 
her has been made, to reckon up the re- 
sults of the system from the start. 

It began under Secretary Whitney 
with awards for horsepower at the rate 
of $100 per unit in excess of the con- 
tract requirement. Under that system 
the Yorktown earned $89,825, the New- 
ark $86,857, the Concord $453, the 
Bennington $8,608 and the Baltimore 
$106,442. In all cases there was 4 pen- 
alty of $100 per unit for any shortcom- 
ing in horsepower, and under it the 
Charleston lost $88,884, which was aft- 
erward remitted by congress for special 
reasons; the Monterey $32,823 and the 
Petrel $485. There were also some pre- 
miums for machinery furnished by pri- 
vate works to ships built by the govern- 
ment in its navy yards. 

But soon a change was made to pre- 
miums for speed, irrespective of horse- | 
power. It was urged that speed, after | 
all, was the ,thing valuable to the gov- | 
ernment, not the means by which it 
was achieved, and accordingly the pre- 
miums and penalties were changed to 
this basis, the rate being usually fixed 
at so much per even quarter knot of ex- 
cess or deficiency, while in most of the 
latest cases an allowance at the same 
rate was also made for fractions of a 
quarter knot. | 

Under this plan the Wilmington has | 
earned $41,500, the Bancroft and the | 
Machias $45,000 each, the Nashville | 
$45,980, the Helena $49,940, the Cas- 
tine and the Indiana $50,000 each, the 

hiladelphia, the San Francis20 and the 
Massachusetts $100,000 each, the Mar- 
blehead, $125,000, the Detroit $150,000, 
the Oregon $175,000, the New York 
and Monterey $200,000 each, the Iowa 
$217,420, the Olympia $300,000, the | 
Columbia and Brooklyn $350,000 each, 
while the Minneapolis broke all records | 
with earnings of $414,600, her contract 
being one of those that allowed for| 
fractions of a quarter knot. Not asin- 
gle vessel has lost anything on this 
speed basis, and one vessel which an 
her official trial fell far short of her 
estimated horsepower, so that she might 
have had to pay a very heavy penalty 
on that basis, really gained a magnifi- 
cent premium for speed. 

The highest excesses of speed were 
those achieved by the smaller gunboats, 
the Castine, for example, making | 2.62 
knots over her guarantee, the Machias | 
2.46 and the Bancroft 2.37. Neverthe- | 
less theirs have been among the smalil- 
est speed premiums paid, since on the 
smaller vessels smaller rates of premium | 
were allowed, the three mentioned re- 
ceiving only $5,000 per quarter knot. 
The great successes of the three final 
premium winners, the Newport News 
trio, achieved this year, tell exactly the 
same story. On the other hand, the 
Philadelphia and the San Francisco 
earned $100,000 each for somewhat 
over half a knot in excess of their con- 
tracts, because they had the great bonus 
of $50,000 per guarter, or ten times as 
much as the gunboats just spoken of, 
while the enormous earnings of the 
Minneapolis, Columbia, Olympia and 
Brooklyn, amounting to $1,414,600 for 
these four vessels alone, are accounted 
for in the same way. A single firm, the 
Cramps of Philadelphia, earned, accord- 
ing to the figures just given, the great | 
sum, above the contract price, of $1,- | 
865,144, never losing a dollar for pen- 
alties, either in speed or horsepower. 

The total amount earned in premi- 
ums for horsepower or speed, excluding 
premiums for the machinery of ships | 
built in the navy yards, is, if our fig- 
ures are correct, $3,296,626. While this 
is a large sum, yet no doubt the con- 
tractors have improved vessels for the 
purpose of producing extra speed, with 
the consent of the authorities, and such j 
changes, if made for that purpose only, | 
have been, according to a statement of 
Chief Engineer Melville, ‘‘at the ex- 
pense of the contractors.’’ Again, as 
the speed requirements have been stud- 
ied carefully, whenever builders were 
confident that they could surpass them, 
and so earn a premium, the effect was 
to lower their bids, of course to the 
benefit of the government. 

The speed premium system wus stop- 
ped after the prodigious winning of the 
Minneapolis had been recorded, al- 
though subsisting contracts for premi- 
ums were of course carried out. Perhaps 
& reaction was then natural, and if the 
system should ever be revived perhaps 
smaller bonuses would be paid than 
those which allow $200,000 for an ex- 
tra knot. But at present the view taken 
is that, with the experience gained, pre- 
miums are not needed, and, in fact, the 
composite gunboats;and the torpedo 
boat Porter, without premiums, have 
far exceeded their contract speed. How- 
ever, contractors now take into view 
that no premiums are payable when 
they make their bids:—New York Sun.

TESTS OF STRENGTH 


Dr. Sargent of the Harvard Gymnasium 
Criticises Yale Records, 


In a letter toa Yale publication Dr. D. 


A. Sargent says that while he has no in- 
tention of questioning Mr. Chadwick’s 
remarkable performance of 2,135 kilograms 


in the strength test, yet attention should 
be called to the fact that at Yale the back 
and leg lifts, two of the principal tests, 
are made in harness over shoulders and 
arms and around the hips, while at Har- 
vard the same tests are made by the use of 
the hands alone. Mr. Sargent continues: 
“That there is a vast difference between 
the amount that can be lifted with and 
without a harness may be inferred from 
the best known records of these perform- 
ances—that of J. W. Kennedy, who lifted 
in harness 3,242 pounds at Lynn, Mass., 
April 2, 1892, and that of C. G. Jefferson, 
who lifted with the hands alone 1,571 
pounds at Clinton, Mass., Dec. 10, 1890. 
At Harvard the grip test is taken with a 
dynomometer, which is held in the hand 
away from the body and all] other objects, 
so that the muscles of the hand and fore- 
arm alone may be brought into action. 
The best grip test made on the hand dyno- 
mometers was that of Cyclops, the profes- 
sional strong man, who madea record of 
102 kilos with his right hand. At the 
time that he made this test he also gave 
the students ut Harvard another exhibi- 
tion of the strength of his fingers and 
hands by breaking a silver quarter into 
two pieces.’’ 


Thrift In Racing. 

Although John Splan is considered one 
of the greatest trainers and drivers of trot- 
ting horses in America, he is not averse to 
campaigning on half mile tracks or any- 
where else where they hang up the money 
and he has a possible show of getting it. 
A number of trainers might as well take

SUBWAY TO Tht SEA 


Street Railway Men the Guests 
of the Q. & B, 


A Trip Through the Boston Sub- 
way the First Attraction. 


Then Visits to Quincy and Nan- 
tasket and Trip in Harbor. 


The Massachusetts Street Railway Asso- 
ciation is holding its annual outing today 
and are guests of the Quincy & Bogton 
street railway, who for the entertainment 
of the association arranged ar outing that 
can not fail to please the most fastidious as 
it will include a trip in the subway and to 
the sea. The association with guests to 
the number of nearly two hundred as- 
sembled on Church street, Boston, at 10 
A. M., Where special cars of the West End 
were in wailing. After providing each 
guest with a badge which was to be the 
passport to turn on the juice during the 
the day. 

The party entered the subway from the 
Public Garden entrance, and almost imme- 
diately there was a change in the tempera- 
ture, which fell several degrees and the 
cool breezes were very refreshing. The 
three special cars made the run to Park 
street, thence around the loop back to the 
starting point, the round trip, including 
several stops, being made in twenty 
minutes. ‘The work laying the rails in this 
section is about completed and about ready 
to be opened for public travel. 

The interior is light and the air clear 
and cool, and the whole work is a won- 
derful piece of engineering. As one 
gentleman remarked, this subway was far 
ahead of those in Europe which were 
black, smoky and disagreeable. 

Before the party entered the suBway a} 
photographer took a picture of the group. 

teturning to the Public Garden entrance 
the special cars continued on to Field's 
Corner where barges were in waiting to 
take the party to the new model power 
house of the West End company at Com- 
mercial Point. 

From here the journey was continued to 
Neponset bridge where two gaily decorated 
fifteen bench cars of the Quincy & Boston 
street railway, the largest street cars in 
service in Massachusetts, were in waiiiog 
to take the party through Quincy. They 
arrived in the City of Presidents shortly 
after 12 o’clock, 

A brief stop was made in City Square 
after which the trip was continued to 
Quincey Point where the Quincy & Boston 
power house was inspected and an ad- 
journment made to New Downer Landing 
for dinner, 

Quincy is noted for many things, among | 
which is the location of the first railway in 
America which was built from Bunker 
Hill quarry to Neponset tide water in 1826 
to transport the granite for Bunker Hill 
monument. The sleepers used in this rail- 
way were of granite and at each plate at 
the dinner was a round polished granite 
disk upon the back of which was the 
following inscription : 

** Massachusetts Street Railway Associ- 
ation, Quincy, Mass., July 12.b, 1897. | 
This souvenir was cut and polished from a} 
sleeper used in the construction of the first 
railway in America, completed October 7, 
1826, leading from the Granite Quarries of 
Quincy to Neponset River. Compliments 
of Quincy & Boston Street Railway Co.” 

After dinner there was a little speech 
making, after which cars were taken for 
Nantasket, via. North Weymouth and 
Hingham, At Nantasket the steamer City 
of Quincy was in waiting to take the party 
fora sail down the harbor to the light- 
ship. The return to Boston will be made 
this evening. 

Besides the dinner at New Downer 
Landing lunches were served at nearly 
every stopping place. The mere fact that 
the Quincy & Boston street railway were 
entertainers was a sufficient guarantee of a 
grand good time.

Spider’s Web Made Into Cloth, 

M. Cachot, a French chemist, recent- 
ly put in a claim for the reward of 
$5,000 which the Manufacturers’ union 
of England offered two years ago to the 
scientist who would invent a use for 
the web of the common spider. When 
the manufacturers arrived the other day 
at M. Cachot’s laboratory, they saw in 
the corner of the room running from 
the floor to the ceiling a queer arrange- 
ment of bobbins worked by a dynamo. 
Looking farther up on the walls, they 
saw a large number of spiders, They 
had long mandibles and an immense 
abdomen, from the rear end of which 
issued threads. As the threads came 
from them the bobbins wound it, and 
thus secured long strands of the unbro- 
ken thread. For experimental purposes 
a little of the spider web was made in- 
to cloth. It was found tg give a fabrio 
very silky to the touch and as fine as 
oriental silk. It may be that the deli- 
cate silks of the ancients was made 
from the web of the spider, for it has 
never since been duplicated. The silk 
robes which Gleopatra easily pulled 
through an earring might have been 
made from the spider's web.—New 
York Journal. 


A Persistent Office Seeker, 

The most persistent office seeker seen 
at the White House since the beginning 
of the McKinley administration is James 
Anderson McReady of Boston. “He is a 
funny looking little man about 65 years 
old, with whiskers slightly tinged with 
gray and wears a bell top hat witha 
wide black band, black clothes, turn 
down collar and black tie. He usually 
walks with his head down and takes 
quick, jerky steps. He is a candidate for 
consul general in Montreal. Despite the 
fact that Representative Barrett of Bos- 
ton told him that be had no chance 
whatever of securing the place Mr. Mo- 
Ready still comes to the White House 
and refuses to believe that he will not 
be appointed. He has been in Washing- 
ton, according to his own statement, 
two solid months and has been at the 
White House twice nearly every day, 
Btill he has seen the president only five 
times. He arrives in the morning at 
about 10 o’clock, waits around until 
noon without seeing the president, then 
returns again after luncheon and takes 
hts place at the reporters’ table and sits 
around until late in the afternoon. This 
has been his practice for weeks.—New 
York Sun.

TRAGEDY ON THE ROAD 


Holden A. Tripp Is Dead and Jerry 
Manchester Accused of Murder. 


Two Westport Farmers and 
They Loved Sarah Reagan. 


Woman Kept House For Tripp and Manchester 
Married Her and Took Her Away. 


Fall River, Mass., July 12.—Three dis- 
reputable characters figured in an as- 
sault case that ended in murder early 
yesterday morning. One of the trio was 
so brutally assaulted that he died; a sec- 
ond, with blood spots on his clothes, is 
held to sswer for the crime, while a 
third, a woman of degraded character, 
ig detained as a witness of the murder, 
of which she was the cause, 

Holder A, Tripp is dead, murdered, the 
police claim, by Jeremiah Manchester, 
and the cause of it all is Manchester’s 
wife, who, up to 10 days ago, lived with 
Tripp at incervals for 10 years. 

The marriage and the removal of the 
woman caused much jealousy and bad 
feeling between the two men, but what 
passed between them was known 
only to themselves and Mrs. Manches- 
ter. Saturday night Manchester and 
his wife drove into Fall River, and Tripp 
alzyo came into the city with his own 
team. The two men were drinking to- 
gether in Sexton's saloon in Flint vil- 
lage, but they are not known to have 
quarreled, and nothing is known of their 
movements after leaving the saloon, ex- 
cept by the statements made by Man- 
chester after his arrest. About 11:30 
p. m. the last car on the New Bedford 
end Fall River electric line, when one 
mile out of the city on its last trip, came 
across Tripp's body lying tn the middle 
of the road. Mrs. Manchester was sit- 
ting in the road holding the injured man's 
head in her lap, while her husband was 
standing over them. Tripp's head was 
covered with blood, and he was fearfully 
brulsed. He was then dying, and ex- 
pired before a physician could be sum- 
moned. 

The passengers on the car and such 
other citizens as had collected, while 
not laying hands upon Manchester, 
managed to detain him until Fall River 
officers could be notified, when he was 
taken into custody and brought to this 
city, where he was locked up. He pro- 
tested his innocence, and told his story 
of the affair, as follows: 

He sald that he started first from Fall 
River for his home in Westport with his 
wife in their wagon. They stopped ata 
‘watering trough on Eastern avenue, 
just on the outskirts of the city, to water 
their horse, and while stopping there 
Tripp drove by alone in his wagon, also 
on his way home. After their horse had 
finished drinking they followed on after. 
When they reached the point in the road 
where Tripp's body was found later their 
horse shied, but he thought ttle about 
it and kept on to the Sanford road, 
where they overtook Tripp's team, but 
the driver of the latter was not in sight. 
Manchester says he then associated the 


| shying of his horse with the fact that 
Tripp was missing, and that the latter 
had been drinking, and fearing that 
some accident had befallen the latter he 
got into Tripp's wagon, furned the 
| horse around, and telling his wife to 
| follow in his own wagon, drove back to 
the place where he found Tripp lying 
}in the middle of the road bruised and 
bleeding. 

An autopsy held yesterday afternoon 
by Medical Examiner Dolan and other 
physicians revealed that fact that death 
was caused by fractures of the skull. 
There were several fractures and mgny 
cuts and bruises, indicating that some 
blunt instrument had been used upon 
him. It is belleved by the police that 
the men met and quarrelled about the 
woman, and that Tripp was kicked to 
death. . 

The woman made but few statements, 
among them one to the effect that “both 
these mgn were crazy about me, but I 
had no hand inthis.” She was covered 
with blood, there were blood stains on 
the prisoner's clothes and traces of blood 
were found in both wagons. 

It is reported on what is considered 
excellent authority that Manchester has 
confessed that he had a quarrel with 
Tripp Saturday night while the men 
were on their way home and struck him 
with a beer bottle, causing his death. 

According to the alleged confession, 
Manchester says that through jealousy, 
because his wife used to live with Tripp, 
he planned to do the latter injury, apd 
to that end drank with Tripp in Fall 
River and started for home at the same 
time as the latter. 

At the point of the road where the body 
was found he got out of his wagon and 
went forward to drink beer in Tripp's 
fwagon. When they had emptiedia few 
bottles they indulged in some angry con- 
versation, and Manchester struck Tripp 
a@ savage blow between the eyes witha 
bottle, knocking him from the wagon. 

Then going around the back of the 
wagon Manchester fell on his victim's 
prostrate form and hammered it with 
his heels. At this his wife sprang from 
his wagon and tried to interfere, and 
when she found that Tripp did not rise 
from the ground she raised his head and 
qttempted to revive him. Meantime 
Manchester went after the two horses, 
which hed strayed off, and returned 
with them. This accounts for the fact 
that the heads of both horses, when 
foynd, were turned toward Fall River, 
This story, too, if true, accounts for por- 
tions of a broken bottle and blood stains 
being found on Tripp’s wagon, and for 
the blood upon Manchester's wagon as 
well. Manchester, after the affair, de- 
sired to leave the body in the road, but 
his wife grew hysterical and would not 
desert it. While the two were bicker- 
ing the electric car came along and they 
were discovered. 


MAINE FISH COMMISSIONERS, 


Numerous Important Hearing Are to Be Held 
This Week. 

Augusta, Me., July 12.—The Inland fish 
and game commissioners have a week 
of hearings coming along which will 
keep them very busy, mostly on the 
all-important matter of closing tyibute- 
ries to lakes and ponds that are being 


stocked with trout or land locked salmon 
by the state. 

The commissioners will have a hearing 
at Eustis tonight on a petition to close 
certain waters, on Tuesday at 10:30 a. 
m. at Rangeley on a hearing for an ap- 
plication for a fishway and also one to 
prevent the destruction of spawning 
beds for trout and salmon by the empty- 
ing of sewers into a stream. At this 
hearing will also be heard the cases of 
application for licenses from Messrs. 
Matthewson and Snowman, the two 
guides whose licenses were withheld by 
the commissioners for certain reasons. 

A hearing will be held at the upper 
dam on Wednesday morning on a petl- 
tion to close Rapid river, in the evening 
at South Andover to close certain waters, 
on Thursday morning at Standish on 
petitions to close certain tributaries to 
Weld pond, also from Brownville, Ap- 
pleton, Wilton, Turner, Smithfield and 
Old Town. 

Many applications for trout and land 
locked salmon stock have been received 
by the commissioners in the regular form 
from various parts of the state. No 
action can be taken on them until fall. 


FIRE IN BERLIN MILLS. 


Saw and Grist Mill Burned to the Ground. 
Loss $100,000. 

Berlin, N. H., July 12.—A fire which 
originated fram a hot box completely de- 
stroyed the large saw and grist mills 
connecteg with the immense plant of the 
Berlin Mills company yesterday morn- 
ing, entailing a loss of $100,000, 

The employes, firemen and citizens 
generally worked with a will, The com- 
pany’s steam fire engine did excellent 
service, and the automatic sprinklers 
served to materially check the flames, 
gu that the rest of the great plant and 
the big lumber yards, together with the 
extensive plants of the business corpora- 
tions in the village, and the town itself 
were saved destruction. The 
property is insured for $100,000.

‘The mills 
were running day and night, and there 
are about 45,000,000 feet of logs in their 
booms.

400,000 feet of lumber per day. The fire 
is a serious blow to the workmen at 
Berlin, although the company will em- 
ploy, at one thing or another, all the 
men it can, especially those with fami- 
lies.

THE STRIKING MINERS. 


Arbstration Boards Have Arrived at 
the Smoky City. 


The Men Are More Confident 
Than Ever. 


Every Effort Will Be Exerted to Bring Out West 
Virginia Diggers. 


Pittsburg, July 12.—The arrival of the 
Ohio and Igdiana state boards of arbi- 
tration, the meeting last night of the 
United Labor league of western Penn- 
sylvania, and the report that a move- 
ment Was on foot to import new men to 
take the places of the strikers at the 
Pittsburg and Chicago companies’ 
mines, were the new features in the situ- 
ation of the miners’ strike yesterday. 

At the United Labor league meeting 
63 out of 72 labor organizations were 
represented. Resolutions were unani- 
mously adopted pledging financial and 
moral support to the miners, and call- 
ing upon all the trades unions in west- 
ern Pennsylvania to aid and assist In 
every possible manner in furthering the 
interests of the strikers. 

This is the second week of the 
coal miners strike, and already it gives 
promise of being one of the greatest 
wage struggles in the history of this 
country. Nine days ago the coal opera- 
tors in this district and the miners them- 
selves little dreamed that within one 
short week such an area of general sus- 
pension could be wrought as now exists 
in the bituminous mining industry. Then 
the mouth of the many coal tipples that 
dot the Monungahela, Youghiogheny, 
Alleghany and Peters Creek valleys and 
the valleys of Toms and Millers’ run, 
were open and turning out thousands 
and thousands of tons of the best coal 
that enters into the competitive markets 
of the world. Now all is changed. The 
Vast caverns are like so many grave- 
yards, 

The that has attended the 
movement has greatly elated the min- 
ers, and during the next few days every 
effort will be made to bring out the men 
in the few mines that are still working 
This will be a difficult task, but they 
confidence In their ability to 
make the suspension complete. 

From the best information obtainable 
the Pittsburg operators are in no hurry 
to have the difficulty adjusted. So 
many of them had stocks on railroad 
sidings which they held for an advance. 
Much of this was disposed of Saturday 
at a good profit. One prominent opera 
tor said that it would take another week 
to determine the exact state of the mar- 
ket, and by that time a general cleaning 
up will have taken place. Allinterested 
will be ready to begin business an a new 
basis and probably at a higher price. 

“This whole thing will result ina com 
promise,”’ said another prominent oper- 
ator. “The operators are In a position 
to stand it for some time, and I believe 
the miners are in about the same condi- 
tlon 

“It looks as if business will brighten 
up, and in that event the operators will 
be able to get better prices, and the con- 
dition of business and the condition ot 
the miner will be simultaneously im- 
proved.” 

Just now the greatest obstacle in the 
way of success of the miner 1s the ac- 
tivity of the diggers in the West Vir- 
ginia fields. They are working night 
and day and are getting ready to supply 
all the coal that is needed. They are re- 
peating what they did three years ago, 
when a general suspension was declared. 
At that time there were a number ot 
operators in the mountain state that 
were on the verge of bankruptcy. The 
e€neral suspension was declared, and 
there came a great demand for coal at 
prices that insured a big profit. The 
operators rallied around them a large 
number of men, whose friendship and 
support they have encouraged ever 
since. The operators profited by thou- 
sands and thousands of dollars. When 
the season had finished and the strike 
was declared a failure they balanced 

gS on the 
proper side of thelr Iedgers. They 
realized that they owed much of their 
profit to thelr miners, and rewarded 
them for it. On every succeeding pay 
day the faithful miners were paid 
bonuses in the shape of gold pieces, and 
naturally the best of feeling prevails 
among the employers and employes. 

This is the condition of affairs the or- 
ganizers that will go into West Vir- 
ginia distriet this week will have to en- 
counter. It is argued by tiie miners 
that there are more men out in that sec- 
tion than there were three years ago, 
and they express the greatest confidence 
in bringing them out if they can get their 
ears. This failing, the raflroad organiza: 
tions will be appealed to. This plan 9! 
campaign has been outlined by the na- 
tional officers, and the developments ot 
the week will be watched with interest 

The miners’ offictals say that the suc- 
cess of the movement depends on th 
action of the West Virginia miners. 
They argue that many men in the Pitts- 
burg district who were not affiliated with 
their organization sacrificed thousands 
of dollars and joined ft. They will tell 
the mountain state diggers of the suc- 
cess in this district and make every ef 
fort tohave them join. There areanum 
ber of operators in the Pittsburg dis- 
trict who have expressed a willingness 
to pay the price demanded. But the 
miners have said nay. They will insist 
that a majority of the Operators In the 
district pay the 69-cent rate or none,

officials, from which there is no appeal. 
It is known that some of the miners’ 
officials would be glad to le

BIG ADVANCE IN PRICE 


Coal Goes Up One Hundred and Fifty 
Per Cent as Result of Strike, 


Arbitrators Striving to Settle 
the Present Trouble. 


——e 


Every Mine But One In Pittsburg District Is 
Is Now Shut Down. 


Pittsburg, July 13.—The miners’ strike 
fs causing the price of coal to steadily 
advance and yesterday it was selling at 
$1.80, an increase of 140 per cent since 
the commencement of thestruggle. The 
feature in matters pertaining to the 
strike is the presence in the city of the 


joint arbitration board, who are en- 
deavoring by every means possible to 
bring to a peaceable conclusion the 


strife now in progress. The board held 
informal sessions yesterday and in the 
intervals interviewed a number of the 
operators, the big majority of whom are 
in favor of arbitration, provided all of 
the operators will abide by the desision 
rendered. 

One of the dissenters is W. P. Dear- 
mitt, president of the New York and 
Cleveland Gas Coal company. He de- 
clares he has nothing to arbitrate and 
Says the strike is the result of the ma- 
chinations politicians. The strik- 
ers further advances in getting 
out every miner in the dis- 
tricts outside of Dearmitt’s men, who 
still remain loyal to their employers.

Conference Between United States Bimetallic 


Commission and British Financiers. 
London, July 13.—An important con- 


| ference was held at the foreign office 
| yesterday between Senator Walcott, 


former Vice President Stevenson and 
General Paine, the members of the 
United States bimetallic commission, 
gnd Ambassador Hay, and Lord Salis- 


| bury, Sir Michael Hic ks-Beach, chancel- 


lor of the exchequer, Arthur Balfour, 
first lord of the treasury, and Lord 
George Hamilton, secretary of state for 
India. 

The aonference, which lasted an hour, 
was preliminary to the carrying on of 
further negotiations on the subject of 
international bimetallism. The Amer- 
icans did most of the talking. 

Lord Salisbury inquired what were the 
powers of the American commissioners, 
and was informed that they stand au- 
thorized to make arrangements for hold- 
ing an international conference or to 
negotiate a treaty of international bi- 
metallism, which they might submit to 
their government for ratification. 

It was stated also that France was 
ready to co-operate with the United 
States, Great Britain and Germany in 
reaching an agreement for international 
bimetallism. 

The British representatives present 
made no statement indicating their in- 
tentions in the matter. 

Consultations of high British officials 
will be held before another meeting with 
the American commission and in the 
meantime the latter will privately dis- 
cuss the question with Baron De Roths- 
child and other financiers, and endeavor 
to secure their support, 

Lord Salisbury accompanied Messrs. 
Walcott, Stevenson and Paine to lunch- 
eon at Windsor on Saturday when they 
were received by the queen, and pre- 
sented to her majesty their commissions 
as special envoys. The reception was 
entirely formal.

REPUBLICAN LEAGUE, 


a 


Good Attendance at Opening Session 
of Annual Convention, 


Pingree Attacks Trusts In 
His Address, 


Eminent Leaders of Grand Old Party Conspic- 
uously Absent. 


Detroit, July 14.—The anual convention 
of the League of Republican clubs met 
here yesterday. Nearly every state in 
the Union is represented, but the dele- 
gation are not as large as in “political 
years.” 

The delegates were welcomed by Gov- 
ernor Pingree, who took occasion to ad- 
vise his listeners that trusts are the 
besetting evil of our country and should 
be rigidly legislated against. 

President Woodmasee of the league 
delivered his annual address, which was 
heartily received. 

One feature of the convention, if it may 
be called a feature, is the absence of 
nearly all the well-known leaders of the 
Republican party. 

Last night's mass meeting in the con- 
vention hall was entertained for the 
most part by agtemporaneous speeches, 
Senators Hanna and Thurston and some 
of the others scheduled to appear not 
being present. 

The contest for the league presidency 
which will be settled by today’s elec- 
tion, goes merrily on. Crawford of Ken- 
tucky and Fleitz of Pennsylvania each 
professes confidence in his election, 
while Pollasky of Chicago asserts that 
he is still in the race notwithstanding 
the Illinois delegation fs not giving him 
united support. 

Today will be held the convention of 
the Republican College league. The at- 
tendance promises to be light, and the 
sentiment of the college men is that their 
gathering should hereafter be held in 
April, during the school year, when their 
members can better be assembled. 

The radical partisanship of the league 
men was illustrated in the fact that 
Mayor Maybury, a Democrat, was not 
invited to offer a welcome to the dele- 
gates, Colonel H. M. Duffield having 
been selected instead by the local com- 
mittee. 


London, July 14.—The Times Athens 
correspondent says official dispatches 
have been received announcing that a 
serious conflict has taken place at Can- 
dia between a force of British troops and 
a party of Bashi-Bazouks, arising from 
the British Interference in a skirmish 
between the Bashi-Bazouks and Chris- 
tlans. Sixteen of the British force and 
a number of the Bashi-Bazouks were 
killed. The admirals of the foreign fleets 
have sent five warships to Candia to 
Buppress any further Mohammedan 
movements. No further details of the 
conflict have been received, but pas- 
sengers Who have just arrived from Can- 
dia state that on account of excesses 
by Bashi-Bazouks, 300 British marines 
have been landed at Candia to replace 
the Italian garrison stationed there. The 
Bashi-Bazouks have been summoned by 
proclamation to surrender their arms 
within four days. They have held a 
meeting and addressed a note to the 
sultan. 


New England Lutherans Meet. 

Meriden, Conn., July 14.—The semi- 
annual pastoral conference of the Ger- 
man Lutheran churches of New York 
and the New England states began at St. 
John's church, this city, yesterday. 
Rey. S. F. Stutz of Albany was chosen 
secretary. No other officers are to be 
@lected. There are 45 ministers present. 
Two papers were read yesterday, one 
upon the subject, “Proof that Scripture 
Teaches a Hell, in the Sense of Eternal 
Damnation,” by Rev. F. Verwieber of 
Saratoga Springs, N. Y. The second 
paper was on “Scriptural Evidence that 
the Latest Researches in the Line of 
Ecience have not Overthrown any 
Articles of Faith; on the Contrary the 
Latter Have Been Verified by the For- 
mer,” and was read by Rev. William 
Moenkemoeller of Springfield, Mass. 
Discussions followed all day. 


Wife Murderer Hanged, 

Hartford, July 14.—Thomas F. Kippie, 
the New Haven wife murderer, was 
hanged at the state prison at 12:36 o'clock 
this morning. Within eight minutes 
from the time the drop was sprung his 
heart had ceased beating, and in 19 
minutes he was cut down. The con- 
demned man, when asked if he had any- 
thing to say before sentence was exe- 
euted, replied: “Do a good job and 
don’t make any foolish mistakes.” These 
were his last words, with the exception 
of when the rope was being adjusted 
about his neck, he said: “Your getting 
it pretty tight, ain't you?” The execu- 
tion was successfully carried out without 
any unusual incident. His neck was 
broken.

WIND AND RAIN.

PHILANTHROPIST’S WILL, 


Coast From New York to Cape Cod Visited by ; Miss Belinda Rarea'l Left Kal! a Million to 


a Severe Storm. 

Boston, July 14.—A southerly storm of 
unusual severity for this season of the 
year swept over New England yester- 
day, accompanied in many localities by 
a heavy rain, and throughout the entire 
section by high winds which wrought 
considerable destruction to trees and 
growing crops. The heaviest rainfall 
Was at New Haven, where not only was 
the local precipitation record beaten, 
with over six inches in 24 hours, but it 
is probable that this record will stand for 
the whole country. As usual in south- 
erly storms, the rain came in heavy 
showers, with the wind blowing in high 
Susts, in fact the storm in New Eng- 
land seemed like a succession of cloud 
bursts. At Concord, N. H., many cel- 
lars were flooded, and the roads all over 
the city were badly washed. 

The whole coast from New York to 
Cape Cod roared with a heavy surf, 
which proved quite destructive to the 
frail summer crafts moored in the num- 
erous harbors. The fleet of yachts that 
are moored off South Boston had a hard 
time all day long, and not a few parted 
their hawsers, and, after grashing into 
other boats, brought up hiSh and dry on 
the beach. 

At Woods Holl the gale was from 
the southwest, and raged with unabated 
fury all day, the wind attaining a velo- 
city of 40 miles an hour, rendering nav- 
igation on the sound extremely hazard- 
ous. On the Nantucket shoals the sea 
was a seething mass of foam, and not a 
vessel dared to cross this dangerous lo- 
cality. Telegraph and telephone wires 
along the cape suffered severely. 

The storm furnished a grand spectacle 
for the thousands of summer visitors, 
and the tremendous combers as they 
came rolling in thundered on the white 
beaches, or dashing high above the rocks, 
proved one of the greatest attractions of 
the season. 


Grace Steveuson Still Missing. 

Boston, July 14.—James Stevenson, 
father of the missing Grace Stevenson, 
when seen by a reporter last evening, 
denied all knowledge of his daughter's 
whereabouts, and said that the idea that 
she went to Ireland to his brother’s with 
his knowledge and consent was a lie, 
pure and simple. The Brookline police 
had discovered nothing relative to the 
missing girl up to a late hour last night 
and neither had Mrs. Stevenson, who has 
returned from a wild goose chase up in 
New Hampshire, wither she was led by 
some enthusiastic clue hunters. The 
police are strongly of the belief that 
Grace Stevenson, if she is alive, is some- 
where in or near Boston. There is noth- 
ing tangible to base this supposition on, 
however, only perhaps the vague belief 
that some member of the family is 
cognizant of her whereabouts. It might 
be well to state again that she is about 
5 feet 6 inches in hight, has dark brown 
hair, blue eyes, rather heavy eyebrows, 
petite figure and four false upper front 
teeth. Her face is clear and inclined to 
be oval, with lips rather full. On close 
®xamination a slight sear can be seen 
under one of the cheek bones—it is very 
slight, however. 


O'Neil’s Trial Begins Monday. 

Greenfield, Mass., July 14.—The trial 
of John O'Neil for the murder of Mrs, 
Hattie McCloud of Shelburne Falls will 
commence Monday, and as the day ap- 
proaches O'Neil grows more confident 
that he will be acquitted. Chief Justice 
Mason will preside, and with him will be 
Judges Sheldon and Fessenden, At- 
torney General Knowlton will conduct 
the prosecution and will be assisted by 
District Attorney Hammond and At- 
torney Frederick L. Greene. The pris- 
oner Will be represented by Beer & Dowl- 
ing and Charles J. Parkhurst of North 
Adams. It is expected that the gov- 
ernment will present a strong case, 
stronger than the people suppose, and 
even now four state detectives are 
searching for evidence. The state will 
call between 80 and 90 witnesses, and it 
is expected that the trial will not last 
less than a week, while some expect it 
to continue for at least 11 days. Four 
stenographers will take down the evi- 
dence in shifts of five minutes each, and 
they will have four expert typewriters 
to whom to dictate their notes, so that all 
the evidence will be in typewritten form 
at the adjournment of each session, 


Arrested for Forgery. 

Boston, July 14.—John H. Laskey, ex- 
police lieutenant of Boston, ts locked up 
in station 2, Cambridge, to answer toa 
charge of forgery brought by the city 
of Cambridge The specific charge 
against Laskey is forgery of certain 
names which appeared on a bond given 
by him to the city when Laskey, in 1894, 
took the contract for building the engine 
house now occupied by company 7, at the 
corner of Deacon street and Massachu- 
setts avenue, Cambridgevort. 


Supposed Murderer Arrested. 
Pembroke, Ont., July 14.—The author- 
ities here have lodged In jail a young 
man, supposed to be Rev. Francis Her- 
mans or Hamilton, who, in 1895, mur- 
dered and cremated Miss Welling of 
Salt Lake City.

Public Charities. 

Boston, July 14.—Nearly $400,000 is 
goon to be distributed among various 
institutions, most of them in or near 
Boston, by the trustees of a fund set 
aside by Miss Belinda Lull Randall of 
Roxbury about five years ago. Miss 
Randall died on the 14th of last March. 
Since then the trustees have been care- 
fully considering the best way in which 
to dispose of the princely sum entrusted 
to them, and have practically arrived 
at a decision. They were left entirely 
free to use their own discretion in the 
matter. 

It is believed that the following sums 
will be given foxcroft club of Cam- 
bridge, $70,000; Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology, $50,000; Children’s Aid 
society, $50,000; Radcliffe college, $20,000;

STILL NO AGREEMENT.

Tariff Conferees Devote a Whole Day 
to Wool and Sugar Schedules, 


Basis of Compromise Is Now 
Under Consideration. 


Placing of Jute Bagging and Cotton on Free 
List Cause of Much Trouble. 


Washington, July 14.—The tariff con- 
ferees devoted all day yesterday to the 
consideration of the wool and sugar 
schedules, but no agreement was 
reached. 

At one time during the afternoon the 
senate and house conferees separated, 
the house men repairing to the ways and 
means committee room. It was gener- 
ally believed that this ac tion on the part 
of the house men was for the purpose of 
deciding upon a line of policy on sugar, 
but they declined to give out any in- 
formation. 

Contrary to published reports {t 1s 
positively asserted that the sugar s¢ hed- 
ule has not been agreed upon, and in 
fact that all the big questions before 
the conference which have seemingly 
Leen settled are only tentatively agreed 
to, one side or the other insisting that 
they shall be held Nothing will 
be finally so far as the matters 
of importance are concerned until all 
have been decided upon, and the con- 
ferees are re to come to a complet 
agreement 

It is t ved that the wool schedule, 
which has occupied the attention of the 
conference more or less for two days, 
can now be settled whenever other mat- 
ters have reached a stage for final ad- 
justment. The conferees are 
ready to compromise the diff 
first and second-class wools by making 
them both dutiable at 11 cents, and a 
corapromise on third-class has 
been house members of the 
conference, concerning which they ex- 
press the hope that it will be satisfac- 
tory to both the wool growers and the 
carpet manufacturers, but this Is not 
assured. This compromise proposition 
locks to fixing a rate of 3 cents a pound 
on all wool of a value less than 10 cents 
a pound; of 5 cents on wool valued at 
than 10 cents and than 13 
cents a pound, and of 8 cents on that 
above 13 cents a pound in value.

ARBITRATION MAY TRIUMPH. 


Good Prospects of an Early Settlement of the 
Miners’ Strike. 

Pittsburg, July 15.—The prospect for 
a settlement of the strike is 
brighter than at any since the 
both sides are al- 
most ready to count on a resumption of 
work in the near future, 

The cheering announcement is made 
that W. P. De Armitt, president of the 
New York and Cleveland Gas Coal com- 
pany, whose 1200 men have been con- 
Etantly at work, and without whose as- 
Bistance the the movement 
would have been jeopardized, has agreed 
to join with the other operators ina plan 
for the settlement of the strike on a true 
uniformity This result has been 
brought about through the efforts of 
the members of the joint arbitration 
gommission, who have been working 
pissiduously to this end since meeting 
President De Armitt Tuesday. The com- 
mission called upon Mr. De Armitt yes- 
terday and submitted, their plan, to 
which he agreed. Then the commission 
met the miners’ officials and the proposi- 
tion also received their approval.

De Armitt consents to sign a contract 
which will bring about a condition of 
true uniformity in the Pittsburg dis- 
trict according to the plan formulated, 
but which failed 18 months ago. The 
contract provides that there shall be no 
company stores, honest weight, fair 
screens and the removal of other evils 
long complained of by the miners. He 
will sign such a contract provided 98 
per cent of the operators In the Pitts- 
burg district become parties to it. In 
agreeing to the terms, the miners’ offl- 


cials promised to use their influence to 
obtain the signatures of the operators to 


the contract, and they begun this morn- 
ing on this work. They stipulated, how- 
ever, that the proposed contract should 


have no immediate effect in calling off 
the present general suspension. 

General Little of the Ohio board of 
arbitration said last night that if the 
pian Is carried out it will not only affect 


Ohio, Indiana and Illinois, but will be 
a barrier against recurring troubles in 
the Pittsburg district 

The miners’ officials admitted that 
even though they had won the present 
strike without arbitration, the victory

present mining laws, and the new ones 
awaiting t nature of the governor.

Funeral of Miss Brown. 


Many friends gathered Wednesday after- 
noon to pay their respect and homage to 
the sterling character of Miss Lucy Brown, 
who passed away on Sunday.

Jaw Broken. 


Patrick Ford, employed at the Granite 
Railway quarry, had a narrow escape from 
a serious accident On Tuesday.

The 
force of the blow broke his jaw and 
knocked him with the steam drill over the 
embankment of a forty foot hole.

THE GALE IN QUINCY. 


Attained a Velocity of Fifty Miles|Notes from Quincy Point, W 


an Hour at One Time. 


The gale which terminated on Wednes- 
day afternoon was the worst summer storm, 
so far as the velocity of the wind goes and 
its general destructiveness, that we have 
had for years. 

In Quincy at 9.30 Wednesday morning 
the wind attained a maximum yelocity of 
50 miles an hour. At the Blue Hill 
Observatory the highest velocity attained 


was at the rate of 92 milesan hour. This 
gust lasted but a few moments. 
Large trees were destroyed. On the 


place owned by Mr. John H. Roberts at 
Wollaston a huge elm tree was split open. 
Newport avenue, Wollaston, near the 
freight depot, was blocked by a large 
branch of a maple tree which broke off and 
fell across the street. 

At the Mount Wollaston cemetery several 
trees were broken short off, 

In other parts of the city the destruc- 
tiveness of the storm was felt, espécially 
among the fruit trees and crops. 

But little damage was done to the yacht- 
ing in the bay as the wind was off shore. 
The tender to the yacht Vexer broke away 
from the Quincy Yacht club's float on 
Monday night and drifted out the East gut. 
It was picked up by John Eagan of the 
Engineer Corps of Fort Warren, and will 
be returned to the owner today. 

On Wednesday the jib of the yacht 
Vexer, which is moored off the Quincy 
Yacht club house, became unfurled. A 
crew of five men from the club hauled out 
the Mass, Humane Society’s life boat, and, 
launching her under the lee of the club 
house, rowed out to the yacht and secured 
the jib. 

The drop on Stanley Mears’ wharf, was 
blown away. It was secured and beached 
under the lee of Great Hill by a crew 
from the club. 

The yacht Beatrice, Capt. A. J. Cavanagh 
of the Quincy Yacht club, about which 
fears were felt for her safety rode cut the 
gale safely in Portsmouth harbor.

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DAM WAS UNSOUND, 


Water Company Held Responsible 
For Dutchess Junction Horror, 


Five Bodies Have Been Recov- 
ered From Wreckage. 


The Torrent Divided and Swept Everything In 
its Path Before It. 


Newburg, N. Y., July 15.—Structurally 
weak and filled to overflowing by the re- 
cent rains, the twin Meizingha dams, 
which supplied Fishkill Landing and 
Matteawan with water, broke yester- 
day morning about 2:30 o’clock, carry- 
ing death to at least five persons, and 
possibly half a score, tying up a branch 
of the New York.Central and destroy- 
ing brickyards. 

It was Johnstown over again on a 
small scale. 

Thus far five bodies have been taken 
out. They are those of: 

Mrs, John Conroy, aged 36, wife of 
in Timony’'s brickyard. 
was badly bruised by con-

| tact with trees and wreckage, and was 
| covered with mud. 


Mrs. Mary Ferry, aged 38, a widow. 
Her body was taken in the worst con- 
dition of all the victims, being covered 
with mud and bruises. 


William Ferry, aged 9, son of Mrs. 
Ferry. The body was in good condl- 


tion, except for bruises about the head. 
John Sruka, aged 28, a Hungarian. 
Phileumada Deluka, aged 6, an Italian 
girl. 
The missing are: 
John Conroy, aged 2, son of Engineer 


Conroy. 

Julia Conroy, aged 6, daughter of 
Engineer Conroy. 

An unknown Hungarian, whose 


brother declares that he was drowned. 


Coroner Bevier made the folowing 
statement: 

“When I reached the scene of th 
accident, I found that the brickyard 


laborers, Irish, Italian and Hungarian, 
although terrified by the disaster, had 
started a search for the bodies, and 
had already recovered the remains of the 
Italian girl, Deluka, and Willie Ferry. 
I at once set about 40 men at work over- 
hauling the ruins for the others. 

“Our investigation showed that {m- 
mediately after the torrent of water 
had swept away the three dwellings in 
which the victims and survivors lived, 
it had encountered a slight elevation of 
ground, which caused the freshet to 
continue in two streams to 
the railroad bank, where it backed up 
until it overflowed the railroad tracks. 
The little girl was washed down by the 
southern fork, which was the one that 
did the greatest damage to Timony’s 
brickyard, and it was on this branch 
that the little girl was found. All of 
the other bodies were discovered within 
60 feet of each other, covered with wreck- 
age, in a basin which was formed by the 
fork of the flood. There I 
expect to find the other three bodies.” 

As soon as the first excitement, at- 
tendant upon the awful catastrophe, 
had subsided, the thoughts and conver- 
sation of the hundreds of people who had 
gathered at the scene, and of the resi- 
dents of the twin villages of Fishkill 
Landing and Mattewan, turned to the 
question of responsibility for the dis- 
aster. 

Sndignation Against Owners of Dam. 

Coronor Brevier refused to express an 
opinion, beyond this statement: 

“There is great indignation expressed 
against the owners and builders of those 
reservoirs, but I cannot foretell the out- 
come. I have subpoenaed a jury, and 
it is for them to fix the responsibility.” 
M. H. Hoyt, a member of the jury, said: 

“I believe that the Fishkill and Matte- 
wan Water company will be held for 
negligence. One of the dams, at least, 
has been notoriously unsound ever since 
it was built, that was 10 years ago, but it 
has been leaking all the time. The 
dam was 1 1-2 feet above the water and 
3 1-2 feet below, and built of cobble- 
stones. People have been predicting 
its collapse ever since I have lived here.” 

John Robertson, a civil and mechan- 
ical engineer, who has lived in the lo- 
eality for 18 years, made an important 
statement. He lives near the gully 
through which the torrent swept before 
it reached the brickyard, and his house 
came near being carried away by the 
flood. 

Robertson made an examination of 
the two bursted dams, after which he 
said: 

“The accident was caused by the water 
able to find enough outlet. 

“The water overflowed the centre of the 
embankmnt, th consequence being the 
utter destruction of the body of the 
dam. I have been afraid of the reser- 
voir for years, and have been publicly 
condemning it forsome time. The out- 
Jet was four times toosmall. The water- 
shed is about 13,000 acres, the over- 
flow should have been in excess of the 
pressure upon it, which was about 145 
pounds to the square inch.” 

A visit to the reservoir shows that 
the overflow began about 75 feet from the 
gateway and washed out the south side 
of the bank for a distance of 75 feet. 
That weakened the walls so that it 
Btarted toward the north end of the 
gatehouse overflow, and gradually it 
weakened the bank and retaining wall. 
A lot of immense boulders were carried 
down by the stream for half a mile, 
through the gap in the lower reservoir. 
The wave was about 15 feet high, as 
shown by traces alorg its passage. 
When it reached a point about 700 feet 
above the buildings it had spread out 
until it was about 200 feet wide and 10 
feet deep, moving with resistless force. 
It tore out by the roots trees that were 
from one to two feet in diameter. A 
curiosity of the flood is seen in the mul- 
titude of little fish left in the sinkholes 
along the course taken by the water. 

Engineer John Conroy, who lost his 
wife and two children, says that they 
were not in the building when the flood 
came. They were on a knoll on the 
edge of the flood. He told his wife to 
stay there with the children until he 
went back to the building, but she at- 
tempted to find a place of greater ap- 
parent safety, and in crossing to another 
house the flood swept her and the chil- 
dren to their death. 
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& LTAN’S IRADE. 


Ministers Commanded to Concirde Peace Ne- 
gotiations as Soon as Possible. 

Constantinople, July 15.—Important 
ministerial councils were held on Sun- 
day and Monday, at which an indem- 
nity of £6,000,000 was agreed upon as 
the extreme limit of Turkey's concession. 
This agreement was sanctioned by an 
fmperial irade. The councils further 
prepared a report stigmatizing the con- 
cert of Europe as “a league of Cross 
against Crescent.” The sultan, after 
considering the report, answered by the 
following irade: 

“I am convinced that the effort and 
energy of the powers are directed en- 
tirely towards the maintenance of pace 
and the prevention of fresh complica- 
tions. In these circumstances, it is the 
plain duty of Turkey, whose sentiments 
are likewise pacific, to put an end to 
the present abnormal situation. 

“Consequently I command the min- 
isters, if possible, to find the necessary 
means for concluding the negotiations, 
and to sign the preliminaries for peace 
by Thursday.” 

The foregoing is authentic, but it is 
regarded as a ruse intended to delay a 
decision, although in some quarters it 
has led to the belief that today’s council 
will decide to meet Europe's views on 
the frontier question. 

The grand vizier had along and stormy 
interview on Monday with Count Neli- 
doff, the Russian ambassador to Turkey, 
who insisted upon the evacuation of 
Thessaly and, according to rumor, 
threatened that Russia would retaliate 
in Asia Minor if Turkey remained ob- 
stinate. To this the grand vizier replied 
that Turkey was ready to comply with 
this demand when Russia should have 
evacuated Kars and Batoum. 

It is stated that the ambassadors at 
their conferences have arranged a plan 
of coercion, by which Russia will block- 
ade the Bosphorus and England the 
Dardanelles, while Austria will seize the 
railway to Salonika. It is rumored that 
while the ezar’s reply to the sultan’s 
telegram was peremptory, Emperor 
William promised to consider, but later 
the German ambassador strongly ad- 
vised the porte to agree with Europe’s 
demands. 

Confirmation has been received of the 
report that the Turks are constructing 
a military road in one of the passes of 
Mount Othrys and are preparing to re- 
sume hostilities.

At the senate end of the capitol yes- 
terday it was said with a go d deal of 
emphasis that no matter how much talk 
the house made it would have to take 
its medicine, and it might as well make 
up its mind to swallow the dose and 
make as few faces as possible about it. 

Over on the house side, however, a 
different story is told. Members of the 
he use say that the backs of the conferees 
have been stiffened, and they dare not, 
for their own sake, sign a report which 
is an abject surrender to the senate. 
The house, they say, would not tolerate 
it for one moment, and the report would 
be sent back to the conference and the 
conferees instructed to hold out to the 
last. 

These men say it will be easier to reach 
an agreemnt now than it will be later, 
because if the conferees submit a report 
which is rejected by the house they will 
be given such ironclad instructions that 
compromise would then be out of the 
question and one side or the other would 
have to make a complete surrender or 
else the bill will fail. 

From all that can be learned, how- 
ever, there has been a general reces- 
sion from the partial agreements. In 
the more important articles, until sugar, 
wool, hides, etc., can be definitely fixed. 
Sugar is still the principal contention, 
The best reperts represents the house 
conferees, with Speaker Reed behind 
them, holding out for the house sugar 
schedule, without change Whatever, and 
the senators as quite determined not to 
yield to this extent. The house con- 
ferees insist that this schedule must be 
definitely fixed before other questions 
shall be taken up. 

One of the other questions of second- 
ary importance upon which sharp dif- 
ferences have arisen is the senate amend- 
ment for a stamp tax on stocks and 
bonds. The house opposes the amend- 
ment, but the senators while not wedded 
to it insist upon it as necessary for 
revenue. The house is also resisting 
strenuously the 20-per cent duty placed 
upon hides, and is at the same time 
persistently holding out for a restora- 
tion of gunny bags, cotton ties, ete., tc 
the dutiable list. 

A senator who talked with one of tha 
conferees said: “They are in a tem- 
porary deadlock and are tied up all along 
the line. It looks as if the situation 
might remain unchanged for a week.” 

While this appears to be a correct out- 
line of the situation, the prevailing im- 
pression is that a settlement of one or 
two Important schedules would be im- 
mediately followed by a complete ad- 
justment of all of the differences.

London, July 16.—A dispatch from 
Paris to a news agency here Says that 
investigation at the American embassy 
there has elicited a confirmation of the 
rumor that the governments of Spain 
and Japan have arranged an offensive 
alliance against the United States. 

The terms of the understanding, which 
is for the mutual protection of Cuba and 
Hawaii, provide that in the event of an 
actively aggressive movement on the 
part of the United States tending toward 
interference in Cuban affairs or per- 
sistence in the annexation of the Ha- 
waiian islands, both Spain and Japan 
shall declare war simultaneously against 
the United States, and shall make hos- 
tile demonstrations along both the At- 
lantic and Pacific coast lines of that 
country, 

Improbable, Says Day. 

Washington, July 16.—Little credence 
is placed in official circles here in the 
statement that the Spanish and Japan- 
ese governments have entered into an 
offensive alliance against the United 
States for the mutual protection of Cuba 
and Hawaii. Secretary Sherman was 
indisposed when a reporter called at his 
house last night, but Mr. Day, the first 
assistant secretary, discredited the re- 
port, and regarded it as too improbable 
to discuss. “The state department has 
no information concerning the reported 
alliance,” he said, “and I don’t believe 
is any foundation for the state- 
ment that one has been entered into.” 

Both the Spanish and the Japanese 
ministers are away from the city.

Beresford to the Colonies. 

London, July 16.—Lord Charles Beres- 
ford has written a letter in reference to 
the offer of the Cape Colony to presenta 
first-class battleship to Great Britain, 
in which he deprecates the fact that the 
colonies are hurrying to imitate 
Cape, because, as he says, in the event 
of war strategic reasons might requir< 
the removal of the fleet from colonial 
waters, leaving the colonies open to hos- 
tile attacks, and this might cause sore- 
ness and misunderstanding on the part 
of the Officials of the colonies which had 
contributed to the purpose of the iron- 
clads.

Portland, Me., July 16.—It is given out 
that a company has been organized to 
furnish electric ight and power for this 
city and for the erection of a big paper 
mill on the Presumptscot river at Gor- 
ham.

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ARBITRATORS HOPEFUL. 


Two Leading Coal Operators Head List of 
Signers to Uniform Agreement. 

Pittsburg, July 16.—Yesterday was de- 
voted to hard work on the part of the 
joint arbitration commission in their ef- 
forts to secure true uniformity in this 
district as suggested by W. P. De Ar- 
mitt, and all express themselves 48 well 
gatisfied with the progress made. Two 
of the largest operators in the district, 
W. P. De Armitt and Francis L. Rob- 
bins, have consented to head the list, 
and the commissioners feel satisfied that 
the other operators will soon fall in line. 

It is claimed by the miners’ officials, 
however, that the understanding was 
that the agreement meant 95 per cent of 
the output of the district, whereas it is 
now said to mean 95 per cent of the 
operators. They say it will be absolutely 
impossible to get 95 per cent of the 
joperators, as there are @ great many 
operators mining on @ small scale, 
President Dolan said that while he wou.d 
do all in his power to assist the commis- 
sioners in securing the signatures of the 
operators to the agreement, he thought 
the proposition was a scheme of Presi- 
dent De Armit’s to keep his men at work 
and prolong the strike. 

General Little of the Ohlo arbitration 
board said that every obstacle had been 
removed in the way of @ settlement 
along the lines proposed, and that he 
had not heard of any operators who 
would not sign. 

Commissioner Edward Ridgely and

Washington, July 16.—The Republican 
conferees are still in deadlock over the 
tariff bill, because they have not got 
to the point of compromising the sugar 
schedule and agreeing on other import- 
ant senate amendments in contest be- 
tween the two houses which would 
promptly follow, for sugar is the key 
to the deadlock. 

One of the house conferees said yes- 
terday that they might never agree, or 
that if they agreed, their report might be 
rejected by either the senate or the 
house, and so there would be no tariff 
bill enacted at this session, and all the 
efforts of the administration and the 
labors of the senators and representa~- 
tives would go for nothing. 

The whole power of the administra- 
tion has been exerted to pass @ new 
teriff law at his session, which was 
called expressly for that purpose, and 
it is preposterous to suppose that the 
administration would let the bill fail 
at the end. 

President McKinley expects an agree- 
ment on the conference report, and that 
at a comparatively early day, although 


he has about concluded that the bill 
will not reach him much before Aug. 
1, and that he may not be able to go 


to Chicago next week to the unveiling 
of the General Logan monument, lest 
he should be needed here in connection 
with the tariff bill. President McKin- 
ley has given the conferees no specific 
advice about the schedules, but he has 
lost no opportunity to urge them to 
hurry up their work, so as to get through 
as soon as possible. 

Senator Aldrich and Governor Ding- 
ley both agree that the conferees will 
be able to reach an agreement, and 
that there is no prospect that the tariff 
bill will fail. Although both have been 
standing out for their contentlons on 
sugar and the other important 
tested matters, both realize that com- 
promises will be necessary, and will 
be made, and that thus an agreement 
will be consummated which will stand 
the test of an actual vote in the two 
houses.

was spent in considering 
minor details of the bill which have 
ear over with an occasional 
reference to the differences on the sugar 
schedule, which is still the stumbling 
block. There was discussion of 
a compromise on this schedule and the 
genera! impression about the senate was 
that the changed aspect in the com- 
mittee was due to the fact that there 
was a more yielding disposition on the 
part of the representatives of both houses. 
Senators, not in the conference, but in 
close touch with the members of it, ex- 
press the opinion that the contending 
factions are very near an adjustmnet 
which will compromise the differences 
on the sugar schedule. 

On the heuse side, on the other hand, 
among those in close touch with the con- 
ferees it is asserted with the most posi- 
tiveness that the house conferees have 
no intention of yielding anything to the 
senate on the sugar schedue, and the 
opinion is freely expressed that tha 
Geadlock will continue indefinitely until 
the senate yields. The house conferees 
they say know that they have practi- 
cally the unanimous support of the house 
Republicans back of them in their con- 
tention for the house schedule, and, 
moreover, they claim that many of the 
senate Republicans agree with them on 
this point. 

The tariff conference committee has 
tinade the discovery that there will be 
still further difficulty in arranging the 
Wool schedule on account of the ob- 
Jections of the carpet manufacturers, 
It appears that while the makers of the 
more expensive grades of carpet gave 
their assent to the compromise of 4 and 
& cents, the makers of the cheaper car- 
pets are not pleased, and ask that the 
tate on the lower grades of wool be re- 
duced to 3 cents. The wool men are 
not willing to concede this demand. The 
worsted manufacturers are also mak- 
ing trouble over the senate amendment 
putting a double duty on wool of the 
second class, which may have been 
washed. Heretofore there has been no 
additional duty on the w ashed article 
and it is claimed that the change will 
work a material hardship. 

The Democratic side of the chamber 
is somewhat disturbed over the vacancy 
caused by the death of Senator Harris 
“I fear,” said Senator Jones of Arkansas, 
in discussing the question, “that the 
vacancy may, if not filled before the 
time, occasion no little embarrassment 
when We reach the vote on the confer- 
ence report.

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CHAPTER I. 

Secrets of which naturalists have not 
dreamed lurk in the great dark swamps 
of the south. Mystery is always fasci- 
nating and never more so than when it 
Is hedged with physical barriers. De 
Soto and Ponce de Leon were not the 
first men to feel the strange influence 
of those glooray, vine tangled and moss 
matted forests whose trees stand ankle 
deep in stagnant water and whose very 
sounds are like audible expressions of 
silence. The red men had their legends, 
from the remotest sources, connecting 
the swamps with the most picturesque 
ereations of their fancy and imagina- 
tion. In fact, it 1s doubtful 1f any per 
son who has spent much time in the 
low country of the south has quite es- 
caped a very definite impression of the 
weird influence exerted by the gloom, 
the solemnity, the silence and the tan- 
gled intricacy of those plashy and dis- 
mal jungles of live oak, magnolia, cy- 
press, cane and Spanish moss. The ef- 
fect on the imagination is not elevating, 
nor is it, exactly speaking, depressing. 
At first one is repelled by the flat, 
heavy monotony; then follows a recog- 
nition of the awful sketch of mystery 
outlined in the shadows, the bewilder- 
ing tangles and the funereal depths of 
those moss hung aisles, and finally one’s 
imagination begins to find the stuff of 
which strange dreams are made, ma- 
terials as insubstantial and airy as the 
blue film on the mountain, but as 
gloomy and dismal as the swamps them- 
selves. 

I have found it very interesting to 


study with minute care the effect this | 


swamp influence has had upon persons 
who have been born and reared within 
the shadows of those jungles. There is 


amarked difference between the Crack- | 
er of the pine woods and the man of} 


the swamps. The latter shows in his 
hollow cheeks, in his sallow, withered 
skin and in his pathetically melancholy 
eyes the strain of a lifelong fear, the 
worry of a gloomy anticipation. I am 
quite sure, however, that the swamp 
denizen is but obscurely conscious, if 
conscious at all, in most cases, of this 
torture of a constantly impending dread, 
and yet even the children, playing in 
cotton slipped freedom on the “knees’’ 
of the cypress trees, carry unmistakable 
traces of the hereditary swamp gloom 
in their bloodless faces. 

But it was upon the negro slave un- 
der the old regime that those scowlits, 
and maleficent swamp jungles wrought 
their most peculiar effects, and the so 
called creole negroes were the especial 
victims of a superstition which, like 
some subtle malaria, crept by night out 
of those damp and almost impenetrable 
meshes cf trees, vines, moss, water 
weeds and suffocating canebrakes to 


hover about the plantatiom cabins. It is | 
true enough to say that those negroes | 
swamp to avoid much merited punish- 


were sunny natured and merry hearted, 
but it is quite as true to record the pre- 
vailing and persistent duskiness and 
desolateness, so to speak, of their super- 
stition. Their songs were light, their 
laughter as gay as it was unrestrained, 
but song and laughter died on the edge 
of the swamp. The quill blower, that 
Pan of the African race, was upon every 
low country plantation, and his 
‘‘quills,’’ as the cane joints were called, 
came from the brakes along the sluggish 
swamp rivers. But the crude syrinx was 


never able to quite whistle away the 
fear of the jungle by night, notwith- 
standing the mad love of music, of even 
that simple sort, 
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| Coupcourts and the De Blieus, two old 


and mighty families, was at its highest 


| pitch of bitterness and deadliness. Since 
ithe close of the war many of the old 


plantations in that great swamp region 
have been wholly deserted and nothing 
remains to tell where they once were 
save a young growth of close set trees 
and the scattered ruins of mansions and 
negro quarters. The De Blieu and Coup- 
court fend ended in the year 1565, just 
as the great storm of war had at last 


| ceased in the up country. It ended very 


| strangely and, as befitted the predica- 
|ment, with a singularly dramatic coup 


de main in the very heart of the swamp 
known as the Terre aux Loups-garous. 


CHAPTER II. 

It does not matter, so far as this story 
goes, when or why or how the Coup- 
court-De Blieu feud began. Suffice it to 
say that during the decade immediately 
preceding the one crisis that I am about 
to describe no year passed without one 
or more fatal meetings between mem- 
bers of the warring families. At last 
the only male representatives left above 
earth to settle the feud were two young 
men, Toulme de Blieu and Jacques 
Coupcourt, both of whom were in France 
at school when their respective fathers, 
already grown old, met, fought and 
killed each other with due dignity and 
nerve. 

Of course Toulme and Jacques, upon 
receipt of a detailed account of this pa- 
rental conflict and its tragic ending, 


| hastened back to Mississippi with hearts 


burning for revenge. Toulme would kill 
Jacques, and Jacques would kill Toulme, 
which would end the feud. I say that 
both hastened back, but in fact Jacques 
failed to reach his destination, was ship- 
wrecked and carried to western South 
America, had a long illness and many 
other hindrances, so that it was the old 
time year and a day before he appeared, 
weary and travel worn, but still full of 
fight, at his dear old plantation home 
and began to look about for Toulme de 
Blien. Of course Toulme was not hard 
to find, for no sooner was it said that 
Jacques Coupeourt had returned than 
the last of the male De Blieus was in 
an ecstasy, a very rapture, of murderous 
emotion. Pistols were examined and 
knives put in good slashing and stabbing 
order. 

This feud between the De Blieu and 
the Coupcourt families had, as a matter 
of course, extended to their slaves, but 
in the latter case the fights had usually 
been very noisy, but quite bloodless. One 
instance, however, had varied the mo- 
notony. Far back, in 1837 perhaps, a 
De Blieu negro of the name of Toussaut 
had killed a Coupcourt negro of the 
name of Loup-garou. The fight had taken 
place in the swamp under peculiar cir- 
cumstances, and pine knots were the 
weapons used. The two combatants 
were runaways, each having fled to the 


ment at the hands of the overseer. They 
met in the very middle of the swamp. 
**Bete—diabl’ de Coupcourt!’’ ‘*Chien 
de l’enfer!’’ 

They spoke as nearly as possible each 
in the accent and with the manner of 
his master. Each flourished his pine 
knot, which had been carefully selected 
for another purpose, the repelling of 
bloodhounds, and glared at his ebony 
faced opponent. 

That was a vigorous if not a graceful 
duel. The parrying was awkward, but 
the blows were heavy and resonant.

Bristol, R. I., July 17.—The new tor- 
pedo boat Dupont, built by the Heres- 
hoffs, started out on her official speed 
trial yesterday, but through an accident 
the trial was called off.

Boston Land Values. 


The amount of land occupied by the new 
union station in Boston will be 1,077,191 
square feet and it is assessed this year at 
$475 per foot, making tbe valuation of 
land $5,116,667; nearly as much as the 
buildings and land before the changes, 
when the assessment was $5,835,300. 

Some comparisons of valuations in the 
vicinity have been made by the Herald 
which will be of interest. 

Directly opposite the new terminal, at 
Nos, 207 to 223 Federal street, is the 
large wool warehouse known as the 
Hecht building, and covering over 25,000 
square feet of land. This is now assessed 
for $18 a foot; a year ago it was $10. 
The adjoining parcel, the southwesterly 
corner of Federa) and Summer streets, 
3,287 feet, is rated at $35 instead of $25 as 
a year ago. 

Going up Summer street on the left 
hand, or southerly side, the next piece, 
No, 183, is $25, an advance of $9 a foot ; 
from there to the corner of South street, 
the averages were $15 a foot last year, 
and are $22 this. 

Both corners of Summer and South 
streets are rated at $33; a year ago it was 
$28. The southeasterly corner of Lincoln 
and Summer streets stands at $35, an in- 
crease of $5, and the opposite one at $30, 
an advance of $3. The Church Green 
building, between Summer and Bedford 
streets, has been increased $2 to $42, 

Starting at the foot of Summer street 
again, on the north side, one finds heavy 
additions to the land values. The corner 
has been, on paper, cut off, leaving Arioch 
Wentworth’s parcel of 3099 feet on the 
corner. This has been raised from $14 to 
$30; his adjoining piece of 6241 feet has 
been increased from $9 to $29 a foot. 

Lying between Summer, High and Fed- 
eral streets there is a triangular plot of 
land divided into several lots, and this, 
too, has been advanced, the corner of 
Summer and High streets from $28 to $35; 
Nos, 15 and 17 High street, from $20 to 
$25; the Ware parcel on the corner of 
Federal and High and running through to 
Summer, from $22 to $28; the small piece 
on the corner of Summer and Federal, 
from $25 to $40; a tiny piece of 132 feet 
next to it, from $30 to $40, and the other 
small parcel, No. 148 Summer street, from 
$ 2 to $30. 

The block bounded by Atlantic avenue, 
Federal, Purchase and Congress streets 
bas seen big changes. 

Oo Atlantic avenue, between Congress 
and Pearl streets, on the west side, the 
average raise has been from $650 to $9, 
and the influence of the station has ex- 
tended to about Oliver street. 

Changes on High and Purchase streets 
were smalier. 

Some of the largest advances are found 
on Federal street opposite the station and 
on Cove street. The Proctor building site, 
alarge lot with much back land, is now 
rated at $18, just double what it was a 
year ago; two or three small pieces near it 
now stand at $22 to $25 instead of $10 to 
$15, and the northerly corner of Federal 
and Essex at $30, having been doubled. 

The influence of the station is felt around 
on Essex street likewise, Nos. 204 to 210 
going up from $9 to $15, and the easterly 
corner of that street and Sonth street from 
$19 to $25. Along South street from Essex 
to Summer from $2 to $4 has been tacked 
onto the valuations. On the corner of 
Essex and Lincoln an advance of $3 has 
been made to $22. 

One of the most interesting parcels in 
the whole lot is that occupied by Bradford, 
Thomas & Co. on the corner Essex and 
Cove streets. Cove street was a narrow 
back alley of little account; Cove street 
is to beagreat street 100 feet in width. 
Hence the doubling of the valuation on 
the 14,450 square feet and the rating it 
now at $15. This parcel of land, for 
which John C. Haynes paid about $86,000 
four or five years ago, is now assessed at 
$216,500.

WAR ON OTIS HILL. 


The Cadet Storm and Capture it 
—5000 Visitors. 


Yesterday was the great day at the camp 
of Cadets at Hingham, fully 5000 visitors 
being present. Much interest was taken 
in the skirmish exercises on O:is hill in 
the rear of the camp grounds. 

The object in view was to occupy the 
bill, and to accomplish this the four com- 
panies, dressed in their campaign uniforms 
of brown duck, equipped with canteens, 
haversacks and tin coffee pots, with a camp 
axe for each squad, marched along the 
road to the base of the hill. 

Col. Edmands then sent the four com- 
panies forward to take their positions in 
order to surround the hill. The command 
took the position of a battalion in advance, 
and moved forward with skirmishers in 
front, firing at the imaginary enemy at the 
crest of the hill. 

According to the plan of Col. Edmands, 
the right flank acted as a pivot after the 
battalion had progressed a short distance 
up the hill, and the left was then used to 
Sweep the top of the elevation, The 
reserves were brought forward, and the 
enemy was driven down the other side of 
the hill, until the battalion held the 
further slope. 

The hill baving been captured and the 
supposed enemy put to rout, the bat- 
talion marched to the foot of the hill 
and cooked coffee over small fires built 
by the men, and then returned to camp, 
hungry but full of fight. 

The afternoon drills were conducted 
before the usual large crowd, and the 
battalion showed a marked improve- 
ment, 

The corps gave one of the finest ex- 
hibitions of the manual ever seen on the 
field, and the passage in review has 
never been equalled. It aroused the 
enthusiasm of the spectators who loudly 
applauded the excellent work cf the 
boys. 

The corps broke camp at noon today, 
taking the boat for Boston, and marching 
from the wharf to the armory. 


Today Breaks Record. 


This is the hottest day of the year, the 
noon temperature being 95 degrees, against 
94 July 5, and 93 July 9. Itis the eighth 
day this year the mercury has been at 90 or 
higher, 

There has been quite a drop in the 
mercury siuce 12 M. however.

New Sunday Law Ignored. 

New Haven, July 19.—The new Sunday 
closing law, passed by the last general 
assembly, and which, if enforced, would 
close up every store of every kind in 
the state, and even stop the sale of Sun- 
day newspapers, was not generally ob- 
served throughout the state yesterday. 
Reports from different parts of the state 
show that in most places business went 
on as usual. At New London. how- 
ever, with the exception of the drug 
stores, Sunday business of every kind 
was suspended, and at Willimantie all 
places of business, aside from drug 
stores, after 1 o'clock. The newsstands 
were closed all day, and not a Sunday 
paper could be obtained. The law was 
not enforced in any other part of the 
state, those closing doing so of theirown 
accord, It is generally belfeved that 
there will be no prosecutions until com- 
plaints are made.

ENCLAND _MuUST LEAD, 


B | Perry Belmont Talks of Pr of Prospects of aiaeas 
tional Bimetallism. 

New York, July 19.—Perry Belmont, 
who returned from Europe on Saturday, 
in a carefully prepared interview, which' 
he gives out for publication, has this to’ 
Say on the money question: 

“In regard to the present attitude of 
Europe towards international bimetal-| 
lism, there are advocates of it in France, 
iingland and Germany as there were a 
year ago, but the advocacy has not in- 
creased in volume or intensity, Neither 
France nor Germany will unite with us 
in placing gold and silver on a parity, 
unless England leads the way. The 
continued inerease in gold production, 
the surplus last year and this year of 

sritish income over expenditure, the 
continued supremacy of England in com- 
merce and of London as an international 
money market have the effect of the 
persuading parliament that the present 
coinage, currency and financlal system 
is good, even though there is distress in 
India. Reduction of taxation with an 
enlargement of its basis there may be, 
if peace continues, but probably not a 
modification of coinage or currency laws 
so long as existing British industrial 
prosperity endures. 

“The McKinley administration is ac- 
tively endeavoring, as the Republican 
platform of 1896 requires, to promote the 
of silver by international 
agreement. Its ambassadors and special 
commissioners are working in concert, 
under the law enacted by the last con- 
gress which Cleveland approved. The 
question of the ratio to be adopted fs kept 
in abeyance. There is every prospect of 
an international conference to be held 
within a short time, and probably to as- 
semble in Paris. 

“Puropean bimetallists believe that ff, 
in the failure of international bimetal- 
lism, we shall open our mints to silver 
on the ratio of 16, and subsequently 
Europe opens hers on the ratio of 154, 
then all our gold will leave us as ft did 
after 1834 and only token silver coins 
would remain.”

CREATED ‘IMMORTAL POEM. 


Death of Lady Who Suggested “The Last 
Rose of Summer” to Moore. 
New York, July 19.—Mrs. Amella 


Kohler died yesterday at Mount Ver- 
non. Had it not been for Mrs. Kohler 
Tom Moore might never have written the 
line, “Tis the Last Rose of Summer.” 
The poem was of her suggestion, and 
the first line was from her lips. She was 
early in the century a close friend of 
Moore’ r, Who kepta private school 
in London. While walking in the garden 
of the school with the poet one day, Mrs. 
Kohler, so the story runs, plucked a rose, 
remarking: *Tis the laSt rose of sum- 
m why not write about it, Mr. Moore?” 
The incident suggested the thought 
that was afterwards so beautifully 
woven into verse, and the poem was 
ledicated by the poet “To Amelia,” which 
is Mrs. Kohler’s i rst name. 

Mrs. Kohler’s life was interesting in 
more Ways than this, however. She was 
2 when she died, and for 20 years had 
lived with her daughter, Mrs. F. N. 
Saunders, who lives with her husband in 
Mount Vernon. Her maiden name was 
Amelia Offergeld, and her father was 
an officer under General Blucher. The 
family home was In Aix La Chappelle. 
Mrs. Kohler frequently spoke of having 
seen Napoleon in her girlhood, 
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He Knows Japan. 

Colorado Springs, July 19.—H. P. 
Lillibridge, who was consul general from 
Hawali to Japan during the reign of King 
Kalakaua, has written a letter to Sena- 
tor Hanna, in which he says: “Please 
say to both McKinley and Sherman that 
1 know whereof I speak when I tell you 
the designs of Japan on Hawaii are ex- 
actly as intimated in the editorials of 
the Japan Herald, notwithstanding all 
the denials Hoshi Toru can make. Ever 
since Japan captured the Lu Kiu Islands 
in 1875 the bee of conquest has been buzz- 
ing in her headgear. Her more recent 
success in Korea and China and her 
acquisition of Formosa, as well as the 
submissive, undignified, weak vis-a-vis 
which our government of political job 
lots presents to them and to Spain, 
furnish all the incentive and encourage- 
ment necessary to justify Japan's idea 
that Havali will be an easier conquest 
than any that have gone before, if she 
moves quic kly.’ 


Heard From In Alaska. 

Portland, Ore., July 19.—Russell Mont- 
gomery, a United States naval cadet, 
who disappeared from Annapolis over 
a year ago, has been heard from in 
Alaska. Hie writes to his father, J 
S. Montgomery, a well known capitalist 
of this city that he has a claim in the 
Klondyke district and is now working 
It successfully. Young Montgomery falled 
In his examinations at Annapolis, which 
fact so humiliated him that lg’ departed 
from Annapolis without leaving any 
word behind him, although his father has 
used every effort to find his son, nothing 
has been heard of him until the letter 
from Alaska was received.

TROUBLE IS EXPECTED 


Btriking Coal Miners Feel Pangs of 
Hunger and Are Restive, 


March Today on Mines Where 
Diggers Are Working. 


Operators Are Now Calling For Deputies to 
Protect Their Men. 


Pittsburg, July 19.—Late events in the 
Pittsburg coal mining district indicate 
that there is trouble ahead. ‘The strike 
has been on for two weeks, with no cause 
fur alarm from any quarter, but the 
pangs of hunger and mutterings of dis- 
content have taken tangible form, and 
before noon 1000 miners will have 
marched on Cannonsburg, the objective 
point being the Boone and Allison mines. 

A few days ago the operators of these 
mines made a requisition on the sheriff 
et Washington county for additional 
deputies. It is supposed that there are 
at least 30 deputies at each mine, well 
armed for any friction that may take 
place. Yesterday the miners of the 
Miller's and Tom's run district held 
mass meetings. The gatherings were 
attended by men, women and children. 
The women did not lag in the interest 
taken. Many of them openly branded 
their husbands as cowards. They argued 
that they might as well fight as starve. 
The men said the victory could be won 
providing every coal miner employed in 
the sections where the lake trade is sup- 
plied would join the general movement 
of idleness. 

Plans for bringing out the miners at 
work in the Boone and Allison mines 
were discussed. Special committees were 
sent from one meeting to another. It 
was decided to march on to Cannonsburg 
mines last night. The processidn was 
made up of three divisions from the dif- 
ferent sections. They will be mobilized 
at Bridgeville and take up the tramp 
of 12 miles across the country. 

Whether the miners went armed is 
not yet known, but they expected to be 
at the mines when the offending diggers 
were ready to go to work and to use 
every influence possible to keep them 
from going into the mines. Someofthe 
most conservative of the leaders claim 
that there will be no bloodshed. They 
say that when the colliers see such a 
big demonstration in favor of what they 
term a peaceful battle for bread, they 
cannot enter the mines and retain their 
manhood. 

Every effort was made to keep the 
movement a secret for fear the force of 
deputies at the mines would be further 
increased. Just what the result will be 
fs difficult at this hour totell. The men 
are known to be ina condition of semi- 
insanity on the strike question. They 
have been goaded on by suffering wives, 
daughters and sweethearts, and it ap- 
pers as if It is the beginning of the end 
of the strike. 

The negotiations to tnfluence the coal 
operators of this district to sign a unl- 
form agreement is still going on. Sec- 
retary G. Frank Schmid said that the 
prospects were brighter than they have 
been since negotiations began. He said 
that within the next few days powerful 
and potent influence would be brought 
to bear on the operators, and with the 
strike in the present condition the iIn- 
dications were for a successful consuma- 
tion of the agreement. As an evidence 
that the operators are not counting on 
arbitration, it was announced by a prom- 
inent operator that if the strike in West 
Virginia does not prove successful, the 
Pittsburg operators will make an effort 
early next week to start their mines at 
the 69-cent rate, the rate now asked by 
the strikers. They will claim that as 
they are willing to pay the price asked 
the law must protect them in the opera- 
tion of their mines. 


Killed by Jumping From Train, 

Haverhill, Mass., July 19.—Charles H. 
Chase, aged 27, of Boston, jumped from 
a train at East Kingston yesterday and 
was killed instantly, his head being ter- 
ribly crushed. Chase for some time past 
has been the proprietor of the cigar 
stand in the “Old Elm” restaurant on 
Tremont street, Boston, opposite the 
Common. Young Chase was a nephew 
of Charles E. Sleeper, manager of Hotel 
Plaza, Columbus avenue. Mr. Chase 
was on his way home to remain over Sun- 
fay. 

Poker Players Arrested. 

Lewiston, Me., July 19.—Captain Scan- 
nell of the Lewiston police force and 
State Detective Fred L. Odlin raided two 
places on Main street in this city late 
Saturday night, and in the two places 
caught 22 men playing poker. The 
names of the men were taken and they 
were ordered to report at the municipal 
court this morning. The officers re- 
fused to divulge the names of the men, 
but it is rumored that a number of quite 
prominent citizens are among them. 


Edward Charles Baring Dead, 

London, July 19.—Edward Charles Bar- 
ing, first baron Revelstoke, is dead. He 
was born in 1828 and was created a 
baron in 1885. He was formally director 
of the bank of England, and was the 
senior partner of the firm of Baring 
Bros., financ! iers,

Partial Revival of the Polonaise—Sleeves 
and Accessories. 


[Special Correspondence.] 

New Yorks, July 18.—Some call them 
tunics and some call them ‘‘polly- 
naises,’’ and the English girls call them 
‘*tops,’? so that itis difficult to know 
just what to call them, but they are 
really overdresses, bearing some resem- 
blance to the tunic and also to the polo- 
naise of old. They are cut wide in the 
back and still wider in front and finish- 
ed at the neck and shoulders like a 
dress, but at the waist line they are 
belted in sometimes with a leather or 
kid belt and at the others with one of 
stiffened velvet ribbon. The garment 
reaches in one line broken only by the 
belt from neck to foot, and it is open on 
the sides. One was made of barred silk 
grenadine over silk in light gray. The 
bars were green and lilac. Down the 
front there was a ruffle of silk mull to

match the underskirt, and the same 
sort of ruffle extended around the bot- 
tom and up the sides of the garment. 
A milliner’s fold of silk was set just 
above the ruffle. There was a collar 
formed of the grenadine, bordered with 
a wide silk mull plaiting and three 
very narrow ones above. The whole 
costume was considered a very stylish 
one. It is well that it is stylish, for it 
certainly is not beautiful. I should not 
have gone to such pains to describe it 
were it not that we are to have more 
than one of such garments this fall. 
Some of them will be shorter in front 
and as long in the back. Some will be 
draped. 

From a private letter from Paris J 
am informed that many nimble fingers 
are now busy embroidering black velvet 
polonaises with black silk in heavy de- 
signs, picked out with fine cut jet beads 
and edged with beaded fringe. Heavy 
ribbed silk is also seen in the hands of 
the workers for other of these garments. 
Cashmere double and alys cloth and 
bengaline are also among the stuffs em- 
ployed to make these tunics, or pola 
naises, as one prefers to call them, I 
sbould add. In the fine goods the gar- 
ments are fitted with center and gjde 
seams, likewise darts, and no belts will 
be worn. In short, they will resemble 
very closely the old time polonaise. 

The new sleeves are very tight, loose, 
short or long, snug at the wrists or flar- 
ing, just as it pleases the wearer to have 
them. A very pretty sleeve for thin 
stuff has the bottom cut flaring, and is 
trimmed with inch wide insertion iy 
three rows down the center, where tbe 
whole is finished with a lace frill. At 
the top there isone cap made of the 
goods plaited bias, and over that a fall 
of lierre lace just as wide as the cap. 

Today Icame across something un- 
usually pretty. It is intended to be worn 
with plain gowns, and is suitable for 
ladies of almost all ages. This was a 
‘‘pair of bretelles’’ in pale blue silk 
muslin, black velvet ribbon and ribbon 
tabs of moire of the same pale blye ta 
hang in the back. The silk mull front 
parts were arranged so as to fall a little 
below the belt in front in apron fashion. 
The belt is of the moire ribbon agd is 
closely draped to the back, where there 
are one knot and two upward loops, 
each bordered with the three rows of 
black velvet ribbon and a gathered ruffle 
of the mull. Where the bretelles are 
gathered at the shoulder they are held 
under bows of the moire. This is very 
dressy and much prettier than one 
might think from the description, in 
which I forgot to mention that the ruffle 
extends all around the outer edges, 

There is a new lace wrought of thich 
braid and lace stitch, The braid forma 
the designs, and the lace stitch hojds 
them together, and the result is fine 
aud rich. Figaros, etons and funny lit- 
tle empire jackets are made of it, and it 
makes a rich addition to a simple dyess, 

Among things of minor note one thay 
say that white cuffs are rarely seeg now 
on shirt waists. The wrists are most 
often finished with a bias plaiting of

the waist material. Veils are of crepe 
lisse and silk tissue, generally white or 
pearl with a couple of silk stripes along 
the edge. A few still affect the green, 
red, blue or brilliant purple net veils 
to match colors in the hat, but in al- 
most every case these ure frightfally 
unbecoming. There are some very fancy 
oxford ties with arabesque patterns of 
kid or leather stitched ona foundation 
of suede or prunella There are also new 
russet shoes where the toes are of brown 
patent leather and the rest of suede in 
rather light shade.

Not only are large quantities of arti- 
ficial ice now being used to supply th 
retail trade, but most large breweries, 
abattoirs and cold storage warehouses 
are supplied with their own ice plants.

In cases no 
ice is actually made, but the expanding 
ammonia is used to reduce the temper- 
ature of the air to the required point, 
Some of the metropolitan theaters sup- 
ply cool breezes to their audiences in 
the same manuer.

COLONEL MATTHEWS ELECTED | 


To Succeed Brigadier General Bridges of the 
First Brigade. 

Boston, July 20.—Colonel Thomas R. 
Mathews of the First regiment, M. V-M., 
has been elected brigadier general, to 
succeed General Bridges of the First bri- 
gade.

Brigadier General Thomas R. Mathews 
is one of the best known military menin 
the state.

MAY CLOSE KLONDYKE 


Report That Canada Contemplates 
Excluding American Miners, 


Dominion’s Right to Do It 
Is Admitted. 


Dr. Dall Tells of Methods of Getting Gold 
From Frozen Gravel.

Washington, July 21.—Another knotty 
diplomatic question may arise from the 
great gold discoveries in the Klondyke 
cistrict, which is in British territory. 
There is a lurking possibility that the 
Canadiaan government will attempt to 
exclude American miners from the 
region. Information has reached Wash- 
ington to the effect that the Canadian 
authorities have under consideration 
the taking of steps to prohibit any but 
British subjects from working in the 
Eldorado of North America. 

As the Klondyke mines are without 
doubt in Canadian territory, it is said 
at the state department that he Domin- 
fon auhoritles have the right to prohibit 
the entrance of foreigners if they should 
consider it desirable. The departmrent 
Officials believe, however, that the Ca- 
nadians will refrain from taking a step 
of this character, as British subjects 
have been allowed to mine the Alaskan 
territory, and besides great difficulty 
would be experienced tn distinguishing 
between Canadians and Americans. 

But Ameriean miners have no inten- 
tion of being excluded if they can help 
it. The state department has received 
a number of communications from citi- 
zens of this government who have es- 
tablished claims in both British and 
American territory. There is, of course, 
no way at present by which the men 
holding these claims can locate them 
with reference to the boundary line, and, 
to prevent the Canadian government 
from dispossessing them they have writ- 
ten to the state department requesting 
that the secretary adopt measures look- 
ing to their protection. 

The department has informed Ameri- 
can miners that a treaty 1s now pending 
between the United States and Great 
Britain for the determination of the 
Alaskan boundary, and that when It Is 
confirmed by the senate the surveying 
parties of the United States and Great 
Britain, acting jointly, will erect monu- 
ments a short distance apart which will 
define the true boundary line. 

Mining In the Snow. 

Dr. Willlam H. Dall, one of the cura- 
tors of the National museum, is fa- 
millar with the region of the country in 
which the Klondyke gold flelds are lo- 
cated, through having been on several 
geological expeditions to the region in 
Alaska adjoining the gold district, and 
says that in kis opinion the reports from 
there probably are not exaggerated. 
He said: - 

“When I was there I did not find gold, 
but knew of it being taken out in profit- 
able quantities for 15 years or more. It 
was first discovered there in 1866. In 
1880, when I was up in that country, my 
last trip having been made two years 
ago, the first party of prospectors, who 
made the mining a profit, started out. 
The gold is found on the various tribu- 
taries of the Yukon, and I have been 
within a comparatively short distance 
of the Klondyke fields. I made one trip 
to Circle City, just over the boundary 
of Canada. The gold bearing belt of 
northwestern America contains all the 
gold fields extending into British Co- 
lumbia, what Is known as the north- 
western territory and Alaska. The Yu- 
kon really runs along in that belt for 500 
or 600 miles. The bed of the main river 
ie in the lowland of the valley. 

“The yellow metal fs not found in pay- 
ing quantity in the main river, but In the 
small streams which cut through the 
mountains on either side. These prac- 
tically wash out the gold. The mud and 
mineral matter {s carried into the main 
river, while the gold is left on the rough 
bottoms of these side streams. In most 
cases the gold les at the bottom of thick 
gravel deposits. The gold is covered 
by frozen gravel in the winter. During 
the summer until the snow is all melted 
the surface is covered by muddy torrents. 
When the snow its all melted and the 
springs begin to freeze the streams dry 
up. At the approach of winter, in order 
to get at the gold, the miners find It neces- 
sury to dig into the gravel formation. 

“Formerly they stripped the gravel 
off until they came to the gold. Now 
they sink a shaft to the bottom of the 
gravel and tunnel along underneath in 
the gold bearing layer. The way in 
which this is done is interesting, as it 
has to be carried on in cold weather, 
when everything is frozen. The miners 
build fires over the area of where they 
wish to work and keep these lighted over 
that territory for the space of 24 hours. 
Then at the expiration of this period the 
gravel will be melted and softened toa 
depth of perhaps six inches. This 1s 
taken off and other fires built until the 
gold bearing layer is reached. When 
the shaft is down that far fires are 
built at the bottom, against the sides of 
the layer and tunnels made in this man- 
ner. Blasting would do no good, on ac- 
count of the hard nature of the material, 
and would blow out just as out of a 
gun. The matter taken out containing 
the gold is piled up until spring, when 
the torrents come down, and is panned

vory hard labor. 

“I see many reasons why the gold 
flelds should be particularly rich. The 
streams which cut through the moun- 
taims have probably done for centurtes 
wearing them down several hundred feet 
and washing out the gold into the beds 
and gravel. 

“It ig a country in which it fs very 
hard to find food, as there is practically 
no game. Before the whites went into 
the region there were not more than 300 
Natives. They have hard work to sup- 
port themselves on account of the scar- 
city of game.” 


DUNGEON AT BOWDOIN. 


Workmen Find a Subterranean Chamber Filleé 
With Skeletons and Coffins. 

Boston, July 21—A special to The 
Journal from Brunswick, Me., says: 

A mysterious dungeon has just been 
unearthed on the Bowdoin college 
grounds. The authorities recently de- 
cided to remodel Appleton hall, one of the 
dormitories on the college grounds. 

When the work was begun the work- 
men were surprised to find beneath the 
building a subterranean basement, 
which, if its existence was ever known, 
had been fergotten and left undisturbed 
for many years. In this basement was 
found a dungeon cell, or cave, fitted up in 
@ most terrifying manner. Its walls 
were lined with black, no light could 
penetrate it, and in this vault was a 
grotesque array of skulls and skeletons, 
and strangest of all several coffins. 

The only visible entrance to this place 
Was an air shaft, which found vent tn 
the roof of the building, and which was 
secretly connected with closets in the 
rooms of various students of the build- 
ing. 

‘ctnion is *reatly divided as to the 
purpose of this gloomy cell. Some think 
that it was a chamber of horrors used 
by the famous Phi Chi Hazing soclety of 
long ago. Others attribute it to the D. 
K. E.'s, whose mystic rites of initiation 
thrilled so many timid boys in years 
past.

The Wool Market. 

Boston, July 21.—Most of the wool deal- 
ers report a fair business doing just 
now. Buyers are encouraged by the 
strong outside conditions, which indl- 
cate that many are willing to take 
chances of being able to make a turn at 
an advance later. This keeps an active 
market without materially reducing the 
stocks on hand, although manufactur- 
ers are occasionally coming in and pick- 
ing up some supplies. The general busi- 
ness of the week shows the largest trad- 
ing in Australian wools, and the scoured 
price has worked up several cents higher. 
For the best wools the range of sales Is 
at 50 and 55 cents, with the range down 
as to quality. The business doing 1s 
largely in good sized blocks, there being 
but little call for consumption, except in 
cross breds. Manufacturers are bidding 
on these grades, as the available supply 
{is light. In domestic wools some lines 
of territagies are being picked up, but the 
prices bid, compared with the cost to 
replace them, show too wide a difference 
to make cash transactions popular. 


Alleged Fraudu’ent Use of Mails, 

Boston, July 21.—The case against E. 
H. Rollins, a well-known Boston mer- 
chant, which was dismissed in the state 
court last winter for lack of jurisdiction, 
came up before United States Commis- 
sioner Fiske yesterday, on complaint of 
the Waterbury Buckle company of 
Waterbury, Conn., who allege that Rol- 
lins owes them about $11,000. The specific 
complaint in the case, however, was 
framed under United States revised 
statutes 5480, it being charged that Rol- 
lins had used the United States mails 
in a scheme to defraud by giving a false 
statement of his business standing for 
the purpose of obtaining credit. Mr. 
Rollins admitted that he sent such a 
statement, and Commissioner Fiske held 
him for the United States district court, 
September term, and after an urgent 
plea on the part of his counsel reduced 
the bail from $1000 to $500, which Rol- 
lins expects to be able to furnish. 


Brockton's Social Sensation, 

Brockton, Mass., July 21.—Social cir- 
cles in this city have been treated to 
a sensation by the announcement that 
Mrs. H. M. Kingman has attached her 
husband's property in the sum of $100,- 
000 and brought action for divorce. The 
sult is brought on statutory grounds, 
a New York woman being named as co- 
respondent.” Mr. Kingman posted his 
wife about two months ago, and a few 
weeks since left for San Francisco, it be- 
ing understood that he did not intend 
to return to this city. He was for year: 
a prominent shoe manufacturer in thi. 
city, and his wealth is variously esti- 
mated at from $300,000 to $500,000. It is 
said that before going he made arrange- 
ments whereby his wife was to receive 
a specified sum each month,

Allison Assures President In Regard 
to Tariff Conference Report. 


Democrats Give Up Attempt- 
ing Recommittal. 


+ Pa 
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Gloa Progress Is Being Made, but Vote fs 
Soon Expected. 


Washington, July 21—President Mc- 
Kinley was delighted to hear from Sen- 
ator Allison yesterday evening that he 
would have an opportunity to sign the 
mew tariff bill by Saturday. Senator 
Allison told him that he expected to see 
the senate adopt the conference report 
tomorrow, while other senators who 
called on the president thought it might 
be Friday before the repert was adopted. 
They were all sure the vote would be 
taken this week, and that the report 
would be adopted. 

Senator Jones of Arkansas had failed, 
they said, in the attempt he made to 
get up a coalition of the Democrats, 
Populists and silver Republicans to send 
the report back to conference because 
of the increased duty on white pine and 
the restoration of cotton bagging and 
cotton ties to the dutiable list. 

The majority of the senators want the 
bill disposed of, so they can get away, 
and Senator Jones me. discouragement 
in his efforts to form the combination 
necessary to accomplish his purpose, It 
would have been easy for him to do sa 
if it had not been fona ruling made by 
the late Senator Harris of Tennessee 
as president pro tem of the senate on 
the report submitted by the conference 
committee on the Wilson-Gorman tarift 
bill in 1894, to the effect that the senate 
must adopt or reject the conference re- 
port as a whole, and that no motion to 
divide it or amend it could be enter. 
tained. 

During the day Mr. Tillman (Dem., 
8. C.) openly threatened a filibuster until 
next December if cotton bagging and 
cotton ties were not restored to the free 
list, but the threat was regarded as some- 
what factitious. The sugar amendments 
occasioned a long debate, during which 
Mr. Allison stated that the conference 
rates were lower than those of the sen- 
ate and largely a concession to the house. 
Senators Vest, Jones, Berry and White 
questioned this statement, urging that 
the Sugar trust secured larger benefits 
from the coaference schedule than from 
any previously offered. The lumbe1 
amendment also brought out animated 
criticism from Senators Teller and Pettt- 
grew. 

The opposition to the bill realize that 
there is no possibility of preventing 
the adoption of the report, and their pres 
ent purpose is only to secure what ad- 
Vantage they can by exhibiting what 
they claim are the inconsistencies of the 
measure. It is true that at one time they 
had some hope of being able to secure the 
recommittal of the bill, but a thorough 
canvass reveals no foundation for this 
hope. It develops that fact that the Re- 
publicans will vote solidly for the re- 
port, and that they will be supported by 
Messrs. Jones of Nevada, silver Repub- 
lican, and bhicEnery of Louisiana, Demo- 
crat, and also probably Messrs. Mantle 
and Stewart, silver Republicans. They 
have also discovered'that Senator Kyle, 
Populist, who is absent, has left strict 
instructions that he should not be paired. 

With the adoption of the report thus 
assured the Democrats probably will 
not attempt to prolong the debate be- 
yond the arrival of Mr. Turley, the new 
senator from Tennessee. They will con- 
tinue to ask for an explanation ot 
changes made by the conference, but 
these will not occupy a great deal of 
time. 

The general opinion is that the quorum 
of the senate will disappear very soon 
after the disposal of the tariff bill, but 
the determination of the supporters oi 
the Harris Pacific railroad resolution to 
secure a vote upon it before final ad- 
journment may delay that consumma- 
tion for some days. 


President Will Send Financial Message. 

Washington, July 21—President Mc- 
Kinley said yesterday that he proposed 
to send in his currency commission mes- 
sage as soon as the tariff bill passed the 
senate. He expects to see the house pasa 
a currency commission bill in accord with 
the recommendations of his message, but 
he realizes that the silver senate will 
take no action on it. He has withheld 
his message at the request of the Re 
publican leaders in congress, who feared 
that it might delay the tariff bill. He 
will send it in to redeem his promises 
and but his administration on record. 
It may be that the message will go in too 
late for any action by the house, which 
will, of course, make no difference, ex- 
cept in the record of the Republican 
majority in the house. 


Gago Instructs Collectors, 

Washington, July 21.—The treasury de- 
partment has notified collectors of cus- 
toms to make final liquidation of all en- 
tries made since the passage of the tariff 
bill by the house. The bill as it passed 
the house, it will be remembered, con- 
tained a retroactive clause, and unde: 
this clause Secretary Gaga ordered only 
tentative liquidations. As this retro- 
active feature was discarded by the con- 
ferees, the secretary ordered final liqul- 
dations.

MAY CLOSE KLONDYKE 


Report That Canada Contemplates 
Excluding American Miners, 


Dominion’s Right to Do It 
Is Admitted. 


Dr. Dall Tells of Methods of Getting Gold 
From Frozen Gravel.

Washington, July 21.—Another knotty 
diplomatic question may arise from the 
great gold discoveries in the Klondyke 
cistrict, which is in British territory. 
There is a lurking possibility that the 
Canadiaan government will attempt to 
exclude American the 
region. Information has reached Wash- 
ington to the effect that the Canadian 
authorities have under consideration 
the taking of steps to prohibit any but 
British subjects from working in the 
Eldorado of North America. 

As the Klondyke mines are without 
doubt in Canadian territory, it is said 
at the state department that he Domin- 
fon auhoritles have the right to prohibit 
the entrance of forelgners if they should 
consider it desirable. The departmrent 
Officials believe, however, that the Ca- 
nadians will refrain from taking a step 
of this character, as British subjects 
have been allowed to mine the Alaskan 
territory, and difficulty 
would be experienced in distinguishing 
between Canadians and Americans. 

But Ameriean miners have no inten- 
tion of being excluded if they can help 
it. The state department has received 
a number of communications from citi- 
zens of this government who have es- 
tablished claims in both British and 
American territory. There is, of course, 
no way at present by which the men 
holding these 


miners from 


besides gZreat 


claims can locate them 
with reference to the boundary line, and, 
to prevent the Canadian government 
from dispossessing them they have writ- 
ten to the state department requesting 
that the secretary adopt measures look- 
ing to their protection. 

The department has informed Ameri- 
can miners that a treaty Is now pending 
between the United States and Great 
Britain for the determination of the 
Alaskan boundary, and that when It Is 
confirmed by the senate the surveying 
parties of the United States and Great 
Britain, acting jointly, will erect monu- 
ments a short distance apart which will 
define the true boundary line. 

Mining In the Snow. 

Dr. William H. Dall, one of the cura- 
tors of the National museum, is fa- 
millar with the region of the country in 
which the Klondyke gold flelds are lo- 
cated, through having been on several! 
geological expeditions to the region in 
Alaska adjoining the gold district, and 
says that in his opinion the reports from 
there probably are not exaggerated. 
He said: 2 

“When I was there I did not find gold, 
but knew of it being taken out in profit- 
able quantities for 15 years or more, It 
was first discovered there in 1866. In 
1880, when I was up in that country, my 
last trip having been made two years 
ago, the first party of prospectors, who 
made the mining a profit, started out. 
The gold is found on the various tribu- 
taries of the Yukon, and I have been 
within a comparatively short distance 
of the Klondyke flelds. I made one trip 
to Circle City, just over the boundary 
of Canada. The gold bearing belt of 
northwestern America contains all the 
gold fields extending into British Co- 
lumbla, what {s known as the north- 
western territory and Alaska. The Yu- 
kon really runs along in that belt for 500 
or 600 miles. The bed of the main river 
is in the lowland of the valley._ 

“The yellow metal is not found In pay- 
ing quantity in the main river, but In the 
small streams which cut through the 
mountains on either side. These prac- 
tically wash out the gold. The mud and 
mineral matter fs carried Into the main 
river, while the gold is left on the rough 
bottoms of these side streams. In most 
cases the gold Hes at the bottom of thick 
gravel deposits. The gold is covered 
by frozen gravel in the winter. During 
the summer until the snow Is all melted 
the surface is covered by muddy torrents. 
When the snow is all melted and the 
springs begin to freeze the streams dry 
up. At the approach of winter, in order 
to get at the gold, the miners find It neces- 
sury to dig into the gravel formation. 

“Formerly they stripped the gravel 
off until they came to the gold. Now 
they sink a shaft to the bottom of the 
gravel and tunnel along underneath in 
the gold bearing layer. The way in 
which this is done is interesting, as it 
has to be carried on in cold weather, 
when everything is frozen. The mineré 
build fires over the area of where they 
wish to work and keep these Highted over 
that territory for the space of 24 hours. 
Then at the expiration of this period the 
gravel will be melted and softened toa 
depth of perhaps six inches. This is 
taken off and other fires built until the 
gold bearing layer is reached. When 
the shaft is down that far fires are 
built at the bottom, against the sides of 
the layer and tunnels made in this man- 
ner. Blasting would do no good, on ac- 
count of the hard nature of the material, 
and would blow out just as out of a 
gun. The matter taken out containing 
the gold is piled up until spring, when 
the torrents come down, and is panned

“I see many reasons why the gold 
flelds should be particularly rich. The 
streams which cut through the moun- 
taims have probably done for centurtes 
wearing them down several hundred feet 
and washing out the gold into the beds 
and gravel. 

“It lg a country in which it fs very 
hard to find food, as there is practically 
mo game. Before the whites went into 
the region there were not more than 300 
Natives. They have hard work to sup- 
port themselves on account of the scar- 
city of game.” 


DUNCEON AT BOWDOIN, 


Workmen Find a Subterranean Chamber Filleé 
With Skeletons and Coffins. 

Boston, July 21—A special to The 
Journal from Brunswick, Me., says: 

A mysterious dungeon has just been 
unearthed on the Bowdoin college 
grounds. The authorities recently de- 
cided to remodel Appleton hall, one of the 
dormitories on the college grounds. 

When the work was begun the work- 
men Were surprised to find beneath the 
building ea subterranean basement, 
which, if its existence was ever known, 
had been forgotten and left undisturbed 
for many years. In this basement was 
found a dungeon cell, or cave, fitted up in 
@ most terrifying manner. Its. walls 
were lined with black, no light could 
penetrate it, and in this vault was a 
Brotesque array of skulls and skeletons, 
and strangest of all several coffins. 

The only visible entrance to this place 
was an air shaft, which found vent In 
the roof of the building, and which was 
secretly connected with closets in the 
rooms of various students of the build- 
ing.

The Wool Market. 
Boston, July 21.—Most of the wool deal- 


ers report a falr business doing just 


now. Buyers are encouraged by the 
strong cutside conditions, which indl- 
cate that many are willing to take 
chances of being able to make a turn at 


an advance later. This keeps an active 
market without materially reducing the 
stocks on hand, although manufactur- 
ers are occasionally coming in and pick- 
ing up some supplies. The general busi- 
ness of the week shows the largest trad- 
ing in Australian wools, and the scoured 
price has worked up several cents higher. 
For the best wools the range of sales Is 
at 50 and 55 cents, with the range down 
as to quality. The business doing ig 
largely in good sized blocks, there being 
but little call for consumption, except in 
cross breds. Manufacturers are bidding 
on these grades, as the available supply 
is light. In domestic wools some lines 
of territa@ies are being picked up, but the 
prices bid, compared with the cost to 
replace them, show too wide a difference 
to make cash transactions popular. 


Alleged Fraudu'ent Use of Malls, 

Boston, July 21.—The case against E. 
H. Rollins, a well-known Boston mer- 
chant, which was dismissed In the state 
court last winter for lack of jurisdiction, 
came up before United States Commis- 
sioner Fiske yesterday, on complaint of 
the Waterbury Buckle company of 
Waterbury, Conn., who allege that Rol- 
lins owes them about $11,000. The specific 
complaint in the case, however, was 
framed under United States revised 
statutes 5480, it being charged that Rol- 
lins had used the United States mails 
in a scheme to defraud by giving a false 
statement of his business standing for 
the purpose of obtaining credit. Mr. 
Rollins admitted that he sent such @ 
statement, and Commissioner Fiske held 
him for the United States district court, 
September term, and after an urgent 
plea on the part of his counsel reduced 
the bail from $1000 to $500, which Rol- 
lins expects to be able to furnish, 


Brockton'’s Social Sensation, 

Brockton, Mass., July 21.—Social cir- 
cles in this city have been treated to 
a sensation by the announcement that 
Mrs. H. M. Kingman has attached her 
husband's property in the sum of $100,- 
000 and brought action for divorce. The 
sult is brought on statutory grounds, 
a New York woman being named as co- 
respondent. Mr. Kingman posted his 
wife about two months ago, and a few 
weeks since left for San Francisco, it be- 
ing understood that he did not intend 
to return to this city. He was for year:

city, and his wealth is variously esti- 
mated at from $300,000 to $500,000.

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WILL SOON BE PASSED, 


Allison Assures President In Regard 
to Tariff Conference Report. 


Democrats Give Up Attempt- 
ing Recommittal. 


> 
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Slo@ Progress Is Being Made, but Vote fs 
Soon Expected. 


Washington, July 21—President Mc- 
Kinley was delighted to hear from Sen- 
ator Allison yesterday evening that he 
would have an opportunity to sign the 
new tariff bill by Saturday. Senator 
Allison told him that he expected to see 
the senate adopt the conference report 
tomorrow, while other senators who 
called on the president thought it might 
be Friday before the repert was adopted. 
They were all sure the vote would be 
taken this week, and that the report 
would be adopted. 

Senator Jones of Arkansas had failed, 
they said, in the attempt he made to 
get up a coalition of the Democrats, 
Populists and silver Republicans to send 
the report back to conference because 
of the increased duty on white pine and 
the restoration of cotton bagging and 
cotton ties to the dutiable lst. 

The majority of the senators want the 
bill dispgsed of, so they can get away, 
and Senator Jones mex discouragement 
in his efforts to form the combination 
necessary to accomplish his purpose. It 
would have been easy for him to do so 
if it had not been fona ruling made by 
the late Senator Harris of Tennessee 
as president pro tem of the senate on 
the report submitted by the conference 
committee on the Wilson-Gorman tarift 
bill in 1894, to the effect that the senate 
must adopt or reject the conference re- 
port as a whole, and that no motion to 
divide it or amend it could be enter 
tained. 

During the day Mr. Tillman (Dem.. 
8. C.) openly threatened a filibuster until 
next December if cotton bagging and 
cotton ties were not restored to the free 
list, but the threat was regarded as some- 
what factitious. The sugar amendments 
occasioned a long debate, during which 
Mr. Allison stated that the conference 
rates were lower than those of the sen- 
ate and largely a concession to the house. 
Senators Vest, Jones, Berry and White 
questioned this statement, urging that 
the Sugar trust secured larger benefits 
from the conference schedule than from 
any previously offered. The lumber 
amendment also brought out animated 
criticism from Senators Teller and Pettt- 
grew. 

The opposition to the bill realize that 
there is no possibility of preventing 
the adoption of the report, and their pres 
ent purpose is only to secure what ad- 
Vantage they can by exhibiting what 
they claim are the inconsistencies of the 
measure. It is true that at one time they 
had some hope of being able to secure the 
recommittal of the bill, but a thorough 
canvass reveals no foundation for this 
hope. It develops that fact that the Re- 
publicans will vote solidly for the re- 
port, and that they will be supported by 
Messrs. Jones of Nevada, silver Repub- 
lean, and hicEnery of Louisiana, Demo- 
crat, and also probably Messrs. Mantle 
and Stewart, silver Republicans, They 
have also discovered'that Senator Kyle, 
Populist, who is absent, has left strict 
instructions that he should not be paired. 

With the adoption of the report thus 
assured the Democrats probably will 
not attempt to prolong the debate be- 
yond the arrival of Mr. Turley, the new 
senator from Tennessee. They will con- 
tinue to ask for an explanation ot 
changes made by the conference, but 
these will not occupy a great deal otf 
time. 

The general opinion Is that the quorum 
of the senate will disappear very soon 
after the disposal of the tariff bill, but 
the determination of the supporters of 
the Harris Pacific railroad resolution to 
secure a vote upon it before final ad- 
journment may delay that consumma- 
tion for some days. 


President Will Send Financial Message. 

Washington, July 21—President Mce- 
Kinley said yesterday that he proposed 
to send in his currency commission mes- 
sage as soon as the tariff bill passed the 
senate. He expects to see the house pasa 
acurrency commission bill in accord with 
the recommendations of his message, but 
he realizes that the silver senate will 
take no action on it. He has withheld 
his message at the request of the Re 
publican leaders in congress, who feared 
that it might delay the tariff bill. He 
will send it in to redeem his promises 
and but his administration on record. 
It may be that the message will go in too 
late for any action by the house, which 
will, of course, make no difference, ex- 
cept in the record of the Republican 
majority in the house. 


Gago Instructs Collectors. 

Washington, July 21.—The treasury de- 
partment has notified collectors of cus- 
toms to make final liquidation of all en- 
tries made since the passage of the tarift 
bill by the house. The bill as it passed 
the house, it will be remembered, con- 
tained a retroactive clause, and unde: 
this clause Secretary Gaga ordered only 
tentative liquidations. As this retro- 
active feature was discarded by the con- 
ferees, the secretary ordered final liqul- 
dations.

A PECULIAR TRAIN. 


& TRAVELING MAN’S EXPERIENCE IN 
A COUNTRY HOUSE, 


The Spook Special That Makes an Annual 
Trip on an Abandoned Track—A Brave 
Engineer Who Saved a Trainload of 
Excurslonists. 


“Speaking of things,’’ remarked a 
Philadelphia drummer, “I had a 
strange thing happen to me abouta 
month ago in Georgia. It didn’t exact- 
ly happen to me either, but it was in 
my hearing. I had attempted to drive 
across country to catch a train at a sta- 
tion which I could not have reached 
otherwise except by a long and tiresome 
detour over a miserable piece of road— 
and when a railroad in Georgia is bad 
it is bad with any sort of an adjective 
for emphasis you choose. It was 12 
miles and through a mountain gap, and 
as it was nearly dark when I started I 
wound up by getting lost and going the 
Lord knows where till I strack a yery 
fair two story house that looked as if it 
might have been a summer hotel once 
upon a time. 

“I asked the man who responded 
my call how far it was to the railroad, 
and he told me ten miles, and I had 
better ‘light’ and stay all night. 
‘lighted,’ and after a bite of coid brea 
and meat and a drink of ‘moonshine’ I 
went to bed, tired enough to have slept 
on a picket fence. 1t was then 11 
o'clock, and about two hours later I 
was awakened from my slumbers by 
hearing a train whistle apparently a 
mile or less away and then rumble 
along, coming nearer and nearer and 
nearer until suddenly it stopped, and I 
heard no more. I was too sleepy to give 
it much thought, and, rolling over, I 
went to sleep again wondering why my 
host had told me it was ten miles to the 
railroad, unless it was to deceive me 
out of the price of a night’s lodging. 

‘*In the morning at breakfast I men- 
tioned the fact to him, and he laughed 
in an uneasy kind of way and assured 
me that it was ten miles to the railroad, 
and I would think it was threo timed 
that far after I had driven over it. The 
noise I had heard, he said, was probably 
the wind blowing down the chimne 
and banging around the house, whic 
was old and open in many places. 1 
hadn’t any more to say and wert on my 
way to the railroad, reaching there in 
three hours and noticing all the way 
that an old roadbed with the ties and 
rails still on it in places lay near the 
wagon road all the way to the station. 

“At the station, while waiting for 
my train, I got to talking with the sta- 
tion agent, who was a bright, sharp 
chap, and incidentally I asked him 
about that railroad train. He looked at 
me quick as a wink and asked me the 
particulars, which I told him. 

“*It’s a han’t,’ he said. ‘Last night 
was the night it always comes. When 
the road was first buiit here, there was 
a branch that ran back up in that coun- 
try to a place about two or three miles 
beyond that house to a kiad of a suin- 
mer resort up there—mineral springs 
and a waterfall. Excursions for a day 
used to go up there from towns down 
the road from here and up the other 
way. Ten years ago tonight an excur- 
sion was coming back from there, and 
just about the neighborhood of that 
house the eugineer saw an obstruction 
on the track that was going to throw 
the whole shebang over the bank, and, 
whistling down brakes and cutting his 
engine loose, he went straight for it 
and knocked it off the track. Of course 
he and his engine went with it, and 
neither of them was ever apy more use 
after that racket, but the train was 
saved, and that was enough for a man 
to die for, because there were 200 wom- 
en and children in the excursion. 

‘* ‘It was shown that some of the py >- 
ple in the neighborhood had attempted 
to wreck the train, and it spoiled the 
excursion business. There was coal on 
the branch that kept the last nine or ten 
miles of it in operation for a few yeara 
longer, but there never was another pas- 
senger train to go over the place where 
the engineer was killed—that is to say, 
never another train that anybody eyer 
saw, but there has been one go over the 
spot, or, rather, goto it and stop gne 
night in every year for the past 
years. I have heard it, and so have the 
men in that house and you, but no more 
that I know of because his nearest nelgh-+ 
bor is three miles away, and nobody 
ever gets in that neighborhood to stay 
all night. I suppose I would not have 
been there if he had not asked me as a 
friend to come up on one of the anni- 
versary nights and hear it, so he could 
talk to me ahout it and advise with me 
whether to move away or stick it out, 
I advised him to stay and had very 
nearly forgotten all about it, for really 
the subject hasn’t come to my notice 
four or five years, and you can wa 
money I never went back there to listen 
to it any more. I'll be blamed if 
couldn’t see that engineer and his en- 
gine whirling to destruction the night I 
staid there because I knew what to ex- 
pect and sat up to wait for it with every 
nerve at its highest tension. Darn queer 
kind of a ghost, isn’t it?’ 

“TI told him I thought it was,’’ con- 
cluded the drummer, ‘‘and when I sug- 
gested to him that I might perhaps tell 
the story to some one else and it might 
get into the newspapers he laughed and 
said that was just the same as keeping 
it’a dead secret, for nobody in that 
neighborhood took a newspaper or could 
read oue if he did.’’— Washington Star, 


Built Up Wood, 

There has come into use a method of 
‘building up’’ boards by gluing or ce- 
menting together thin slabs of wood of 
different kinds, so placed that the grain 
pf the various pieces is crossed. It is 
claimed that not only extra strength 
is thus obtained, but also extra fiexibil- 
ity and durability. Doors made of the 
prepared wood are said to be stronger 
than much thicker doors made of ordi- 
nary wood, and they do not warp.

Two Thousand Strikers Marching on 
Cannonsburg District,

Men Feel the Pangs of Want and Are Becoming 
Desperate.

Pittsburg, July 21—Today may see 
some exciting incidents in the great 
struggle of the miners against their em- 
ployers. In all former strkes there 
have been riots and bloodsh@, and it is 
remarkable that no disturbances have 
so far occurred in this one. Theattention 
of the miners of the Pittsburg district is 
now rivited on the Allison, Boone and 
Enterprise mines, near Cannonsburg. 
The Boone and Allison mines, which were 


closed by the owners to prevent trouble] 


between their men and the marching 
strikers, resumed yesterday with nearly 
a full force. No attempt was made ta 
start up at the Enterprise mine. The 
strikers fear that if these mines con- 
tinue in operation it will induce the 
Ienterprise men to go back to work. The 
program of the strikers is to make an- 
other march on the Allison mine. The 
leaders say that more than 2000 diggers 
would be massed in the Pan Handle dis- 
trict and another march made on the 
mines, 

Last night the miners of the Pan Han- 
dle district were gathering above Bridge- 
ville and it will not be surprising if 
1000 miners are found on the Washington 
pike. The men in the Miller’s and 
Tom's run districts are all idle and have 
plenty of time to make another march. 
They were supplying themselves with 
several day's rations, and if the pro- 
posed march is made they will stay 
about the offending mines for several 
days. , 

Up to a late hour last night no word 
relating to a march had been received 
at the district headquarters. If the 
march is made the time will be kept @ 
secret. 

Just at this stage of the strike sensa- 
tional developments are expected. The 
men are beginning to feel the pangs ot 
want, and are in a condition bordering on 
desperation. 

It is learned that organizers have been 
secretly at work among the miners ot 
the New York and Cleveland Gas Coal 
company for several days. One of 
them was served with an injunction to 
remain off the company's property and 
leave the men alone. He said that he 
had been at work among the men at 
Plum creek, and expressed great hopes 
of being able to have them join the gen- 
eral suspension. As near as can be 
learned a concerted effort will be mada 
in the near future to bring out the ma 
at Turtle creek, Sandy creek and Plum 
creek. 

Just what proceedure will be resorted 
to has not yet been decided on. The 
officials feel that in order to make the 
strike a success in this distrist these 
miners must be brought out. They 
admit they have a difficult job on their 
hands, as DeArmitt’'s men seem deter- 
mined toremainat work. he mines are 
running to their fullest « apacity and are 
supplying a large quantity of coal to the 
trade. 

The coal market was quiet yesterday. 
Much coal was offered at $1.25 a ton. 
Slack took a big jump and sold for 85 
cents a ton. Before the strike it was 
sold at 40 cents a ton. There are hun- 
dreds of tons of slack coal at the mines in 
the Pittsburg district, but the miners’ 
officials will not permit any of it to be 
loaded. A number of strikers inter- 
fered with the men who were loading 
from barges into cars, coal that had been 
purchased by W.d@éosummonds, a dealer 
from C. Jutte & Co. The men were com- 
pelled to quit work. Miners’ Secretary 
Warner disapproved of the action, and 
issued an order to the strikers to molest 
no men who were handling coal that was 
mined before the strike was inaugurated, 

Organizers Green and Wallace notify 
headquarters that they were compelled 
to leave Pocahontas, Va., at the point 
cf six-shooters. They did not offer re- 
sistance. They, however, remained in 
the neighborhood with the intention of 
doing nfissionary work among the 
miners. One thousand workers in the 
Simons mine have gone out. 

The mayor refused to allow Grand 
Master Workman Soverign to speak at 
Pocahontas, W. J. Freidman, an agi- 
tator, was seriously injured by being 
struck by a stone, and four other agi 
tatora were forced to flee, 

Cameron Miller returned from Union- 
town last night and said that instead 
of holding the meeting he expected at 
Fairchance, he spent the day in con- 
sultation with the labor leaders at Unoin- 
town. AS a result of this conference it 
is announced that a mass meeting of the 
miners in the coke regions will be held 
at Scottdale on the 28th, to consider the 
srievances peculiar to their own dis- 
trict, which include the loading of 
“hump-back” wagons, company stores, 
etc. Mr. Miller says that it needs but 
a spark to inflame the miners in the 
coke region and secure their co-opera- 
tion in the great strike. 

Reports come from Bridgeveille that 
the strikers are massing at that point 
With the intention of making a raid on 
the mines at Cannonsburg, where the 
men have returned to work.. As the 
weather and roads are more propitious 
it is expected that double the number of 
men who made the march Monday night 
will be in line. Provisions for several 
days are being prepared, and it is ex- 
pected that a determined siege will be the 
result. 

Se 
President Receives Strike Petition, 

Washington, July 21—The president 
has received the resolution adopted by 
the Pittsburg council asking him to use 
his good offices in the settlement of the 
coal strike, but has not yet sent a re- 
ply. He has also received many com- 
munications and suggestions on the sub- 
ject, butitis improbable that he willtake 
any action in the matter in the absence 
of some definite plan for the settlement 
of the strike. The cabinet yesterday 
discussed this matter informally. The 
only absentees from the cabinet meet- 
ing were Secretary Sherman, who is not 
yet well enough to go out, and Secretary 
Alger, who ts in the West. 
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MRS. MAY ON TRIAL. 


East Wilton Woman Is Charged With Obtaining Re 


Money by Fraud. 

Boston, July 21.—In the municipal court 
yesterday A®Sbie A. May of East Wilton, 
N. H., was plated on trial on the charge 
of obtaining about $2300 upon false pre- 
tences from the wardens of Christ Epis- 
copal church of Cambridge. R. D. 
Washburn of Cambridge, a real estate 
dealer, was the principal party in the 
prosecution. According to his story, 
Mrs. May came to him in May and bor- 
rowed $4000 upon her “old colonial 
house and 100-acre lot in East Wilton,” 
upon the representation that it was 
worth $9000. The attorney for Mrs. May 
tried to get In the fact that Washburn 
received $80 commission from Mrs. May 
for negotiating the mortgage. 

It was shown that the property had 
been insured for $4000, but witness said 
there was a hitch, and the insurance 
could not be consummated. It was be- 
cause of the hitch in the insurance that 
the investigation as to the value of the 
mortgaged property was commenced. 

Dr. Franklin N. Perry of Wilton, N. 
H., testified that he held a previous 
mortgage on the property, Which was 
paid off by money received from the 
mortgage taken by the church. Ve es- 
timated the value of the property at 
$1800. The house was not a large colonial 
mansion. The case will be concluded to-

Harbor, Me., was extended 61 feet by 
posit of stone. 

pO harbor was improved by the 
removal of 50,506 yards of material from 
the south side of the channel, completing 
the project. 

The project for the improvement of 
Camden harbor, Me., was completed by 
the removal of 61,999 yards of material 
from the middle ground. 

At Rockland harbor the work con- 
sisted in extending the breakwater. The 
available balance is $167,119. 

The work of excavating at Lovejoy 
narrows, Kennebec river, Me., Was con- 
cluded in November last. There is an 
available balance of $52,046. 

Nothing in the way of improvement 
was done at Portland harbor, Me., dur- 
ing the year.

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MUCH TROUBLE AHEAD 


fannonsburg Miners Want to Go to 
Work but Dare Not.

Strikers Will March on Alli- 
son Mines Today. 


Sheriff Clark Has Three Hundred Deputles 
Sworn In and Armed. 


Pittsburg, July 2£.—Trouble, and 
much of it, seems to be in store at the 
Allison mine, three miles of Canonsburg. 
The men want to go to work, but are 
afraid. They fear another invasion of 
the strikers, and do not want to be tar- 
gets for a mob that is liable at any mo- 
ment to lose control of itself. 

Last night everything was quiet about 
the mines, and the citizens of Canons- 
burg were awaiting the arrival of the 
fuvaders. It was the intention of the 
strikers to begin their march to Canons- 
burg last night, but a telegram from 
Bridgeville announced that owing to the 
heavy rain in the evening it was decided 
to postpone the tramp until today. 

The men are fully determined to carry 
out their threat of making the march. 
They expect to start with 600 men and 
be re-enforced with about the same 
number from Bridgeville and Tom's 
Run. The men will start with several 
days’ rations, and expect to be in shape 
to watch the offending mines for several 
days. 

Yesterday morning a number of men 
going to the Allison mine were stopped 
by the committee of strikers. Many of 
them did not goto work. J. H. V. Cook 
said that the names of the strikers would 
be procured, and they would al! be ar- 
rested for intimidating his employes. 

Sheriff Vernor Clark of Washington 
county is fully prepared for any army 
of marching strikers that may invade 
his domain. It is not generally known 
that he has nearly 300 deputies sworn ‘n, 
who are available at any time. From 
the most reliable information it was 
learned that they are all ready with the 
requisite number of firearms and are 
prepared to do business. 

The sheriff is on the ground in per- 
gon, and if there is a false movement 
made on the part of any of the strikers 
drastic measures will be resorted to. 

At the Boone mine a game of peek-a- 
boo is in progress. The men want to 
work as long as there are no strikers in 
eight. Manager Hitchman of the mine 
said that he would not make an attempt 
to operate the plant as long as there was 
any indication of trouble. He said he 
was prepared for any emergency, and 
intimated that the trouble would blow 
over in a few days. 

Ata committee meeting at the miners’ 
headquarters in this city yesterday af- 
ternoon the question was discussed how 
it would be possible to march a body of 
men to stop the mines of the New York 
pnd Cleveland Gas Coal company from 
working. Every phase of the subject 
was discussed, but no plan could be hit 
upon. It was the general opinion that 
the mines of this company are impreg- 
nable to attack, because of their geo- 
graphical position. 

The expected meeting of the board ot 
arbitration did not take place last night, 
the Western members not reaching the 
city. As soon as they arrive arrange- 
iments will be made for a general meet- 
ing of operators. 

The situation among the strikers In 
this district is practically unchanged. 
The suspension is complete, with the ex- 
ception of De Armitt’s mines, and though 
considerable destitution and suffering 
{s reported among the strikers and their 
families, the determination to fight it 
out is apparently as strong as on the 
first day of the strike. 


Train Seized by Miners, 

Peoria, Ills., July 22.—Fifty striking 
miners at Farmington seized a Burling- 
ton freight train yesterday, demanding 
that it carry them to Dunfermline, 
where they intended to call out the 250 
miners at work, their wages having 
been increased 3 per cent.

All the ex- 
cursions from Pennsylvania, West Vir- 
ginia, Ohio, Kentucky and Tennessee to 
the reunion have been abandoned on ac- 
count of the coal strike. The 523 subor- 
dinate lodges report money in their 
treasuries, but relief for the miners will 
de secured by voluntary contributions 
and not from appropriations of funds on 
hand.

Miss 
Nichols was also startled, and the two 
arose, and lighting lamps proceeded to 
the lower floor and waited. 

Suddenly the side door was burst open 
and two masked men entered the room. 
As soon as they discovered the presence 
of Mr. Nichols and his sister they 
whipped out revolvers, and one of the 
men fired at Nichcts, the other at his 
sister. The aged man fell furward with 
a bullet in his breast, just over the heart. 
His sister sank to the floor with a ballin 
her side. One of the burglars stepped 
forward, according to Miss Nichols, who 
had not lost consciousness, and lifting the

Francisco--Miners Leave Seattle. 


New York, July 23.—The Press this 
morning says: 

If the day dreams of W. J. Arkell are 
wealized he will be as rich as Barney 
Barnato, providing he can convince the 
governments of the United States and 
Great Britain that he is the rightful 
owner of some 4500 miles of the Klondyke 
gold flelds of Alaska. 

So deeply is he impressed with the be- 
lief that he has more than an ordinary 
claim that Me is organizing an expedi- 
tion, which will start for Alaska in a 
month. Bartlett Arkell will head it, 
and he will have with him Harry P. 
Clark of Pittsburg, his brother-in-law, 
and a party of newspaper men. 

Arkell's claim to the gold field is based 
on information received from two men, 
&. E. Wells of Cincinnati and A. B. 
Schanz of Indiana mineral springs of 
Indiana. Wells and Schanz were two 
of an expedition which visited the Klon- 
dyke gold fields with E. J. Glave, the 
explorer, in 1890 and 1891. 

The expedition was organized by Mr. 
Arkell and cost $18,000. Glave has since 
died, but Wells and Schanz are alive and 
have asked Mr. Arkell if he is going to 
protect his claims. If he does not they 
expect to go to Alaska themselves to 
look after their interests. The party 
explored the Yukon river from its source 
to its mouth. Gold, according to Mr. 
Arkell, was found in large quantities, 
and 4500 miles of claims were staked out 
for the party. Arkell’s share was one- 
fhird, one-third for Glave, Wells.

If any of the members of the Young 
Men’s Christian Association who have 
taken pride in its progress felt that a back- 
ward step was about to be taken when they 
read that the association had leased the 
old court building, they will do well to 
reserve their decision until the new quar- 
ters are completed, when they will learn 
that the management, while regretting that 
the pleasant quarters on Washington 
street had to be abandoned, has taken a 
step which, in reality, marks a forward 
move, which enables them to increase the 
privileges of membership, and gives them 
advantages which comparatively few Asso- 
ciations can give. 

The more central location was not the 
only thing the committtee had in mind 
when it found that the present rooms must 
be vacated. Many people are not aware 


ing the old burying ground is a large lot be- 
longing to Mr. John W. Nash. The Associa- 
tion has leased this land for five years, 
thereby enabling it to carry on outdoor gym- 
astics and athletics several months of the 
year. It will also afford a céntral, shady 
and retired place for the open air religious 
meetings daring the summer months, 

The flat roof in the rear of the old court 
room wi!l be covered over and furnished 
with settees, making a pleasant roof garden 
overlooking the athletic grounds. This will 
be connected with the grounds bya stair 
way, so that members can pass directly 
from their exercise to the bath and dress- 
ing room. 

This acquisition will be welcomed by 
many of the athletically inclined young men 
of the city and will furnish a private ball 
ground for the janior members.

‘*gym"’ two or three evenings each week, 
on account of the educational classes in the 
room below.

KLONDYKE GOLD. 


A Quincy Boy Writes of the Mar- 


velous Finds 


The following letter clipping may be of 
interest to some Quincy friends of Capt. 
J. F. Higgins, he being a Quincy born boy. 

San Diego, Cal., July 19,—An interest- 
ing letter telling of the recent trip of the 
steamer Excelsior to Alaska has been 
written by Capt. J. F. Higgins of the 
steamer to a friend in this city. He says: 

‘*The word Klondyke means deer river, 
and is called Reindeer river on the charts. 
It empties into the Yukon 50 miles above 
the big river. The geographical position 
of the junction is 76 degrees 10 minutes 
north latitude, 138 degrees 50 minutes west 
longitude. Bonanza creek dumps into the 
Klondyke about two miles above the 
Yukon. Eldorado is a tributary of the 
Bonanza. There are numerous other 
creeks and tributaries, the main river being 
300 miles long. The gold so far has been 
taken from Bonanza and Eldorado, both 
well named, for the richness of the placers 
is truly marvelous, Eldorado, 30 miles 
long, is staked the whole length, and as far 
as worked has paid. 

“One of our passengers who is taking 
$1,000,000 with him has worked 100 feet of 
his ground and refused $200,000 for the 
remainder, and confidently expects to 
clean up $400,000 and more. He has in 
a bottle $212 from one pan of dirt. His 
pay dirt, while being washed, averaged 
$250 an hour to each man shoveling in. 
Two others of our miners who worked 
their own claims cleaned up $6,000 from 
| the day’s washing.”

AN INJUNCTION. 


Attempt to Stop T rack Laying 
to Squantum. 


Claim That it Will be Nuisance on 
Narrow Streets. 


A Master Appointed and Evidence 
Being Taken. 


A matter of interest to Atlantic res:- 
dents came up Wedaesday before Judge 
Dunbar of the Supreme Coart in equity 
sessions in the shape of a petition of Ella 
V. Carver and Harry W. Read for ap 
injunction to restrain the Quincy & Boston 
street railway from laying its tracks on 
Billings and Squantum streets, Atlantic. 

When the matter of the granting of the 
location was before the City Council it 
was opposed by Mr. Read and others 
although the most of the talking was done 
by Mr. Read. There was, however, a 
lengthy petition remonstrating against the 
granting of the location. 

The mat er was before the City Council 
for some time and the order was fins! y 
passed gave a locstion in the centre of 
Billing street from Newbury avenue to 
Squantum street and on the side of 
Squantum street. 

Some few days ago the railway com- 
menced t» lay its tracks and this morning 
the rails were laid to within a few feet of 
B lings street on Newbury avenue, snd 
Billings street has been ploughed up for 
some distance, 

The petitioners for the injanction, claim 
that the order granting the location was 
not defined enough and therefore not legal, 
inasmuch as the order says that the tracks 
shall be on the side of the street, but does 
not state which side or any distances. It 
also: liims that Squantam st-eet is so nar- 
row that the tracks would be dangerous to 
public travel and was therefore a public 


nuisance, Further it was claimed in the 
petition that it was t» further a land 
scheme. 


W. B. Orcutt, Esg., and S. C. Gilman, 
Esq , appeared for the petitioners, and W. 
G, A. Pattee, Esq., for the railroad. 

The court appointed William Schofield as 
master to take the testimony in the case 
and report forthwith. 

Mr. Schofield immediately commenced 
his hearing. Two witnesses were exam- 
ined Thursday, City Clerk Keith and 
Herbert T. Whitman, 

City Clerk Keith testified to the passing 
of the order by the City Council and its 
acceptance by the Street Railway Company 
and produced the order and plans, while 
Mr. Whitman testified to the location. 

The hearing was then adjourned until 
this afternoon at 2 o'clock and the testi- 
mony will be completed so as to be sub 
mitted to the court next week. Meanwhile 
the work laying the track goes merrily on. 

In relation to the order granting this lo- 
cation, which the petitioners claim as not 
legal, as it did not state which side of 
Squantum street it should be located or 
distances, The reading of that clause of 
the order will be of interest. It is as fol- 
lows: 

That the Quincy & Boston Street Rai!- 
way company be granted a location for a 
singl+ track beginning at the end of its 
present | cation on Sagamore street, (for- 
merly A'lantic avenue,) opposite the At- 
lantic station of the N. Y., N. H. & H. 
Railroad; thence over and along the centre 
of Sagamore street to Newbury avenue, 
thence over and along the ce: t-e of New- 
bury avenue to Billing street, thence over 
and along the center of Billings street to 
Squantum street, thence over and along 
the side of Squantum street to the end of 
the same near the residence of Pauline 
Burkhardt, together with al] curves, 
switches, crossings and turnouts as appear 
on plan filed with the petition on said 1:

WANT DEPOT BACK 


Wollaston People Don't Want 
That Fence Where It Is, 


Compelling Travellers to Alight on 
Track a Greater Danger. 


Removal of Depot to East Side a 
Grevious Error. 


The long talked of fence at the Wollas- 
ton station has been completed. It is an 
eye sore to the citizens of Wollaston and a 
monument to a few officious residents, 

There was no general call from the 
public for this fence. When the officia) 
apnouncemebt was made through these 
columns that a fence was to be erected 


| upon the west side of the tracks it created 
} 
! 


a wave of indignation. 

Some few years ago a distinguished citi- 
zen of Wc llaston while crossing the tracks 
one evening, stepped in front of a train and 
was killed. The railroad officials through 
some deduction of their own, reasoned 
that for the convenience and safety of the 
putlic the station which for years had 
been located on the west side of the tracks 
should be moved over to the easterly side. 

The station as it was then located was a 
convenience to the public and with the 
exception of this one fatility not a very 
dangerous place. People could buy their 
tickets for Boston without crossing the 
tracks and what little traffic went south 
was not inconvenienced by having the 
station on the westerly side. Five-sixths 
of Wollaston village, it should be borne in 
mind, is located west of the tracks, ther.- 
fore nearly all of the inward traffic was 
done on that side without crossing over, 

But the railroad officials were not cor- 
tent with this state of affair. They 
erroneously conceived thatin shifting the 
station it would be a beneti: to the public. 
The road never perpetrated a graver error 
than this. From the day the station was 
moved to the easterly side down to 
the preset time it has been a veritable 
; death trap. It-cannot be gainsaid that 

there have been more narrow escapes from 

| accidents for the short time the station has 
been in its present location than during all 
of iti twenty years on the other side, 

The road, in order to ‘*‘ remedy" this 
state of affairs has had constructed a high 
board fence virtually shutting Wollaston 
off from that most essential thing which a 
transportation company is bound to give 
its patrons,—convenient access to and 
egress from its cars. 

Not oxly that but it compels all outward 
bound passengers to alight from the cars 
on the inward tracks. What scheme could 
| be devised that could be more dangerous 
than that? To be sure every engineer has 
printed orders requiring bim to hold up his 
jtrain while another is discharging 
passengers ata station. But engineers, as 
| we know from the recent narrow escape at 
| the Quincy station, are not infs! iable. 
| During a dense fog or a thick snow 
storm such as we often times have a train 
| might come thundering along and wipe out 
|a score of people before the engine driver 
| realized where he was. Surly it would be 
|impossible to devise a more deadly trap 
than this, The road literally comp: |: the 
people to walk into it. 

[t would seem that the station should be 
| moved back to its original location and the 
fence removed. If it is necessary to have 
a fence then place it on the easterly side of 
the track where the population is far the 
lightest and not on the side where five- 
sixths of the population resides, and where 
the post office and the business section is 
| also located.

MUSICAL INSTRUMENTS. 


In a very ancient Greek story the god- 
dess Erato is represented with a psaltery.

DR. ANDREWS RESIGNS 


President of Brown University Will 
Not Be Silenced, 


He Refuses to Surrender Lib- 
erty of Speech. 


The Professor's Free Silver Utteranees Were 
Objectionable. 


Providence, July 23.—The expected has 
happened in the matter of President E| 
Benjamin Andrews of Brown university, 
who, as a result of the annual meeting 
of the corporation last month, was at- 
tacked for his free silver and free trade 
utterances. 

Dr. Andrews resignation together with 
the letter written him by the executive 
and advisory committee are here given: 
To Rev. E. Benjamin Andrews, D. D., 

President Brown University: 

In compliance with your request, the 
undersigned, members of a committee 
appointed at the last meeting of the cor- 
poration of Brown university, make the 
following statement: 

The committee was appointed under 
the followTng resolution, to wit: 

Resolved, That a committee consist- 
ing of the chancellor, Judge Durfee and 
Judge Wayland be appointed to confer 
with the president in regard to the in- 
terests of the university. 

The resolution was passed after re- 
marks from several members of the cor- 
poration, showing more specifically the 
reason for it. The makers of these re- 
marks expressed the highest apprecia- 
tion of the services rendered by the 
president in increasing and diversifying 
the educational facilities and efficiency 
of the university and its multiplying the 
number of the students resorting to it, 
and, at the same time, professed for him 
personally the warmest admiration and 
regard. They signified a wish for a 
change in only one particular, having 
reference to his views upon a question 
which constituted leading issue in the 
recent presidential election, and which 
is sti predominant in national politics, 
namely, that of the free coinage of sil- 
ver as lega! tender at a ratio of 16 ounces 
of silver to one of gold.

assured to it, and that without chan e 
it would in the future fall to receive the 
pecuniary support which is requisite to 
enable it to prosecute with success the 
grand work on which it has entered. 
The change hoped for by them, they pro- 
ceed to explain, is not a renunciation of 
these views, as honestly entertained by 
him, but a forbearance out of regard tur 
the interests of the university, to pro- 
mulgate them, especially when to pro- 
mulgate them will appeal most strongly 
to the passions and prejudices of the 
public. 

The subscribers understand that it was 
in pursuance of this hope that the reso- 
lution appointing them a committee to 
confer with the president was passed, 
and passed, too, it may be added, with- 
out a single dissenting voice or vote.

Reply of Professor Andrews, 


To the Advisory and Executive Commit- 
tee of the Corporation of Brown Uni- 
versity: 

Gentlemen—Bellieving that, however 
much I might desire to do so, I should 
find myself unable to meet the wishes of 
the corporation as explained by the 
special committee officially appointed 
te confer with me on the interests of the 
university, without surrendering that 
reasonable liberty of utterance which my 
predecessors, my faculty colleagues and 
myself have hitherto enjoyed, and in the 
absence of which the most ample endow- 
ment for an educational institution 
would have but little worth, I respect- 
fully resign the presidency of the uni- 
versity, and also my professorship 
therein, to take effect not later than the 
first day of the approaching September. 
I regret the brevity of the intervening 
time, but am acting at the earliest pos- 
sible moment, after securing an inter- 
view with the committee. 

Thanking you, gentlemen, and all the 
other members of the corporation for 
the good will toward me personally, 
which has been expressed in so many 
ways, and cherishing the best wishes for 
the prosperity of the university. 

I am, yours with sincere esteem, 
E. Benjamin Andrews. 

Providence, July 17, 1897. 

The controversy which led up to the 
resignation was precipitated by Con- 
gressman Walker of Massachusetts at 
the last meeting of the Brown corpora- 
tion. The congressman at that time de- 
plored the action by President Andrews 
in promulgating his views on the silver 
question. Mr. Walker's stand was ap- 
proved by all the members of the cor- 
poration, and a committee was appointed 
to confer with Dr. Andrews and en- 
deavor to induce him to refrain from pur- 
suing the policy he had adopted in re- 
lation to financial teachings. The cor- 
respondence printed above, together 
with the president's resignation, was the 
result. 

The announcement fs not at all sur- 
prising, as It was generally belleved that 
Dr. Andrews would not remain at the 
university.

The decision therefore 
invalidates the patent because it was 
claimed to cover broadly the idea of the 
undercurrent trolley on an overhead 
wire. The court's finding affects all the

The Fence Outrage! 


Mr. Epirorn:—I was told today that 
many of the good people of Wollaston 
think I was instrumental, with others, in 
bringing the above nuisance upop us. 
With your permission I will briefly state 
my connection with the affair. 

About a month ago one of our best 
known citizens said to me. ‘The Rail- 
road Commissioners are coming here on 
the 9.30 morning train from Boston July 
2; will you be here and see them ?”’ 

I think he said he had written to them 
and they had notified him of their intended 
visit. I knew nothing or the matter, but 
supposed that very mauy if not allof the 
citizens of Wollaston had been invited, as 
I was, to be at the station at that time. 

On the morning in qnestion I went to 
Boston quite early and returned to Wol- 
laston on said 9.30 train. The Commis- 
sioners, Gen. Supt. A len, Supt. French, 
President Clark’s assistant, Mr. Ingersol 
and perhaps some other officials were 
there. To my great surprise, however, 
there were but very few Wollaston people. 
Councilman Nickerson, Mr, Sherman, Mr. 
Brasee and a few others were there, 
also Commissioner Knowiton. 

As I had taken no part whatever in 
arranging this meeting, I considered 
myself simply a spectator, but when asked 
my opinion regarding any precautions 
necessary to prevent accidents at the sta- 
tion I said: ‘* Open the gates on the west 
side of the cars on the inward bound trains, 
so that passengers can get aboard without 
being compelled to cross the tracks to the 
east side and obey the law by keeping 
other trains back while one is at the 
station, and there wili be no trouble.”’ 

The idea of building some sort of a fence 
was spoken of and I then said, ‘If you 
must have a fence, put it between the 
tracks, and then build a suitable and con- 
venient subway at the station, under the 
tracks, so that people can pass from one 
side to the other without being forced to 
go over the Beale street bridge.” 

I feel quite sure that either of my propo- 
sitions would be accepted by more than 
three-quarters of the people of Wollaston. 
AndI believe by united action, we can 
convince the officials of the Railroad that 
it will be for their intarest to treat us fairly 
and liberally. 

Iam sorry that any one couvli believe 
me guilty of advocating what I have justly 
denounced as a gross outrage.

THE BLOODHOUND.

Trolley Patent Off. 


A New York dispatch of yesterday says, 
the United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
yesterday gave a decision which makes it 
possible for any trolley company to run cars 
without paying $100 royalty to the General 
Electric Company for the use of the $7.50 
apparatus which extends from the top of 
the car to the overhead wire. The decision 
is considered by electrical concerns as most 
important, as it declares as invalid the last 
of the valuable patents which the big elec- 
tric trust controls, The decision was 
written by Judge Wallace, all of the judges 
concurring. He holis that the Van 
Depoele trolley patent is invalid by reason 
of the same invention having been de- 
scribed and disclosed in an earlier patent 
to Van Depoele. 

No trolley company heretofore could use 
the iron arm, with its copper wheel at the 
top, its set of springs at the bottom and 
the connecting wires, without using the 
General Electric Company’s goods or pay- 
ing the royalty of $100. As a large com- 
pany may have many cars, this became a 
very considerable item of expense. 


Squantum Extension. 


At the hearing Friday afternoon in 
Lawyer Schofield’s office on the petition 
for an injunction there were present:

KITES UP A MILE. 


Sport on Blue Hill Which the Boys 
Would Enjoy. 


There would have been more Quincy 
people make the pilgrimage to Blue hill 
and the reservation yesterday had they 
known that another attempt would be 
made to break the record in kite flying, 
The Boston Advertiser describes the trial 
graphically. 

At 10.30 a. m leaders of the long line, 
two kites of the Hargraves model—im- 
proved by Clayton—known to be good fly- 
ers, were bent on, each of the leaders 
being six feet in height and with a surface 


| exposed to the wind of about twenty square 


feet. 

Each kite was supplied with a leading 
string, and at the junction of these was 
suspended the meteorological instrument, 
& new one purchased of Richard Freres of 
Paris, who are now making light instru- 
ments for this especial work. 

Below the instrument, at a suitable dis- 
tance to take up the slack of the line, was 
attached a keeled kite, and then down the 
line a number of other kites, some of them 
one pattern and some of the other. 

An hour after the raising of the first 
kite, and when there were five kites in the 
air, the angle of the leader, as measured 
with the theodolite, indicatad a mile of 
vertical height above the country. 

At this time it seemed probable that the 
previous record was about to be raised, 
for the angle that the kites made with the 
horizon was a good one. But latar in the 
day the power of the upper currents seemed 


to fail, and, although more wire was} 


paid out, the kites did not gain much in 
height. At2p.s. there was about 6,000 


| meters of wire in the air, the height of 


the kites being reckoned at about 7,500 feet, 
a miie and two fifths. 

At this time there were six kites in line 
and the pull of the group was altogether 
not far from 100 lbs. Although the high- 
est flight of kites exceeds this one by a 
fraction of a mile, stil! the present one 
has been successful in al! of its details and 
is certain to yield valuable additional 
knowledge of the conditions of the at- 
mosphere a mila above the level of the 
country. 

This kiteflying has been a part of the 
duties of the assistants at the observatory, 
whenever the weather conditions have 
allowed it, ifor about three years; ever 
since Mr. Eddy first came here to try the 
effect of the altitude and isolation of the 
hill on his kites, 

So devoted and intelligent have been the 
observers, Clayton and Ferguson, that no 
smal] part of the advance in the forms of 
kites and methods of flying has been due 
to them; while t>» Mr. Rotch, who has 
frecly permitted the investigation slong 
these pew lines to proceed, science is 
greatly indebted. 

The kite-flying of the present year can 
be carried on under more favorable con- 
ditions than heretofore, for an engine has 
been provided which will save to the men 
the most laborious parts of the work. The 
new engine pulls in the kites at the rate of 
a mil or a mile and a half an hour.

Griffith and Nicols. ‘‘Ah, well, if Anson 
only had a couple more Griffiths!’ sighed 
the other aspirants for championship hon- 
ors. They forgot that the Bostons had 
but one Nicols. Then came news of Un- 
cle Anson's second triumph and the base- 
ball world marveled. ‘Two victories out 
of three from the leader by a team which 


fell down before the weakest of its op- 
ponents! But the climax of astonishment 
Was reached when news of the third vic- 


tory was flashed over the wires. 


It will be a longtime perhaps before 
this instance of uncertainty shall be 
matched. The sequel to it, however, add- 
ed to the proof that ‘‘form’’ in baseball, 
or what is called »dope’’ at the race 
tracks, is very vag: h. Following the 
Bostons came the Brooklyns to Chicago. 
They had just been beaten twice by the 
St. Louis tailenders. Yet they go in 
against the three times victors over the 


leaders and beat them easily, even with the 
mighty Griffith pitching. This is a pretty 
good specimen of baseball uncertainty, 
which induced bookmakers and poolsellers 
to drop the sport from their speculative 
list. So long as the gamblers could ‘‘fix’’ 
the games they had a chance to win, but 
when crooked playing passed away so did 
001 selling on that sport. 

With the championship season half over 
one pretty safe deduction may be made of 
the finish. Fiveof the clubs can almost 
surely be assigned to the first five places, 
though, of course, not individually, and 
these five clubs alone have a look in on the 
pennant. They are the Bostons, New 
Yorks, Baltimores, Cincinnatis and Cleve- 
lands. None of the other seven, even with 
all the uncertainties of the game, has 
seemingly a 1 out of 100 chance to get 
higher than sixth. And Anson is likely 
to get into that second class favored niche. 

On midsummer performances the Bos- 
tons and New Yorks are generally picked 
as one, two, and the most probable con- 
testants for the Temple Cup at the end of 
the season. Hanlon still insists that his 
champions will win out, but his confi- 
dence, bluff or whatever it may be, is not 
shared by one player out of every 20 in 
the league. If the Baltimores had pitch- 
ers who could face a crisis whenever one 
arose in their games, Hanlon’s faith might 
find justicflation, but thatis just where 
the apparently insurmountable weakness 
of the Baltimore team lies. 

The Clevelands will be a dangerous fac- 
tor if their pitchers ever settle down to 
effective work, but their two former stand- 
bys, Young and Cuppy, have so far been 
of little use, and Tebeau has had to look 
for help from new stars of the slab, and 
pew pitchers are always unreliable. 

Public opinion upon clubs’ chances is 
usually shown by the attendance at games 
when the rival candidates are on the road. 
Rooters will always give the preference of 
their presence at games in which a club 
takes part which they consider has the best 
chance to win. So, on the western trip 
this sentiment was distinctly bestowed 
upon the Boston and New York clubs, 
plainly indicating that public opinion in 
the west has picked these two teams in the 
order named to finish one, two, if the two 
places fall to the eastern section. 

Mr. Young, president of the League, an- 
nounces that six umpires will do all the 
League work until the season closes. It 
means that the double umpire system has 
been tried and found to be unsatisfactory. 
A significant fact is now on record : that 
the umpires who are surest of a continua- 
tion of their jobs and those who have last- 
ed the longest are those who have not been 
home umpires, and therefore have been 
most violently abused by spectators and 
local press. Of such are Hurst, Lynch, 
Emslie and O’Day. They realize that un- 
less they are overtly unfair they cannot 
get the good opinion of local crowds in 
most cities. Rather than sacrifice their 
sense of right, they have stood abuse from 
the stands until, like a Damascus blade, 
they have been tempered and made fit for 
their business. 

Two or three of the very smallest of the 
minor leagues put up their shutters and 
went out of business after the Fourth of 
July harvest. This is always the result 
of the custom of organizing temporary 
leagues among towns and cities which 
have not the population to support even 
cheap teams, but the recognized minor 
leagues are all doing well, and there will 
probably be no serious interruption to the 
regular season's programme among them. 

Are batsmen mastering the secret pow- 
ers of left handed pitchers? It seems to be 
so. Killen, called ‘‘the king,’’ who stopped 
everything which faced him early in the 
season, was upmercifully pounded in July. 
Nops, Tannehill, Friend, Hill, Damann, 
Payne and Klobedanz are also more un- 


certain agents ina game than formerly. 
Breitenstein and Seymour appear to be 
the only two who have stood the test, and 
they are not yet beyond the sure line. 

The recent hot spell which prostrated 
the middle west revived a strange but un- 
disputed fact in regard to sunstroke. Dur- 
ing that time over 300 players were daily 
out upon the hot diamond and field of 
baseball parks under violent exertion for 
from two and a half to three hours daily 
during the maximum heat of the day. 
And yet only two of them all submitted 
to the power of the deadly heat, and they 
both soon recovered. At the same time 
men have succumbed to the killing condi- 


tions while sitting in the stands watching | 


those athletes defy the sun and wondering 
why balf of them did not drop dead. 
There is no distinct case on record of a 
ball player dying from sunstroke. The 
death of one man is sometimes attributed 
to that cause, but though he was over- 
come by heat, his death did not occur till 


80 days afterward, and his friends knew it | 


was more the effect of drink than heat. 
The recent death of Clarence (Kid) 
Baldwin in an insane asylum at Cincin- 
nati another terrible example of the 
dangers which beset ball players whodrink. 
In 1885-6 and 1887 Baldwin was one of the 
most promising young catchers in the coun- 
try, and had he taken proper care 
himself he should have been a star of the 
first magnitude today, but success turned 
his head. He began to drink. With drink 
came other dissipation and a defiance of 
discipline until, in spite of his abilities, 
he found himself relegated to lower ranks. 
Then he drank the harder, and the rest of 
the descentinto Avernus wasrapid. There 
cume a time when no club would employ 
him: For awhile he lived on the charity 
of old comrades, but that means soon wore 
out. The next step was that of a tramp.

Then his eyes failed and he was sent to a} 


hospital. Finally the brain gave way, and 
asacrazy pauper in a public insane asylum 
his life went out just when it should have 
been at the flood tide of success. 

Yet, with this and other examples be- 
fore them as warnings, dozens more in the 
profession will tread the same downward, 
deadly path. If players would only com- 
pare the professional careers of Anson and 
Baldwin, it is hard to undesstand how 
any of tem could choose the latter as a

Down the Ohio 


Robert Cook of Boston proposes to walk 
on the Ohio river from Pittsburg to Cin- 
cinnati, a distunce of some 400 miles, in 
14 days. 

To accomplish this feat Cook will weaz 
water of his own, invention, with 
which he claims he can walk with as much 
ease and comfort on water as anybody can 
on an asphalt pavement. The shoes area 
trifle over 4 feet long, 6 inches wide and 6 
inches deep. The place for the foot is in 
the center, and the shoe is strapped to it. 
The shoe is perfectly airtight. It is cov- 
ered with white cedar wood, the bottom

being of white hickory, which gives 
strength to the shoe. It looks like a small 
sized canoe. A set of fins on either side of 
the bottom of the shoes operates ina pecul- 
jar way, securing a resistance to the wa- 
ter and preventing him from slipping 
backward or losing his balance. Cook is 
positive he can accomplish the feat, which 
will take place in September, and has 
started training. This will not be his first 
stroil on water. He says he has thorough- 
ly tested his invention, having walked 100 
miles on Lake Ontario in 65 hours this 
spring. Healso claims to have walked 
down the Hudson river from Albany to 
New York. 


TEN EYCK’S CAREER. 


Something About the Yankee Youth Who 
Won the Diamond Sculls, 

Edward H. Ten Eyck, the first Ameri- 
can to win the Diamond sculls at Henley- 
on-Thames, was born in Peekskill, N. 
Y., on Aug. 7, 1879, so that he has yet to 
celebrate his eighteenth birthday. His 
performance is not considered so wonder- 
ful by his intimate friends, for he comes 
from a family of crack carsmen, his father 
and his grandfather before him being re- 
powned for their work in the sport. 

Young Ten Eyck made his first race in 
August of 1895, when he and his club- 
mates had a private trial with the oars to 
see which was the best fitted to represent 
the Wachusett Boat club atthe New Eng- 
land regatta of that year. He won the 
trial race and took off the honors at the 
regatta with ease. At Saratoga last year 
the boy was entered for the intermediate 
singles at the national regatta. He won 
this event, besides establishing a new rec- 
ord for the mile and a half, intermediate 
class, making the distance in 9 minutes 
and 59 seconds. 

Ten Eyck entered the senior scull race 
on the Charles river of the New England 
Amateur Rowing association on last La- 
bor day, in the hope of meeting Maguire 
and Whitehead, both crack amateurs. 
Neither of them would go against him, 
but later Whitehead accepted his challenge 
and was beaten by Ten Eyck in October 
last, on Lake Quinsigamond, in 9 minutes 
58 2-5 seconds. In this race Ten Eyck 
won the title of champion of America, and 
the Wachusett Boat club sent him to Hen- 
ley to win the Diamond sculls. 

When the boy champion left Worcester 
with bis father for the English shores, he 
received a public ovation.

ORCHARD AND GARDEN. 


Coal ashes are usually beneficial toa 
clayey or cloddy soil. 

Poultry for the plum orchard and hogs 
for the apple orchard is a good rule. 

Cut off and burn all twigs in branches 
of plum and cherry trees affected with 
black knot. 

The larger the summer and fall growth 
of the strawberry plants the larger the 
crop of fruit next season. 

There is no advantage in growing a 
fruit tree tall. The top limbs are apt to 
grow slender and break off. 

Stimulating the grapevine by animal 
manures makes it grow until late in the 
fall and the wood does not ripen well. 

The best and most profitable pruning of 
the raspberry and blackberry is that which 
is dune by pinching back during the grow- 
ing season. 

After tomato plants have reachega fair 
size they may be pinched off. This forces 
out side shoots and gives more flowers and 
fruit.—St. Louis Republic.

Head 0. “a’se Department Asks For Reports 


on Permanent School Funds. 

Augusta, Me., July 26.—State Superin- 
tendent of Schools Stetson has prepared 
a circular to be sent school superinten- 
dents and municipal officers in Maine, 
calling their attention to the eae 
of scrupulously guarding the “pe n- 
ent school funds” of their towns, and the 
necessity of devoting them to the pur- 
poses for which they were granted. 

The reservation of 1000 acres of land 
in every township, commonly known as 
school lands, comes from an old regula- 
tion of Massachusetts, adopted while 
Maine was stilka part of that common- 
wealth. 

The unsettled portions of the territory 
were commonly referred to by the Massa- 
chusetts legislature as the “Eastern 
lands.”

these ‘Eastern lands” the legislature of 
Massachusetts in 1788 enacted a law 
providing that in the disposition of all 
towns thereafter, four lots, of 320 acres 
each, should be reserved for certain pur-

One of these lots was known as the 
school lot. The funds from the sale of 
g@rass and timber from the lots created 
by this old law was to bea permanent

In several towns In the state this fund 
is still intact, and the interest is added 
each year to the funds derived from other 
sources. In some cases, however, the 
fund has been used for general town pur- 
poses. 

School superintendents will be called 
upon to report the amount of the school 
funds in their several tawns, how these 
funds are invested, the amount of in- 
come derived from them and such other 
details as will give a complete history 
of the original funds and disclose their 
present amount and condition. 


The Tables Turned, 

Staceyville, Me., July 26.—Commis- 
sioner Carleton, accompanied by War- 
den Hodgkins, arrived Friday night, in 
response to a letter from Fred Brackett,

Anxious to Go to Klondyke. 


Steamers Overrun With Ap- 
plications For Berths. 


Many Are aking Great Sacrifices te Go to 
the Mines. 


San Francisco, July 26.—The desire of 
the gold-struck throng to reach the 
diggins in the Klondyke district re- 
eembles for all the world the craze to 
reach California in the days of'49. There 
is little or no method in this longing of 
the masses to reach the Eldorado in the 
great unknown territory of the north- 
west. 

People who have had no experience in 
miningor have undergone none of the 
hardships incident to such as will fol- 
low a trip to the Yukon country, are 
clamoring for passage and straining 
every nerve to secure funds on which 
to make thetr ip. Many are making 
sacrificesi n order to visit the land that 
promises so much. 

Every steamship office in the city is 
literly overrun with people seeking in- 
formation concerning the Klondyke 
country. Those who have the money do 
not hesitate to pay for passage, trust- 
ing in many instances to good luck to 
give them food on which to subsist dur- 
ing the coming winter. The Excelsior, 
which leaves on next Wednesday, has 
a full passenger list, but big bonuses are 
being offered every day for a berth on 
the vessel. 

The steamer Umatilla left yesterday 
for the north with 290 passengers anda 
full cargo of provisions. She goes to 
Port Townsend, where she connects with 
the City of Topeka, sailing direct to 
Juneau. The owners of the Umatilla 
have applied to the inspectors of hulls 
and boilers for permission to carry all 
the passengers that the vessel’s owned 
by the company will hold. The Tapeka, 
which is scheduled to leave Seattle early 
next week has already more passengers 
than is permitted by law. The same 
is true of the George W. Elder which ts 
scheduled to leave July 30. The people 
at Seattle begging the steamship 
officers to provide them with transpor- 
tation. 

The steamer Cieveland, chartered as 
an extra vessel by the Northwestern 
Trading company, sailed late Saturday 
night for Seattle, where she will dls- 
charge partwf her cargo and take on sup- 
plies and passengers for Alaska. About 
half of her passenger list fuom this olty 
is booked for Alaska, and she will fill to 
the limit, leaving Seattle for the North. 
It is probable that she will carry 500 
passengers.

Started For Klondyke. 

Seattle, Wash., July 26.—No greater 
crowd ever assembled on the wharves 
of Seattle than that which witnessed 
the departure of the steamer City of 
Mexico for Dyea yesterday. On the 
Mexico were 283 passengers, who left 
to seek their fortunes in the Klondyke. 
Long before sailing time the wharf was 
completely blocked with people who were 
on hand to witness the departure, and 
the crowd spread out along the wharves 
and docks to the north for nearly a 
mile, At a conservative estimate there 
were fully 8000 people on the wharves, 
twice as many as assembled to bid adieu 
to any preceding steamer, showing that 
instead of abating the Klondyke fever 
is more virulent than ever. In addi- 
tion to her passengers, the Mexico car- 
ried 1800 tons of freight, consisting al- 
most entirely of outfits of the gold seek- 
ers. 


New Alaskao Line. 

Seattle, Wash., July 26.—The steamers 
by Frank E. Burns to make trips to 
Dyea and Skagaway, leaving here July 
31. The Rosalie will carry 200 passen- 
gers with their freight, while the Edith 
will carry 75 head of horses, It is in- 
tended to have the vessels return in 112 
days for another voyage. Should the 
business justify, the Rosalie may be 
counted as permanently on the run. 
The fares will be the same as those es- 
tablished by the companies now carry- 
ing passengers to these points. 


Powderly Denounced. 

New York, July 26.—District Assembly, 
No. 49, of the Knights of Labor, met at 
Brevort hall yesterday and passed strong 
resolutions condemning the appointment 
of T. V. Powderly as United States com- 
missioner of immigration. As the meet- 
ing had been called before it was known 
that Mr. Powderly’s appointment had 
not been confirmed by the senate, the 
original resolutions were altered. The 
senate was commended for not confirm- 
Ing the appointment. Powderly was de- 
nounced ag a renegade and traitor for 
turning to gold after speaking for years 
in favor of free silver.

Condensed History of Extraordinary 
Session Just Ended. 


=> 


Tariff Bill Was, of Course, the 
Leading Feature 


— 


But Many Other Matters of importance Were 


Disposed Of 
pe 


Washington, July 26.—The extraord- 
inary session of congress, which has just 
ended, wag called by President McKin- 
ley two days after he took the oath of 
office. It met in pursuance co this 
proclamation at noon, March 16. The 
special message transmitted by him to 
both houses on the opening day was 


brief. It explained the deficiencies in 
the revenues, reviewed the bond issues 
of the last administration und urged 
congress pxeomptly to correct the then 
existing conditions by passing a tariff 
bill that would supply ample revenues 
for the support of the government and 
the liquidation of the public debt. No 
other subject of legislation was men- 
tioned in the message, and the tariff bill 
has been the all-absorbing feature of 
the session. 

The Republican members of the ways 
and means committee of the preceding 
house had worked throughout the short 
session, which ended March 4, giving 
hearings and preparing the bill which 
was to be submitted at the extra session. 
Three days after the session opened the 
tariff bill was reported to the house by 
the ways and means committee, and 13 
days later, March 31, 1897, it passed the 
house. It went to the senate, referred 
to the committee on finance and the Re- 
publican members of that committee 
spent a month and three days in its con- 
sideration and in preparing the amend- 


| ments which were submitted to the sen- 


ate May 4. 

Itsconsideration was begun in the sen- 
ate May 7, and exactly two months later, 
July 7, it passed the senate with 873 
amendments. The bill then went to con- 
ference, where, after a 10 days’ struggle, 
on July 17, a complete agreement was 
reached by which the senate receded 
from 118 amendments and the house 
from 511. The others, 243 in number, 
were compromised. The conference re- 
port was adopted by the house July 19 
at the conclusion of 12 hours of continu- 
ous debate. The report was taken up 
in the senate July 20, and adopted 
Saturday, July 24. The tariff bill was 
signed by the president the same day. 

Congress did not devote its attention 
entirely to the tariff, though it did 
subordinate everything else to this one 
measure. Four appropriation bills, 
which failed on March 4 last, in them- 
selves would have compelled President 
McKinley to call congress in extra ses- 
sion even if the necessity for a revision 
of the tariff had not existed. 

The appropriation bills were the sun- 
dry civil, the agricultural, the Indian 
and the general deficiency. These bills 
were introduced and passed by the house 
in the identical form in which they ex- 
isted at the time of their failure of en- 
actment into law at the preceding con- 
gress, but they were amended in some 
{mportant particulars by the senate, 
and when they finally became laws con- 
tained more or less legislation of interest 
and importance. The general deficiency 
earried a provision accepting the invi- 
tation to take part in the Paris exposi- 
tion fn 1900, and appropriated $25,000 to 
defray the expenses, and appropriated 
$150,000 for a new immigrant station at 
New York to replace the one destroyed 
by fire.

In the sundry civil bill the most im- 
portant new provision was that suspend- 
Ing the order of President Cleveland 
setting aside about 21,000,000 acres as 
forest reservation land. The law also 
includes a general scheme of legislation 
for the government and protection of 
the forest reservations of the country. 

The Republican leaders of the house 
decided at the opening of the session to 
pursue a policy of inaction in order to 
throw the responsibility for delaying 
the tariff bill upon the senate, and there- 
fore no committees were announced until 
the close of the session, and only urgent 
matters were considered. 

Fifty thousand dollars were appro- 
priated for the relief of American cijti- 
zens in Cuba at the solicitation of the 
president; $200,000 was appropriated for 
the relief of the Mississippi flood suf- 
ferers; a resolution was passed author- 
izing the secretary of the navy to trans- 
port supplies contributed for the relief 
of the poor and faminishing in India. 
and $50,000 was appropriated for the en- 
tertainment and expenses of the dele- 
gates to the universal postal convention 
who met in thls city. ( 

The only extensive pieces of general 
Jegialation enacted by this congress,

except the tariff bill, were the laws to 
prevent collisions at sea and to place in 
force regulations to prevent collisions 
upon certain harbors, rivers and inlend 
waters of the United States, and the bill 
authorizing the president to suspend 
discriminating duties on foreign vessels 
and commerce. 
Special Work of Senate. 

The senate not being confined as to the 
scope of its legislation dealt witha num- 
ber of important subjects, both in and 
out of executive session. One of these, 
which attracted world-wide attention, 
was the general arbitration treaty née- 
gotiated with Great Britain. After ex- 
haustive consideration, despite the great 
pressure brought to bear upon the senate 
by religious and commercial bodies 
throughout the country, the senate re- 
fected it. The Hawaiian treaty of an- 
nexation, negotiated by President Mc- 
Kinley, was still unacted upon when con- 
gress adjourned. 

In open session, after much debate, 
the senate passed the Cuban belligerency 
resolution, a bankruptcy bill, including 
beth voluntary and involuntary fea- 
tures, and the “free home Dill."”” But 
none of these important questions re- 
ceived consideration in the house.

The Dead @irl’s Relatives Still Think That She 
Was Murdered. 


Boston, July 27.—The most astounding 
revelation of yesterday, during the pro- 
gress of the investigation into the death 
of Alice M. Barrett, who committed sul- 
cide in the office of Codman & Codman, 
40 Kilby street, last Saturday, was the 
discovery of the loss of the cash book of 
the concern, and the finding of some ot 
its half burned leaves in the pile of rub- 
bish which had been shovelled into a 
rear areaway by the members of the 
protective department when cleaning up 
the debris from the fire. 

The full significance of this find can- 
rot at present be determined. It is as- 
Fumed by some that is shows that Miss 
barrett was a defaulter—that she had 
been using the money of the firm and had 
burned the cash book in order to destroy 
all evidence of guilt. 

This is a harsh assumption, however, 
and is modified and almost contradicted 
by some of the other ¢lements in the 
case. There is no doubt that $800 of her 
ewn money was lost in a wildcat spec- 
ulation by a inan to whom it had been 
loaned The supposition accompany- 
ing the discovery of the burned cash book 
Was that additional funds had been ad- 
vanced to this person, and that these 
funds might have been borrowed from 
the cash box o fCodman & Codman.,, 

The police are evidently impressed with 
this idea, but there is a tlat contradiction 
in the fact that Miss Barrett had over 
$500 left in her own savings bank account. 
A girl of her character and ideas of 
honesty would be apt to make use of her 
own money before taking that of her 
employer, even if she were caught in 
the fever of speculation. More than 
that, it seems probable that if she had 
borrowed from the cash box in the office 
she would have made good the amount 
instead of running the risk of detection. 
That she did not do so is shown by the 
presence of about $300 in the savings 
bank in her name, and by the fact that 
as late as last Saturday morning, a few 
hours before her death, she deposited 
$40 on that account. 

The discovery of these charred leaves 
of the cash book was not the only excit- 
ing incident of the day It was ascer- 
tained that the revolver from which the 
fatal bullet was fired. and which was 
found by the body of the dead girl on the 
floor of the office, had been purchased 
by herself at the store of the John P. 
Lovell Arms company, corner of Wash- 
ington and Cornhill 

It was also ascertained that Miss Bar- 
rett had been making preparations dur- 
ing ihe last week for some extraordinary 
event. One peculiar fact was that she 
made a will, and the other is that dur- 
ing the week she had been gathering her 
effects together. 

To the unbiased outeider these facts, 
together with those which have already 
been detailed, confirm the theory of sui 
cide, but still the members of the family 
adhere to the opinion that the girl was 
either murdered or else accidently shot 
herself while placing the revolver in 
the safe. 

The idea advanced that lightning had 
nothing whatever to do with the fire 
feceived additional confirmation yester- 
day. Assistant Chief Regan of the fire 
department, Commissioner of Wires 
Flood and his electricians, and the ex- 
perts of the insurance companies unite 
in the declaration that there is no evi- 
dence that lightning touched the build- 
ing. 

WEEKLY CROP REPORT. 


Weather In New England Continues to Be Most 
Unfavorable. 

Boston, July 27.—The precipitation on 
the 22nd varied in amount from one inch 
to four inches, and occurring after the 
excessive rains of the previous week it 
was far from beneticial. Heavy thun- 
derstorms prevailed in parts of Vermont, 
New Hanipshire and Massachusetts on 
the 23rd and 2ith, beating down crops 
and causing other damage. The week, 
therefore, was generally unfavorapté. 
Many crops on low soils have stood in 
water since the 13th; haying has been 
interrupted and grains badly lodged. 

Maine. 

Last week began with good haying 
weather, but the frequent showers dur- 
ing the latter part “caught” much that 
had been cut and makes it very hard to 
secure the crop in favorable condition. 
A correspondent in Kennebec county 
states that probably thousands of tons 
in that county alone is damaged. Low- 
lands are still too wet to mow with ma- 
chines. Cultivated crops are making 
rapid growth, but grain Is flattened by 
wind and lodged badly. Oats are show- 
ing rust in Oxford county. 

New Hampshire. 

Only two good haying days last week; 
a large portion of this crop has been in- 
jured by showers; the second growth, 
however, is good, and bids fair to make 
a heavy crop of rowen. A hailstorm in 
Cheshire county on the 23rd caused great 
damage to corn, grain and grass. Else- 
where corn is gaining fast. Potatoes are 
looking badly and show signs of rot and 
rust. Oats and barley are late. A good 


resulting in poor harvesting conditions. 
Many potato fields are blighted, but the 
crop is half dug and the damage will 
probably not be great. Corn is looking 
well. Rye, where cut early, Is a fine 
crop, but much was damaged by recent 
gales, and continued wetness has inter- 
fered with curing. Oats also have suf- 
fered, impossible to cure properly. 
Connecticut, 

Crops on low soils have been standing 
in water since the recent great rains, 
and must be damaged considerably, but 
on good drainage ground everything has 
made rapid pregress. There has been, 
however, practically no harvesting of 
any kind. Haying ts about at a stand- 
sull. Blight is seen on onions and po- 
tatoes, but no rot. Corn getting rank 
giowth. Oats lodging badly; nearly 
ready for cutting. The rye crop was 
greatly damaged by rain

New Bedford's Semi-Centennial. 

New Bedford, Mass., July 27.—The 
New Bedford semi-centennial committee 
has decided to arrange the new car shed 
of the Union Ssreet railway for the in- 
dustrial exhibition. This gives 26,00 
feet of floor space, and the indications 
are that the industrial exhibit in Octo- 
ber will exceed anything of the kind 
ever attempted in New England, out- 
side of Boston. Another matter ar- 
ranged for was the establishment of a 
museum as a permanent feature of the 
semi-centennial. The Morgan estate, 
located in the centre of the city, will 
be secured, and with the wealth of cu- 
riosities collected from all over the world 
by New Bedford sailors, the museum 
promises to be an important feature. 
A letter has been received from ex-Queen 
Liliuokalani of Hawali, expressing her 
apperciation of New Bedford, and in- 
timating the probability of her attend- 
ance at the semi-centennial.. 


Lawsuits Fmpending. 

Onset Bay, Mass., July 27.—Prominent 
landholders and cottagers at Onset Bay 
campground have obtained legal advice 
and announce their determination to 
contest the recent action of the directors 
of the Onset Say Grove association and 
the directors of the Onset Bay camp 
meeting lessees. The latter have erected 
a picket fence around the open air 
Auditorium park, where the Spiritualist 
meetings are held, and the lot owners 
claim that there is a movement to cause 


the parks and public grounds to revert ¢ 


back to the stockholders of the Onset 
Pay Grove association. A Boston legal 
firm has been retained in the interest of 
the opposit‘on or lot owners. There {s 
considerable feeling here over the af- 
fair, in which the Spiritualists, lot own- 
ers, mediums and business men take 
sides, with the intention possibly of 
figuring in the impending legal trouble. 


Placard on Catholic School. 

Bangor, Me., July 27.—Another threat- 
ening placard was posted upon the door 
of St. Mary's Catholic school last night, 
the fourth of the kind within a few 
weeks. Great excitement has been 
caused by these outrages, and it is feared 
that unless they cease, or the gulity per- 
sons are caught soon, there will be seri- 
ous trouble. The poll® have accom- 
plished nothing in the matter. Vicar 
General O'Brien has no fear that the 
school will be burned, but he and other 
thinking people deprecate this effort to 
stir up sectarian strife. 


Was Subject to Epilepsy, 
Augusta, Me., July 27.—F. Lewellyn 
Johnson of Hallowell, aged 60, died in 
this city yesterday of epilepsy. H 
had been subect to attacks of this de- 
scription for some years. He had driven 
with a friend to this city yesterday, and 
had alone walked to the shore of the 
river on the west bank, just north of the 
bridge. There he seemed to sit down, 
and in a few seconds fell over back- 
ward. He is survived by a widow and 
oue daughter, Mrs. Elmer Brown of Bos- 
ton.

rush to the gold fields in California nearly 
half a century ago. 

The steamer City of Topeka has arrived 
from Alaska. She brings news that the 
Klondyke fever is on the increase at 
Juneau, nearly every able-bodied man 
either having gone there or is prepared 
to go to the rich fields. Authentic re- 
ports direct from Dyea are that there is 
now as much freight piled up at the head 
of the inlet as the Indians can pack over 
the divide in the next 18 months. This 
amount of freight will be more than 
doubled with the steamers Queen and 
Mexico, now en route, arrive. This 
condition of affairs practically precludes 
the possibility of hundreds of the gold 
seekers reaching the mining region this 
year. 

Frank F. Myers, a Juneau newspaper 
man, will leave here in two weeks for 
Dawson City. He will go by the route 
followed by Lieutenant Schwatke, who 
conducted an exploring party into the 
Yukon valley in 1889. This route starts 
from Takou inlet, 30 miles south of 
Juneau, from Takou to Lake Testin, @ 
distance of 120 miles, over level prairies, 
and the country from Lake Testin fs an 
open valley through to Yukon river by 
way of the Hootinghua river. With the 
aid of pack horses the Takou route is by 
far the more preferable. It is possible 
that a stage line will be operated over 
this route. 


Military Post for Alaska. 

Washington, July 27.—The president 
and Secretary Alger have decided to de- 
tail an army officer and a company of 
soldiers from the regular army for ser- 
vice in Alaska. The matter is yet in 
very indefinite shape, but detalls will be 
arranged as soon as possible in order 
that the soldiers may get into the vicin- 
ity of the gold country before navigation 
closes on the Yukon river. They will be 
gent to their destination via the Yukon 
river route, and the offer of one of the 
shipping companies on the Pacific coast 
to transport the men and their baggage 
and stores will probably be accepted. 
The exact location of the camp or post 
has not yet been determined upon, but 
it is expected to be Circle City. 

An army officer now in the fleld, and 
who has had experience in such matters, 
his been invited to take charge of the 
company, and an answer is expected 
from him very soon. The detail of men 
who will go will be made from one of the 
posts in the West, but just which one 
is not yet finally settled on. The offi- 
clals are anxious to locate the soldiers 
in the gold country as soon as possible, 
and if it can be arranged they will be 
sent on the steamer sailing early in 
August. 

At present no troops are in that vast 
territory, and in view of the heavy im- 
migration now going on, and the pos- 
sible danger to life and property from 
lawless characters, he has been urged to 
create an Alaskan military post. 

The commercial interests of the terri- 
tory are at the bottom of the movement, 
and have requested that a company of 
infantry and a gatling gun brigade be 
located at a post to be christened “Fort 
Alger,” near the boundary line, about 250 
miles west of Klondyke and 2200 miles 
above the mouth of the Yukon river. 
This body of troops ts asked for to sup- 
port the civil authorities in the adminis- 
tration of law and for the protection of 
vested rights. 


Mexico’s Klondyke, 

City of Mexico, July 27.—It is predicted 
here that when the gold placer mining is 
developed in the state of Guerrero more 
gold will be taken out than in the Klon- 
dyke region. Some placer mining is be- 
ing done with excellent results and labor 
is cheap and water abundant, even in 
the dry season. One miner, and old 
Californian, reports taking out $24,000 
in gold in May, and his average is $15,000 
per month. The Indians in Sonora will 
work in a crude way in the local gold 
placers, only operating when in pressing 
need of money, get larger returns for 
very little labor and an explorer who has 
recently been through the remotest 
regions states that Sonora will equal 
California in its palmiest days as a gold 
producer. 

Klondyke Is Free to All, 

Ottawa, July 27.—The cabinet has de- 
cided not to attempt to enforce the alien 
law in the Klondyke district. The sub- 
ject of royalty in gold output was dis- 
cussed, but was left over. Eighty addi- 
tional mounted police will be sent, how- 
ever, to maintain law and order, and the 
United States authorities at Washing- 
ton will be asked to give the right of way 
through disputed territory. Two cus- 
tom officers will be sent to Lake Tagish, 
on the British frontier, to collect cus- 
toms duty.

Keely’s Patron. 

About a year ago John Jacob Astor oi 
New York, a multimillionaire with 
keen and intelligent interest in applied 
mechanics, made several visits to Mr. 
Keely’s ‘‘workshop’’? and was so im- 
pressed with what he saw that he 
offered to patronize the enterprise if the 
inyentor would submit to certain condi- 
tions, which were not unreasonable from 
the business point of view. 

Some 16 years ago the attention of 
Mrs. Bloomfield Moore was called te 
Keely’s discoveries. She was by scien- 
tific acquirements and tastes eminently 
qualified to estimate the value of the} 
invention, and, being further blessed by 
a large fortune, proposed that active 
efforts to produce a commercial agent} 
or medium for the development of this 
power should be postponed until Keely 
himself had by study and experiment 
made some desired advances in knowl- 
edge of the principles of the new force 
so that he might in time announce a 
new, distinct and unparalleled discoy- 
ery. 


Opinion of an Expert, 

About a year ago, after careful con- 
sideration by the principals, aided by 
distinguished foreign mechanical ex- 
perts, among whom were Grant Allen, 
Professor Fitzgerald and Professor De- 
war, it was decided that Keely should 
construct an engine which would prac- 
tically demonstrate his theories and be 
accepted by the world. He has com- 
pleted such a motor or engine, and W. 
J. Fransioli, general manager of the 
Manhattan Elevated railway, who, 
with Mr. McNally, the master mechan- 
ic of the elevated railway system, went 
to Philadelphia and made an examina- 
tion of the motor itself, says concerning 
it:

Keely's Peculiarities. 

Keely has been charged with being a 
modern Cagliostro, but there is no pos 
sible parallel of the two characters, for 
the great impostor of the eighteenth 
century was a stupid fool who could 
deceive only the ignorant. His suc 
was due to the fact that he appro 
only the ignorant, who in 
abounded in the highest social circle 
Europe. Keely, on the contrary, 
seldom cared to display any manifesta- 
tions of his discovery except to met 
mechanical and scientific attainm 
men who would be quick to note 
possible adaptation, no matter 
skillful, of any known sources of pow 

In the earlier days of the 
tor excitement the stockholders were 
largely engineers, master mechanics 
and prominent constructors and users 
of machinery.

The fact remains, however, that de- 
spite all his exasperating delays and al- 


most insulting suspicions Mr. Keely 
has never been without intelligent ad- 
herents and rich backers. He is prob- 


ably the only inventor whose work for 
20 years brought forth nothing tangi- 
ble, yet who during so longa period 
always obtained without trouble what- 
ever money he needed. Evidently ther 
is something remarkable about either 
the theory or the man, for, in addition 
to all that has been said, there remains 
the phenomenal patience of Keely’s ad- 
herents and financial backers, which, 
considering the painful rarity of the 
virtue of patience among persons who 
are trying to “get their money back’’ 
from investments, is more astonishing 
than avy other feature of this unusual 
story. 

It seems apparent, however, that the 
mystery is about to be divulged. When 
an invention or adaptation reaches the 
stage at which it is displayed to possi- 
ble users and the most prominent of 
these are selected, experimenting is 
supposed to have ended. 

It remains to be said, in justice to 
Mr. Keely, that his long apparent ig- 
porance as to the nature of the force 
with which he has been experimenting 
is not necessarily to his discredit. Elec- 
tricity has become a common servant of 
man, but of its actual origin and con- 
stitution nc one yet knows anything 
whatever, nor is there any indication

Secretary Long Proceeds to Ascertain Cost of 
Government Armor Plant.

Two members of the board 
have been selected, Commodore Howell, 
commandant at the League island navy 
yard, and Captain McCormick of the 
Norfolk navy yard.

The fleld or work of the board will be 
extensive; they must not only ascertain

Work on the Squantum Street 
Railway Extension Still Going On. 


Althongh a temporary injunction has 
been granted on the petition of Ella V. 
Carver aud Harry W. Reed to restrain the 
Quincy & Boston street railway from la}- 
ing its tracks on S,uantum street, the 
work is still going on. 

The temporary injunction granted Tues- 
day by Judge Dunbar wasto stop work 
until after the master had completed his 
hearing. This injunction was against 
Messrs. Gore, the contractors, and must be 
served by the High Sheriff of Norfolk 
county. It must also be served in Nor- 
folk county for a sheriff of Norfolk county 
can not serve the paper in another county. 

The sheriff bas visited At'!antic several 
times within the past forty-eight hours but 
bas not been able to find Messrs. Gore, 
and Wednesday he was not even able to 
find the foreman on the job. All he could 
find was a lot of Italians who kept steadily 
at work, being so familiar with the work 
that a foreman is hardly necessary. 

Up to Wednesday night the rails had 
been laid as far as the Pope estate on 
Squantum street, This morning, how- 
ever, the Lord granted a temporary ip- 
junction in the shape of rain, 

In the temporary injunction, as granted 
by Judge Dunbar, there is a clause which 
permits the contractors to continue work 
at the dangerous points, to put them ina 
safe condition. 

This will enable the contractors, as soon 
as the injanction is served on them, to 
complete the line from Hancock street to 
the Pope estate on Squantum st-eet, 


WHO SHALL PAY? 


A Question Likely to Arise Over 
the Repairs of the Point Bridge. 


The question has been raised as to who 
shell pay for repairing the damage done to 
the Quincy Point bridge by the steamer 
Victor on Tuesday: the steamboat people 
or the trustees of the bridge ?

bave done no damage other than to shake 
it.

Boarders comprise those persons who 
tleep and board in one place, and include 
those living in boarding houses and in 
small hot'ls; lodgers are those persons 
who room in one place and board in 
another; guests include those persons 
residing temporarily in the smaller hotels, 
and guests generally in hote’s, 

The designation ‘‘ hired men and boys” 
was adopted in order to include a very 
large body of people usually found in farm- 
ing districts whose occupation is that of a 
farm laborer and who usually reside in the 


family of the person by whom they are| 


In many instances this re 
lationship was originally returned as that 
of servant, but it is considered that the 
designations ‘“‘hired man’ and ‘“bired 
boy’? more clearly indicate the relation- 
ship.

It 
reads that vessels under oars or sails of less 
than twenty tons shall have ready at hand 
from sunset to sunrise a lantern with a 
green glass on the starboard side and a red 
glass on the poit, which, on the approach 
of cther vessels, or when advancing to the 
latter, shall be exhibited. Rowboats shall 
have ready at handa lantern showing a 
white light, which shall be temporarily 
exhibited in sufficient time to prevent 
colision, Young amateur oarsmen and 
yachtsmen will do we!! to observe the 
above rules, as it will save loss of life and 
considerabe trouble in the night, when 
steamers and tugs are coming up and down 
the loca! harbor, especially so in thick and 
foggy weather,

Mass., July 30.—The arrest 
of Alfred C. Williams of this town in 
connection the of John 
Gullio at Lynnfield early Wednesday 
morning is almost the sole topic of con- 
versation here Among those who know 
something about Williams’ whereabouts 
on the night of the fire is James Hickey, 
who is employed by Alfred A. Carleton 
of thts town, and with whom Williams 
boarded. With some variations, Hickey 
relates about the same story of Williams’ 
account of his night's experience as was 
told the police by the prisoner, 

Hickey says that Wil @ims can@ home 
about 4:30 Wednesday morning covered 
with blood, and apparently in an ex- 
hausted condition. Hickey helped him 
Wash up, and then Willlarns told him 
the story of the holdup on the side of the 
pond. 

Hickey examined 
and found a number 
face and throat, and two or three abras- 
fons. The nail on his left little finger 
had also been torn off, and in fact every- 
thing in his appearance pointed to the 
fact that he must have had a terrible 
scuffle with some one, during which both 
he and his assailant used their hands and 
fingers. 

Williams told Hickey that he thought 
it was about 11:30 Tuesday ni

consciousness until three hours after, 
and then he teund himself down the em- 
bankment from the street on the shore 
of the pond with one arm in the water. 
He claimed that it took him two hours 
to drag himself back to the Carleton 
house a distance of about 14 miles. 

The police visited the place where 
Williams said he was assaulted, but 
there nothing in the appearance of 
the ground either at the top or the bot- 
tom of the embankment which indi- 
cated that any disturbance had taken 
place. The rain of yesterday morning, 
however, may have obliterated such 
traces, 


Hickey will be a witness at the hear- 
ing in Lynn on Saturday. 

State Officer Neal is hard at work on 
the case, and says that considerable evi- 
dence has been accumulated. In the 
room where Gullio was burned to death 
was found an oil can, which was pe- 
culiar, as it is known that Gullio always 
kept this can in an outhouse. It fs also 
known that Gullio had $175 or there- 
abouts on the night of the fire, and that 
he was in the habit of keeping part of 
his money In the mattress and part in 
his trousers, which were hung near the 
bed. It is also known that Williams had 
the gold fever very severely, and that a 
day or two before the fire he told Gullio 
that he wanted to go to the Klondyke, 
but did not have the money. Gullio told 
him that he (Gullio) had sufficient funds 
to reach Alaska, and asked Williams to 
find out more about it. 

The theory of the police is that the 
murderer of Gullio broke into the house 
and knowing where the Italian kept his 
money, was going through Gullio’s trous- 
ers when the latter woke up. A terrific 
fight then ensued, in which both men 
were badly scratched, but Gullio was 
gradually overpowered and at last ren- 
Gered unconscious or perhaps killed. 
The fiend then went to the outhouse, and 
taking the can of oll went back to the 
scene of the robbery. Here he endeay- 
ored to clear away all traces of the crime 
by sprinkling oll over the body of Gulllo, 
and then after getting all the money set 
the fire and escaped. The police last 
night did not think that there was any 
shooting in connection with the crime, 
although Gullio’s body was so badly 
burned that it is hard to say just how 
he met his death. 

Officer Neal stated last night that 
Williams’ room in Wakefield had been 
searched and $75 in bills found under the 


carpet. A revolver was also found, but 
its appearance gave no indication of 
having been used for some time, al- 


though it was loaded. 

Attorney Hurlbert, counsel for Will- 
{fams, has had the house of Gullifo thor- 
oughly examined, and quite a lengthy 
hearing is anticipated on Saturday.

WOMEN AT KLONDIKE 


MRS. WILLIS OF TACOMA MAKES A 
FORTUNE OF OVER $300,000. 


Started Without Money and Is Now sa 
Prospective Millionaire—Women Wild to 
Join In the Mad Rush to the Klondike 
For Gold. 


Ten weeks ago Mrs. Willis of Tacoma 
vas as poor as the proverbial church 
mouse. Today she is worth $800,000, 
ang. all on account of the Klondike. 

Two years ago Mrs. Willis, whose 
husband is a blacksmith and a great

She set out alone and 
vowed that she would not return until 
she could bring a fortune with her.

PRIGHTFUL ACCIDENT, © 


Two Quarrymen Crushed by Falling 
Boulders, 


John Scott, Badger’s Foreman, and Hugh 


Dawson the Victims. 


Of the many frightful accidents that | 
have occurred in the quarries in times past | 
it is doubtful if there has been many that 
equalled that which took place at Badger | 
Bros, quarry this morning, whereby two} 
men lost their lives, two women their | 
husbands, and seven children their father. | 

Jobn Scott, foreman at Badger Bros.’ 
quarry, Hugh Dawson and eight or nine 
others, had been at work all the morning 


blasting in the quarry and they had ex- 
ploded several blasts successfully. 

A few minutes past 11 o’clock they fired 
another blast which must have loosened 
some of the boulders in the banking. 
After waiting a few minutes 
Dawson went down into the quarry to see 
the result of the blast, 


Scott ard! 


They stooped down beneath an over- 
hanging ledge, and suddenly without 
any warning two sharp edged rocks weighb- 
ing several hundred pounds each toppled 
down onto them, almost comyletely bury- 
ing the unfortunate men. 

One agonizing cry was all that the other 
workmen heard but they knew too well its 
meaning. 

Scores of willing hands were soon hard 
at work with almost superhuman strength 
tearing the rocks from their unfortunate | 
co-workers, 

It seemed ages before the rocks were 
removed, but in reality it was but a few 
moments, and when at last they were 
rewarded, a most horrible sight met their 
eyes, which was too much for some of 
these hard toiling men. 

Scott was almost literal'y ground to 
pieces and his life ligtt had gone out 
instantly. 

Dawson was almost as bad for his right 


leg had been crushed off at the hip and hi® 
right arm and body crushed. He was still 
ative, however, and was quickly hoisted out 
of the quarry. 

Dr. Dion, who had been summoned 
made a hasty examination of the man and 
ordered his removal to the City Hospital. 

Meanwhile arrangements were being 
made to remove the body of Scott. 

This was a trying ordeal for his fellow 
workmen, and many an eye was dimmed 
as the remains were gathered together and 
placed in a canvas, which was quickly tied 
up to hide the horrible sight from view. 

The signal to hoist was given and slowly 
the car with its burden arose to the surface 
and the remaius were turned over to an 
undertaker. 

Both men had been employed by Badger 
Bros. for several years and were considered 
careful workmen. 

Scott was about 45 years of age and re- 
sided on Bunker Hill avenue and leaves a 
widow and four danghters, who are quite 
young. 

Dawson was about 28 years of age and 
resided on Cross street and leaves a widow 
and tbree children. His brother was 
beside him when he was killed. 

Kind friends notified the families of the 
two men. The shock was a terrible one to 
them and they could not be comforted. 

Mr. Scott was an Odd Fellow, and a 
member of Mt. Wollaston lodge of this 
city. Officers of the lodge visited the 
family within two hours of the accident. 
He joined the order in April, 1893. 

The remains of Scott were removed to 
Hall’s undertaking rooms on Hancock 
street. 

Dawson died about half an hour after 
reaching the City Hospital. His body is 
also at Hal.’s undertaking rooms.

He assigned April 29 to 
Messrs. Gaston & Snow, and at a subse- 
quent meeting of creditors his assefs 
were reported at $1,000,000, with liabili- 
ties of $430,000, of which $300,000 was se- 
cured by collateral. No settlement re- 
sulted from this assignment, and the 
Petition in bankruptcy follows. Among 
the asazets are land on Commonwealth 
avenue and Beacon street, valued by 
him at $400,000; mill property at Berlin 
Mills, N. H., $350,000, and the mill plant 
at Lawrence, $450,000.

Berlin, July 31—Ambassador White is 
just now giving close attention toa mat- 
ter which promises to involve some dip- 
lomatic complications. 

It is the case of Alfred Wessling, son 
of a naturalized American citizen, 
Charles Wessling of New York. Young 
Wessling, while visiting Germany last 
epring, was drafted into the German 
army. H protsated and proved that 
he had made a formal declaration of his 
intention to become a citizen of the 
United States, although his naturaliza- 
tion had not ben perfected. 

His protest was absolutely ignored, 
and he was enrolled in the Seventy- 
fourth regiment, stationed in Hanover. 


Recently for the petty offense of chaff-| 


ing, he was struck a violent blow by 
his sergeant. 

Enraged at the injustice, young Wess- 
ling felled the sergeant to the ground and 
fled. Late at night.he reached the 
United States consulate in Hanover, 
completely fagged out and half starved. 
United States Consul Crane persuaded 
him to surrender to the authorities, and 
he is now awaiting trial on a charge of 
assaulting his superior. 

This offense is punishable in war time 
by summary execution, after courtmar 
tial, and in time of 
years’ imprisonment. Ambassado1 
White is endeavoring to secure his re- 
lease.

The finding of the two $20 gold piece. 
in the room in Carleton’s lodging house 
in Wakefield, which was occupied by 
Williams during his residence there, ang 
the fact that Gallo, the murdered man 
is known to have had several gold pieces 
of this denomination in his posessior. 
previous to the murder, is considered the 
most damaging piece of evidence which 
has so far been discovered towards es- 
tablishing the probable connection 0} 
Williams with the crimes of murder 
arson and robbery. 

Walter Hickey, his fellow worker and 
boarder, who was the first man to see 
Williams on Wednesday morning, was 
| also the last man who saw him on Tues- 


; day night as far as the police have been 
able to find out, but no one can be found 
who saw him between 11 p. m. and 4:3 
a. m. 

Williams was seen last night in the po- 
lice station. He seemed rather gloomy, 
though not particularly worried. Hé 
was asked if he had anything to say 
about the finding of the gold in 
his room, and he replied that he did 
not know there was any gold there. I 
any was found someone must have put 
it there, for if he had known it was there 
he would have used it Tuesday when 
he had some bills to pay. 

He said that while he was on his way tc 
Wakefield, he was knocked down and 
robbed near Wakefield farm, and laid 
unconscious from 2:30 a. m. until he 
Saw Hickey, about 4:30 a. m. He was 
then bleeding and suffering from his 
wounds. 

He knew John Gallo, but had no en- 
mity against him, and he did not know 
he had any money. He last thing he 
would dream of would be to rob him 
He said he wanted to go to Klondyke 
and the matter had been talked over at 
the farm, but it amounted to nothing 
but talk. He made no plans to go be- 
cause he had no money, though it was 
possible that in the spring he could 
have got some from his brother. 

Said he: “If they are holding ma 
for Killing Gallo, they have made a bad 
roilstake.” 

He said the first he knew of the trouble 
at Lynnfield was after he had had 
breakfast and washed himself Wednes- 
day morning. He knew the place so 
well that he couldn't rest until he had 
been out there and seen how things were 
and what had happened. He went there, 
saw where the fire had been, and talked 
| with his friends on the farm about it. 
| He staid there some time and then went 
} up into his old room in Phillips’ barn 
He changed his clothes there because 
the ones he had on were blood-stained 
and he wanted some clean ones. After 
that he went back to Wakefield, taking 
the road that led him past the Wake- 
field farm, where he was ropbed. As 
| he was going there he found the hand- 
kerchief with the $75 in bills in it, and 
took it. thinking that the man who as- 
saulted him might have dropped it. 

That was all he knew about the affair 
and all he cared to say. 

Chief Vannah says that when Will- 
jams called at his office at 5 o’clock 
Wednesday morning to tell him about 
the assault and robbery of himself, his 
face was bloody and there were blood 
stains on his clothes. Williams’ story 
seemed so plausible fhat the chief at- 
tached no special importance to the 
presence of the blood, but in the light of 
later developments he recalls the fact 
that the stains were too fresh to have 
been made at midnight, and when the 
victim had been lying in the open aiz 
for several hours.

Saitow Made a Portrait of His Servant's 


Sweetheart—Prince Tells the Story of | 


Yamagata, Who Left a High Station to 


Wear a Valet’s Uniform. 


Prince Takehito of Japan held a levee 
fhe other morning at the Waldorf hotel, 
New York. They were talking in Jap- 
anese. Suddenly Saitow, master of the 
prince’s household, entered and let him- 
self fall intoasoft armchair. Then they 
talked in French. ‘‘Meta,’’ he said to 
his valet, ‘‘bring wine and cigarettes.’’ 

‘‘Oh,’’ said the prince, admiring the 
serious impassability with which Meta 
placed on the table several pretty Bohe- 
mian glasses, ‘‘that man is happy! What 
president of an American railway com- 
pany, what tenor, what prelate would 
flare say he is happier than Meta? 

‘*Like you, Saitow, he has seen Sarah 
Bernhardt, Felix Faure, Balfour, Letty 
Lind and all the modern celebrities. 
Like you, he walks on carpets of the 
Savonnerie and takes his coffee from a 
cup of Saxony ware. Happy man!’’ 

“It is true,’’ said Saitow, his smile 
making his little eyes smaller than 
holes pierced by a gimlet, “that after 
the condition of a professional beauty 
in England that of a valet is the hap- 
piest.

NEWER GOLDFIELDS. 


| Canadian Officials Know of a District Rich- 
er Than the Klondike. 
| It is well known in Ottawa that re- 
ports have reached the several depart- 
| ments of the government lately from offi- 
| cers in the Canadian service in the Yu- 
kon country. The minister of the 1m- 
terior issued a pampblet the other day 
jupon the Yukon mining district, but 
beyond sketch maps and photographs by 
William Ogilvie, chief of the boundary 
survey, it contains nothing really new. 

The cause of this reticence is easily 
explained. The government dreads the 
consequences of a rush to the goldfields 
of that inhospitable region and is un- 
willing by giving publicity to the facts 
recently received from officers as to the 
wonders of the goldfields to contribute 
to an overpopulation of the Yukon 
while no means yet exist of getting 1n 
an adequate food supply. 

But it bas leaked out that the re- 
ports which came down by the last 
mail from Fort Cudahy, and which are 
now in the government’s possession, 
are such as put the accounts of the re- 
turned miners with which the news- 
papers have been filled for days com- 
pletely in the shade. It is known that 
discoveries have been made of placer 
grounds far exceeding in richness even 
the marvelous deposits of the Klondike. 
Just as the miners deserted the paying 
placer diggings at Forty Mile camp 
when the tardy news of the Klondike 
discovery reached that section, 80, 
about June 1, scores of miners and 
prospectors at Klondike were leaving 
their claims for the newer and richer 
fields. 

These are situated farther up the 
Yukon, in the Stewart river district. 
Should these diggings prove to be auy- 
thing like as rich as reported by the 
government officials this will be the 
greatest goldfield ever discovered. The 
Stewart river, an affluentof the Yukon, 
drains an immense area and innumer- 
able creeks, all of which are said to be 
marvelously rich in gold. Another ad- 
vantage of the new district is that it is 
many miles nearer the coast than Klon- 
dike by the White, Chilkat and Dyea 
pass trail, the chief routes traveled by 
prospectors bringing in their supplies. 
—Dispatch to New York Herald. 


ROYALTY IN EXILE. 


King of the Mosquito Coast Foreed to 
Flee to Jamaica. 

Until quite recently there was but 
one king on the two American conti- 
nents. Now he is suspended from his job. 
He is king of the Mosquito Coast, an 
unpleasant country lying between Nica- 
ragua and British Honduras. The Mos- 
quito Coast is under an English pro- 
tectorate, the king’s salary being guar- 
anteed by Nicaragua. 

When in full enjoyment of his regal 
dignity, he had a salary of $5,000 a 
year. 

The king’s name is Clarence. The 
Nicaraguans covet his dominions, His 
majesty and his chief advisers have 
been at a considerable disadvantage in 
all diplomatic negotiations owing to 
the fact that it is part of their court 
etiquette to be drunk on all public occa- 
sions. 

The king’s state costume consists of 
an old but imposing ful] dress uniform 
which formerly belonged toa captain 
in the British navy. 

The republic has now refused to pay 
his pension, and he has appealed to 
England for support. He fled to Ja- 
maica. There an allowance of $7.50 a 
day was given to him pending the set- 
tlement of the question. On this sum 
he is living in luxury, surrounded by a 
few devoted courtiers. —Exchange. 


He Keckoned Without the Law. 

Some years ago William L. Everett, a 
resident of Hempstead, N. Y., who 
loved money better than he did any- 
thing else, induced his wife to separate 
from him and support herself in con- 
sideration of a payment to her of $700 
in cash. 

From that day until he died, recent- 
ly, Everett considered that deal the best 
bargain he ever made during his life- 
time. He, however, counted without 
the law, for now that it has been dis- 
covered that he leaves about $15,000 in 
cash his wife will come in for her dow- 
er share. 

Everett was so close that he would 
not even have a fire in winter and sel- 
dom ate anything but raw potatoes, 
turnips and bread. The baker’s wagon 
was the only one that stopped at his 
miserable home. He lived alone and 
kept his neighbors away from his house. 
He was found suffering by Anthony 
Wheatley and removed to the latter’s 
home, where he died.—New York Tel- 
egram.
